JJC  professor  partakes  in  historic  inauguration 


Addressing  a crowd  of  over 
1.4  million  people,  as  well  as 
the  nation  and  the  rest  of  the 
world,  Barack  Obama,  the  44“’ 
president,  gave  his  inauguration 
speech  that  drew  from  former 
presidents  such  as  Franklin 
Delano  Roosevelt,  John  Kennedy 
and  George  Washington. 

Within  his  speech,  Obama 
commented  on  a range  of  the 
problems  affecting  the  United 
States,  as  he  faced  one  of  the 
largest  turnouts  fora  presidential 
inauguration  in  the  history  of  the 
nation. 

“Today  1 say  to  you  that  the 
challenges  we  face  are  real,  they 
are  serious  and  they  are  many. 
They  will  not  be  met  easily,  or 
in  a short  span  of  time,  but  know 
this  America,  they  will  be  met," 
promised  Obama  in  his  speech. 

Joliet  Junior  College  Professor 
Bill  Yarrow,  who  was  invited  to 
the  inauguration  along  with  his 
wife  Leah,  noted  that  “the  crowd 
was  bigger  than  Grant  Park  on 
the  Fourth  of  July.” 


Leah  was  very  active  in 
both  Obama’s  presidential 
and  senatorial  campaign  as  a 
volunteer  in  which  she  spent 
one  week  at  the  caucus  in  Cedar 
Rapids,  Iowa  and  served  as 
a credential  volunteer  at  the 
convention  in  Denver. 

Professor  Yarrow  was  also 
invited  to  the  events  and 
comments  that  at  the  caucus  in 
Cedar  Rapids,  Hillary  Clinton’s 
volunteers  handed  out  free  sub 
sandwiches  while  Leah  and  the 
rest  of  Obama’s  volunteers  were 
told  not  to  bring  food  so  as  not 
to  seem  like  they  were  bribing 
people  for  their  vote. 

Besides  participating  in 
these  events,  Leah  spent  many 
grueling  hours  going  door-to- 
door  campaigning  for  Obama 
throughout  Illinois  and  the 
surrounding  states. 

For  her  time  and  volunteer 
work,  Leah  and  her  husband  were 
rewarded  with  free  silver  seating 
tickets  to  the  inauguration. 

Although  the  Yarrows  didn’t 
have  the  greatest  seating  and 
were  forced  to  watch  the  event 
via  the  jumbotron.  Professor 


Yarrow  stated,  "It  was  one  of  the 
most  amazing  experiences  of  my 
life,”  and  further  said,  “1  think  I 
took  about  a thousand  pictures." 

Professor  Yarrow  also 
commented  on  the  diversity 
in  his  seating  as  there  was  a 
surprising  number  of  kids  and 
he  was  able  to  meet  a judge 
from  Baton  Rouge  and  a newly 
elected  congresswoman. 

“It  was  interesting  to  see 
‘normal’  people  standing  side  by 
side  with  ‘important’  people,” 
said  Yarrow. 


Yarrow  noted  that  some 
members  of  the  crowd  braved 
the  cold  and  were  camping  out 
at  four  in  the  morning  in  order 
to  guarantee  their  seating  for 
when  the  event  kicked  off  and 
that  the  crowd  was  so  large  that 
it  seemed  like  security  had  lost 
control  by  4:30  a.m. 

The  inauguration  ended  with 
the  same  energy  that  it  started 
with  and  Yarrow  stated.  “There 
was  a big  cheer  when  Bush  got 
on  the  helicopter  and  left.”

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Illinois  most  corrupt  U.S.  state

Illinois'  official  slogan  is 
the  “Land  of  Lincoln," 
but  a similarly  suitable 
description  would  be  the  "Land 
of  the  Crooked  Politicians." 

In  a recent  column  published 
on  Bayoubuzz.com,  Jeff  Crouere 
stales  that  it  is  a time  for  celebra- 
tion in  Louisiana,  as  they  are  no 
longer  the  most  corrupt  state  in 
the  nation.  The  “award”  now  be- 
longs to  us,  Illinois. 

While  the  slate  has  been 
known  to  produce  the  occasion- 
al clean  and  upstanding  public 
servants  (Abraham  Lincoln  and 
Barack  Obama  come  to  mind),  it 
has  more  often  than  not,  produced 
the  filthy,  greedy  and  dishonest 
kind. 

Take  for  example,  former 
Gov.  Rod  Blagojevich,  who  was 
convicted  on  corruption  charges 
and  removed  from  office  on  Jan. 
29  by  a unanimous  59-0  vote  in 
the  Illinois  State  Senate.  This,  af- 
ter he  was  accused  of  conspiring 
to  sell  President  Obama’s  vacated 
United  States  Senate  seat  to  the 
highest  bidder. 

Sadly,  the  people  of  our  state 
are  used  to  their  governors  having 
legal  trouble.  Reach  as  far  back 
into  Illinois  history  as  you  want 
and  your  hands  will  likely  come 
out  dirty.  Blagojevich  is  the  sixth 
Illinois  governor  to  be  subjected 
lo  arrest  or  indictment. 

The  trail  of  corruption  started 
with  Joel  Aldrich  Matteson  who 
served  as  governor  from  1 853  to 
1857.  He  tried  to  cash  S200.000 
of  stolen  government  funds  that 
he  “found”  in  a shoebox. 

He  pulled  that  old  excuse 
“how  did  that  get  there?”  and 
escaped  indictment  by  promis- 
ing to  pay  the  money  back,  the 
right  thing  to  do  when  one  knows 
they’ve  been  busted. 

Next  on  the  corruption  train 
was  Lennington  Small  who 
served  as  governor  from  1921 
to  1929.  He  was  indicted  while 
governor  in  1922,  of  embezzling 
$600,000  and  running  a money- 
laundering scheme  when  he  was 
state  treasurer. 

Despite  substantial  evidence 
against  him,  he  was  acquitted 
and  went  on  to  serve  seven  more 
years  in  office.  After  his  trial,  four 
jurors  got  state  jobs,  raising  sus- 
picions of  jury  tampering. 

In  1965,  four  years  after  he 
left  office,  former  Gov.  William 
Stratton  was  indicted  on  charges 
related  to  the  misuse  of  campaign 
funds  and  also  tax  evasion. 

While  he  was  acquitted,  his 
successor,  Otto  Kemer,  wasn’t  as 
lucky.  Kemer  served  as  governor 
from  1961  to  1968.  He  resigned 
as  governor  in  May  of  1968  to  be- 
come a judge  on  the  United  States 
Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh 
Circuit. 

In  1969,  Marge  Lindheimer 
Everett,  manager  of  Arlington 
Park  and  Washington  Park  race- 
tracks, admitted  receiving  bribes 
from  the  governor  and  his  finance 
director,  Ted  lssacs.  They  were 
promised  favorable  racing  dates 
in  return  for  shares  of  stock.  The 


scandal  came  to  light  because 
Everett  deducted  the  value  of  the 
slock  she  gave  on  her  federal  in- 
come tax  returns  under  her  theory 
that  bribery  was  a necessary  and 
normal  business  in  Illinois. 

Kemer  was  convicted  in  1973 
of  bribery,  conspiracy,  income  tax 


fraud  in  connection  with  a scheme 
in  which  he  traded  postal  stamps 
for  cash  and  used  his  account  at 
the  House  stationery  shop  to  buy 
gifts.  He  served  15  months  in 
prison  and  paid  a SI 00.000  fine. 
He  was  pardoned  in  December 
of  2000  by  former  President  Bill

savings 

and  loan  business  and  was  in- 
dicted for  making  $1.4  million  in 
fraudulent  loans,  which  he  used  to 
pay  for  personal  expenses  includ- 
ing maintenance  of  his  80-foot 
yacht.  The  federal  government 
later  bailed  out  the  bankrupt  S&L 
and  Walker  served  18  months  of 
a seven-year  sentence  in  federal 
prison. 

And  of  course  we  can' t forget 
former  Gov.  George  Ryan  who 
served  from  1999-2003.  Prior  to 
serving  as  governor,  Ryan  was 
the  secretary  of  state  from  1991- 
1999,  which  is  when  he  ran  into 
some  problems. 

In  1994,  a fatal  truck  accident 
that  killed  six  children  outside 
Ryan's  office  unintentionally  ex- 
posed a scheme  inside  his  office 
in  which  unqualified  track  drivers 
obtained  licenses  through  bribes. 
The  investigation  referred  to  as 
Operation  Safe  Road  took  years 
to  complete  and  when  it  was  com- 
plete, 79  people  were  charged  in- 
cluding Ryan. 

He  was  found  guilty  in  April 
2006  of  18  felony  counts  includ- 
ing racketeering,  conspiracy,  mail 
fraud,  tax  fraud  and  lying  to  the 
FBI.  He  is  currently  serving  a six- 
year  prison  sentence  in  Indiana. 

And  those  were  just  the  gov- 
ernors. After  former  secretary  of 
state  Paul  Powell’s  death  in  1970, 
a search  of  his  home  revealed 
shoeboxes  lull  of  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  in  checks 
made  out  to  him  by  unsuspect- 
ing Illinois  residents  who  thought 
they  were  paying  license  plate 
registration  fees.  Fooled  ya! 

Criminal  charges  have  also 
followed  Illinois  politicians  to 
Washington.  Former  Illinois  Rep. 
Daniel  Rostenkowski  pleaded 
guilty  to  reduced  charges  of  mail 


Clinton. 

So  there  you  have  it  Illinois, 
you  are  the  most  corrupt  state  and 
Louisiana  has  nothing  on  you.  It’s 
not  something  that  I would  brag 
about  though. 


For  the  most  part,  what 
I write  in  my  column 
derives  from  what  is 
closest  to  my  mind  at  the  time. 
This  past  week  the  focus  of  my 
time  has  been  on  two  things:  a 
residential  design  for  a state  com- 
petition and  an  hour  exam  for  my 
plant  pathology  class.  In  between 
both  of  these  events  I had  an  op- 
portunity to  speak  with  a success- 
ful landscape  architect  to  critique 
my  design  concept,  leaving  me 
with  three  critical  concepts  to  a 
successful  garden. 

First,  the  importance  of  de- 
sign in  your  garden  is  critical  to 
success.  Creating  a garden  with- 
out a plan  leaves  your  garden 
with  a lack  of  movement,  repeti- 
tion, focal  points,  and  usefulness. 
As  I drive  I often  look  at  the  local 
trends  of  landscaping. 

Most  often  I can  tell  if  people 
have  planned  their  garden  or  if 
they  haven’t  Looking  at  an  un- 
planned garden,  I see  sporadic 
plantings  that  have  no  central 
theme,  but  rather,  its  as  if  the  ho- 
meowner sees  a pretty  plant  at 
Home  Depot  and  plants  it  next 
to  the  one  they  bought  last  week 
shopping  for  toilet  seats. 

A little  tip  about  buying 
plants  with  one  year  guarantees: 
take  advantage  of  it!  Knowing 
your  plant  material  will  pay  off 
when  Lowe’s  is  selling  an 


al  as  a perennial  and  you  take  it 
back  next  year  receiving  another 
free  annual.  A plan  also  ensures 
a more  vigorous  garden  because 
you  can  plot  out  the  right  plant  for 
the  right  place. 

Arborists  and  plant  health 
care  companies  stay  in  business 
taking  care  of  plants  that  have 
been  planted  in  the  wrong  spots. 
We  should  all  know  that  rho- 
dodendrons in  full  sun  with  our 
Midwest  heavy  clay  soil,  will 
NOT  work! 

Take  time  before  planting  to 
research  different  ideas  for  plants 
and  where  they  can  work  in  your 
garden.  It  will  save  you  time  and 
money  in  the  long  run.  Finding 
this  information  is  a lot  easier 
than  you  may  think. 

There  are  numerous  organi- 
zations offering  workshops  and 
lectures  on  various  gardening 
topics.  Some  that  come  to  mind 
are  offered  by  organizations  such 
as:  Chicago  Botanical  Garden.  Il- 
linois Landscape  Contractors  As- 
sociation and  Morton  Arboretum. 

For  free,  or  a small  fee,  you 
can  easily  find  the  resources  you 
need  in  order  to  create  a success- 
ful garden.

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JJC  gets  grant 
for  sustainability 


Joliet  Junior  College,  like 
other  colleges  and  corporations, 
has  been  putting  a great  deal  of 
effort  into  going  green  by  reduc- 
ing pollution  in  order  to  improve 
the  quality  of  life  on  earth. 

JJC  has  started  the  effort  by 
installing  more  energy-efficient 
light-bulbs  and  reducing  paper 
waste  by  using  iCampus. 

To  add  to  their  efforts,  JJC 
has  received  a S73,000  grant  from 
the  Illinois  Department  of  Com- 
merce and  Economic  Opportunity 
(DCEO)  in  order  to  start  a sustain- 
able energy  program  this  spring. 

•We're  very  excited  about  this 
program,"  Amy  Murphy,  director 
of  JJC’s  Corporate  and  Commu- 
nity Services,  said. 

“We  partnered  with  the  Tech- 
nical Department  to  put  together 
a program  that  will  help  people  in 
the  trade  leam  the  latest  technolo- 
gies for  both  residential  and  com- 
mercial energy  systems.” 

Partnering  with  the  techni- 
cal department,  the  college  has 
started  five,  6- 1 2 week  non-credit 
programs  in  sustainable  energy. 
These  programs  will  teach  pro- 
fessionals the  training  they  need 
in  order  to  build  energy  efficient 
homes,  buildings  and  offices. 

The  programs  can  be  taken 
by  professionals  like  technicians. 


plumbers  and  contractors  who 
want  to  expand  their  business  by 
being  able  to  install  green  tech- 
nology, like  solar  panels,  wind- 
mills and  other  green  technology. 

A couple  of  classes  have  al- 
ready been  taught  and  the  depart- 
ment was  surprised  by  the  diverse 
group  of  people  that  showed  up. 
Quite  of  few  people  were  just 
everyday  civilians  looking  into 
getting  green  technology,  like 
installing  solar  panels  and  wind- 
mills. Thanks  to  the  state  grant, 
JJC  can  offer  these  programs  at  a 
very  low  cost 

In  addition  to  the  programs, 
the  technical  department  is  apply- 
ing for  another  grant  in  hopes  of 
building  a futuristic,  energy  effi- 
cient building  next  to  the  1800's 
school  house  outside  of  D-build- 
ing. 

This  building  can  be  looked 
at  by  people  interested  in  building 
more  energy-efficient  homes  and 
they  can  look  at  this  building  as 
a demonstration  of  green  technol- 
ogy.

On  Jan.  25,  the  Joliet  Junior 
College  fine  am  department  had 
a faculty  recital.  Music  professor 
Daniela  Broderick  performed  two 
pieces  on  the  piano. 

The  first  piece  of  the  program 
was  a sonata  in  F Major  by 
Wolfgang  Amadeus  Mozart.  The 
piece  had  three  movements  that 
varied  from  allegro  (walking 
speed)  to  Presto  (very  fast).

The  set  of 
twenty  four  short  pieces  are  saidto 
be  modeled  after  an  extraordinary 
piece  by  Johann  Sebastian  Bach 
entitled  the  “Well-Tempered 
Clavier.” 

AJ : When  did  you  begin  playing 
the  piano?  And  what  made  you 
want  to  start? 

DB:  When  I was  eight  years 
old,  my  mother’s  friend  bought 


a piano  for  her  daughter.  1 saw  it 
and  asked  my  mother  if  1 could 
take  lessons. 

AJ:  Who  is  your  favorite 
composer  and  why? 

DB:  I don't  think  I can  say  that 
1 have  one  favorite  composer. 
It  depends  more  on  what  I am 
working  on  at  the  time.  Most  of 
my  favorite  music  comes  from  the 
Baroque  and  Classical  periods. 

AJ:  Is  there  a piece  that  is  most 
inspiring  to  you? 

DB:  If  I had  to  choose.  I would 
say  the  “Well-Tempered  Clavier" 


by  Bach.  I also  like  the  "Goldberg 
Variations.” 

AJ:  When  did  you  come  to  the 
United  States  and  where  did  you 
begin  playing  upon  your  arrival? 

DB:  I came  to  the  United  States 
in  2000  to  the  state  of  Colorado 
where  I began  my  Masters  at  the 
University.  1 then  came  to  Chicago 
in  2003.  I like  Chicago,  but  I do 
not  like  the  weather  coming  from 
Brazil  and  all. 

AJ:  How  did  you  know  you 
wanted  to  teach?  Did  you  teach 
in  Brazil? 

DB:  It  kind  of  just  happened.  I 
was  playing  and  I needed  a career 
to  make  some  money.  I really  felt 


like  I learned  more  by  teaching 
and  I really  love  it.  As  for  when 
I was  in  Brazil,  I taught  only  a 
little,  some  private  lessons. 

Before  coming  to  JJC, 
Broderick  taught  at  Moraine 
Valley  for  five  years.  She  is 
also  currently  working  on  her 
Doctorate  of  Musical  Arts  in  Piano 
Performance  at  the  University 
of  Illinois.  She  is  writing  her 
dissertation  on  the  Mozart  sonata 
from  the  program. 

She  has  preformed  at  the 
Cathedral  Concert  Series  in 
Joliet  and  the  Saturdays 
with  Brahms  series  in 
many  concert  halls  in 
the  United  Stales  and 
Brazil.  Broderick  had 
a . solo  performance 
with  the  Rio  dc  Janeiro  Federal 
University  Orchestra  where  she 
received  an  award  along  with  the 
many  awards  she  has  received 
from  several  competitions.

Point  Blank,  a native  of  Central 
Florida,  finds  inspiration  in  more 
personal  sources,  such  as  the  loss 
of  his  mother  and  his  subsequent 
moving  to  Aurora;  where  he 
performs  with  various  hip-hop 
groups  and  attends  college.

I’m  RJ:  I’ve  been  working  at 
a gym  for  the  past  three  years  and 
have  learned  a lot  about  the  traits 
to  become  a solid  fitness  gym 
goer  and  see  results.  I’ve  talked 
to  many  bodybuilders,  fitness 
models  and  personal  trainers  ask- 
ing for  the  secret  on  how  to  better 
your  shape  in  the  most  convenient 
and  fastest  way. 

What  I've  learned  and  have 
attained  from  my  own  knowledge 
wall  be  noted  here  for  anyone  that 
is  willing  to  commit  themselves 
to  become  more  physically  ac- 
tive. 

A lot  of  people  believe  there 
is  a quick  fix  to  slay  in  shape, 
whether  it’s  the  new  fat  burning 
pill  that  says  you  will  lose  20 
pounds  in  1 0 days  or  the  new  pro- 
tein powder  that  claims  to  pack  on 
20  pounds  of.muscle  in  five  days. 
Most  believe  that  is  correct. 

Now,  when  I say  it  might  not 
be  correct,  I do  not  mean  it  will 
not  aid  in  your  goals  (which  it 
will).  The  correct  way  to  go  about 
this  with  people  is  to  understand 


that  we  need  to  supply  pur  bodies 
with  good,  whol?  fbod:  a diet. 

I'  Aiding  on  what  you  plan  to 
be  your  goals  (lose  weight,  gain 
muscle,  maintain  fitness)  you  can 
build  solid  meals  around  your 
diet.  For  instance,  if  you  want  to 
gain  muscle  you  shouldn’t  go  to 
the  nearest  McDonald's,  but  to 
the  nearest  grocery  store  to  pick 
up  chicken.  The  idea  is  to  fuel 
your  body  with  the  correct  food.

Is  it  truly  a good  idea  to  go 
through  with  a high-risk  mul- 
tiple birth  with  octuplets,  espe- 
cially when  the  mother  already 
has  6 children  to  begin  with? 

Many  fertility  specialists 
make  suggestions  to  not  even 
proceed  with  more  than  quadru- 
plet births  and  to  abort  a few  of 
the  embryos. 

And  many  more  believe  that 
it  was  a bad  decision  on  both  the 
specialist  and  the  mother’s  part 
to  even  implant  that  many  em- 
bryos at  once. 

Considering  the  US  fertil- 
ity industry  has  guidelines  stat- 
ing how  many  embryos  can  be 
implanted,  and  that  the  sugges- 
tion is  one  or  two  for  women 
under  35,  we  might  want  to  be 
questioning  how  this  woman 
managed  to  be  implanted  with 


all  eight  embryos  without  being 
stopped  at  a certain  number  re- 
gardless of  her  approval.

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J.K.  Rowling  became 

famous  for  her  critically 
acclaimed,  best  sellers, 
the  Harry  Potter  series.  When  she 
came  out  with  the  final  book  in 
the  summer  of  2007,  Harry  Potter 
and  the  Deathly  Hallows,  it  was 
wondered  if  she  would  continue 
writing,  and  if  so,  would  she  stay 
within  the  world  of  Harry  Potter? 

Well,  she  answered  everyone’s 
questions  when  she  came  out 
with  her  latest  book  on  Dec.  4, 
The  Tales  of  Beedte  the  Bard. 
When  I picked  up  her  book  at  the 
bookstore,  I was  shocked  by  how 
thin  it  was. 

I was  even  more  shocked, 
when  I opened  up  the  book  and 
saw  the  size  of  the  text.  After  all, 
the  Harry  Potter  series  is  well 
known  for  having  books  up  to 
800  pages  long.  However,  since  it 
was  J.K.  Rowling  and  her  books 
keep  me  in  my  seat  until  I finish 
them,  1 was  pleasantly  surprised 
to  be  finished  in  an  hour  instead 
of  a day  or  two. 

Although,  another  part 
of  me  is  quite  upset  that  it 
didn’i  go  on  for  800  pages. 
The  Tales  of  Beedle  the  Bard,  is 
a collection  of  five  wizard  fairy 
tales  by  Beedle  the  Bard  that  have 
been  translated  from  ancient  runes 
by  Hermione  Granger,  and  after 
each  story  we  get  commentary 
. by  the  well-known  and  wonderful 
wizard,  Albus  Dumbledore. 

Each  story  even  has  its  own 
illustration.  In  a way,  these 
stories  are  kind  of  like  the  Grimm 
brothers  who  have  written  famous 
fairy  tales  such  as  Cinderella, 
Snow  White  and  Sleeping  Beauty. 
Just  like  the  Grimm  brothers, 
a few  of  these  stories  are  quite 
bone-chilling  and  are  actually  not 
meant  for  children  to  read. 

The  fairy  tales  contained  in  this 
book  include.  The  Wizard  and  the 


Hopping 
Pot,  The  Fountain  of  Fair 
Fortune.  The  Warlock's  Hairy 
Heart.  Babbitty  Rabhitty  and  her 
Cackling  Stump,  and  a fairy  tale 
that  her  final  book  of  the  Harry 
Potter  series  has  a great  deal  to 
do  with.  The  Tale  of  the  Three 
Brothers. 

What  was  fascinating  about 
these  fairy  tales  meant  for  wizard 
children  is  that  they  each  teach 
different  concepts  about  how 
wizards  are  supposed  to  live.  The 
Wizard  and  the  Hopping  Pot, 
teaches  to  always  help  others, 
including  muggles,  and  The  Tale 
of  the  Three  Brothers,  that  death 
will  always  find  you. 

The  story  that  was  by  far  my 
favorite  was  Babbitty  Rabbilty 
and  Her  Cackling  Stump.  This 
story  is  about  a wizard  fraud  who 
says  that  he’ll  teach  the  muggle 
king  magic. 

When  the  king  says  that  he 
must  be  able  to  create  magic  for 
a show  by  the  following  day,  he 
asks  the  witch  laundress  who  does 
the  king’s  sheets,  Babbitty,  to 
perform  magic  so  that  he  shall  not 
be  beheaded  for  being  a fraud. 

The  ending  of  this  fairy  tale 
puts  a smile  on  your  face  and  can 
certainly  teach  a good  lesson  about 
the  consequences  of  being  a fraud. 
All  in  all,  those  of  you  who 
couldn’t  put  down  any  of  the 
Harry  Potter  books  will  love  The 
Tales  of  Beedle  the  Bard  just  as 
much.

I am  well  aware  of  the  fact 
that  CDs  are  out  of  date  so  per- 
haps even  iTunes  will  be  the  cul- 
prit of  the  first  time  you  hear  the 
debut  album  from  NNEC  entitled 


Cars.  Being  unaware  of  what’s  to 
come,  you  sit  and  wait  for  the  mu- 
sic to  load  and  begin  to  play. 

Suddenly  you're  mellowed 
out  after  hearing  the  calm  beats 
and  riffs  that  open  the  album  with 
the  song  “Not  One,  But  Two". 

Cacie  Dalager,  the  talented 
vocalist,  keyboardist  and  guitar- 
ist that  fronts  the  band,  begins  to 
sing  and  her  soft  and  airy  voice 
continues  to  mellow  your  mood. 
Her  calm  singing  continues  to 
lace  into  the  beats  throughout  the 


entire  album. 

The  one  thing  one  might  not 
expect  from  this  album  is  a sud- 
den upbeat  when  track  two,  “Ev- 
eryone You  Know”  begins  to 
play.  The  interchange  between  a 
cheery  and  mellow  pace  is  intri- 
cately balanced  throughout  the 
album. 

Within  a personal  favor- 
ite song  of  mine  "Friends  With 
My  Sister”  NNEC  takes  you  to 
a whole  different  level  of  amaz- 
ing. The  song  begins  with  relaxed 


piano  and  glockenspiel  (a  cousin 
to  the  xylophone  for  those 
of  you  who  are 
unaware  of  this 
instrument) 
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begins  an  amazing  bridge  of  un- 
expected “rock  out"  mode  half- 
way through. 

The  energy  of  "Friends  With 
My  Sister"  continues  on  through 
“In  My  Chest"  with  one  of  the 
best  mixes  of  percus- 
sion, keys,  vocals, 
guitar  and  bass. 

I can’t  help  but  sing 

along  with  Dalager ’s  catchy 

and  easy  to  learn  lyrics  such  as 

"I  have  what  it  takes  and  I will 
have  the  space/and  1 am  pack- 
ing a suitcase/and  I am  coming 
with  you  to  the  west  coasl/but  it’s 
not  my  home/but  they  know  that 
I’m  good  at  keeping  things/in  my 
chest  in  my  chest."  Lest  I forget 
the  additional  "oh  oh  oh  ohhh  oh 
oh  oh”  set  in  the  middle  of  song 
that  does  nothing  less  then  add  to 
the  great  mood  I get  from  just  lis- 
tening to  Cars. 

The  more  relaxing  songs 
such  as  “Headlights"  and  “Sleep 
Through  Summer"  have  just  the 
right  beat  to  be  able  to  put  you  in 
such  a state  of  mind  that  you  feel 
as  though  you  have  disconnected 
from  the  world  around  you  and 
floated  into  the  abyss  of  relax- 
ation. 

Each  song  has  a story  behind 
it  from  both  of  the  band  members 
Dalager  and  Bradley  Hale  (drums, 
glockenspiel). 

Although  finding  some  of  the 
underlying  themes  of  each  song 
may  be  difficult,  such  as  the  fact 
that  the  lyric  “Tell  them  all  what 
you’ve  done."  in  the  song  “Not 
One,  But  TWo”  is  tied  into  a very 
subtle  reference  to  the  Virginia 
Tech  shooting. 

Or  the  song  with  the  easiest 
to  see  back-story  “Little  Brother" 
that  tells  the  story  of  coping  with  a 
car  accident  with  lyrics  like  “And 
1 won’t  drive  until  you  tell  me  it’s 
fine/to  follow  the  lines/where  we 
had  said  goodbye." 

However,  each  song  tells  their 
story  without  asking  for  any  pity 
or  sympathy,  moreover  they  are 
simply  weaving  together  the  nar- 
ration of  the  story  of  the  band’s 
life.  And  the  way  that  NNEC  does 
it  should  honestly  be  constituted 
as  an  art  form.  No  music  1 have 
listened  to  has  been  narrated  so 
delicately  and  laced  with  hidden 
stories  as  well  as  NNEC  docs. 

If  indie  music  is  your  scene 
and  you  love  the  sound  of  bands 
in  range  from  The  Postal  Service 
to  Eisley,  or  even  if  you  just  like 
to  discover  new  bands,  this  Af- 
ternoon Records  release  just  may 
become  your  new  found  love.  I 
know  it's  become  mine. 

This  is  a band  you  do  not  want 
to  miss  while  they're  still  under 
the  radar.  Best  new  band  of  the 
year?  We  can  only  hope.  The  CD 
is  now  available  in  stores  and  on 
iTunes  for  you  hipsters  out  there. 
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This  past  movie  season, 
my  small  circle  of  friends 
and  I decided  to  make  an 
extra  effort  to  see  all  of  the  Oscar 
nominated  films  before  the  actual 
event  in  order  to  discern  whether 
the  Academy  is  a total  joke.  After 
seeing  the  vast  majority  of  the  films 
and  taking  consideration  the  actual 
nominations,  I have  an  answer. 
Yes,  they  are  a joke. 

In  order  to  put  this  in  perspective, 
let’s  look  into  one  of  the  major 
categories  of  the  night;  Best 
Actress.  Controversy 
ensued  when  Kate 
Winslet  was  nominated 
in  ihe  category  for  her 
performance  in  The 
Reader  and  not 
Revolutionary  Road, 
which  was  directed 
by  her  husband, Sam 
Mendes.  Personally 
having  seen  both 
performances, 
believe  Winslet’s 
performance  was 
more  deserving 
of  an  Oscar  in 
Revolutionary 
rather  than  Reader, 
but  hey,  what  do 
1 know?  I'm  not  a 
’critic’  - I’m  just  a 
person  that  actually 
has  to  pay  to  see 
movie. 

Much  like  Martin 
Scorcese’s  recognition 
two  years  ago  for  The 
Departed,  although  it 
may  not  be  appropriate 
for  the  specific 
film  the  honoree 
is  rewarded  for, 
notoriety  is  deserved. 

This  will  be  the  sixth  time  Winslet 
has  been  nominated  for  an  Academy 
Award,  making  her  the  youngest 
actress  to  do  so. 

Winslet’s  body  of  work  is  one 
of  the  most  impressive  of  her 
generation  and  she  does  in  fact 
deserve  a ‘gold  statue,’  although 
it  may  have  been  appropriate  to 
win  one  a little  bit  earlier  for  her 
performance  in  Little  Children  than 
this  year. 

Although  much  of  the  Oscar 
buzz  is  surrounding  Winslet,  I 
believe  recognition  should  be 
given  to  Anne  Hathaway  for  her 
performance  in  Rachel  Getting 
Married. 

In  the  film,  Hathaway  portrays 
Kym,  a recovering  addict  who  gets 
to  leave  rehab  in  order  to  attend  her 
older  sister’s  wedding. 

The  film  is  captivating,  but 
even  more  so  is  Hathaway’s 
transformation  from  Hollywood 
sweetheart  to  a tortured  junkie. 
Her  manner  is  very  subtle,  and 
her  portrayal  is  truly  authentic. 
While  Hathaway  was  honored  by 
the  Critics  Choice  Awards  for  this 
rendition,  1 fear  the  Oscar’s  are  too 
ignorant  to  recognize  this. 

And  of  course,  the  Academy 
is  not  only  ignorant  towards  the 
females  - their  unawareness  is  an 


equal  opportunity  oppressor.  In 
the  male  category  for  Best  Actor, 
there  are  several  high-profile 
names  including  Brad  Pitt,  Sean 
Penn,  and  Mickey  Rourke  (my 
personal  choice  for  the  win),  but 
there  is  one  name  absent  from 
this  list  - Leonardo  DiCaprio. 

Now.  although  Leo  probably 
doesn’t  need  another  Oscar  nom 
like  Bret  Michaels  needs  hair 
extensions,  his  performance  in 
Revolutionary  Road  is  exquisite. 
In  his  role,  he  channels  a suburban 
husband  that  has  to  come  to 
realize  that  his  wife  is  absolutely 
miserable  filling  her  June 
Cleaver  role.  What  you  really  see 
though,  is  the  complete 
disintegration  of  a man 
and  what  he  has  come  to 
believe.  It  is  incredibly 
heartbreaking  and  I 
agree  with  Winslet 
when  she  says  it  is 
the  best  performance 
of  his  career.  And  of 
course  he  wasn’t  at 
least  nominated  - it 
is  a total  injustice  I 
am  telling  you. 

Another  category 
to  point  out  is  Best 
Supporting  Actor. 
Although  Ledger  is  the 
favorite  and  deserving 
predicted  recipient  for 
this  award,  I find  it 
quite  odd  to  find  Josh 
Brolin’s  name  in  the 
category.  Don’t  get 
wrong  - I adore 
Brolin,  but  honestly, 
if  you  are  going  to 
nominate  anyone  from 
Milk  in  this  category, 
let  it  be  Emile  Hirsch. 
His  portrayal  of  Cleve 
Jones  is  basically 
adorable.  Okay,  I 
empathize  that  being 
adorable  isn’t  exactly  grounds  for 
being  nominated;  but  truly,  he  is 
the  breakout  star  of  that  film  and 
definitely  deserves  recognition. 

Now,  as  I reflect  on  how 
practically  bankrupt  I have 
become  spending  ludicrous 
amounts  of  money  to  see  these 
films  AND  THEN  realizing  how 
perverse  the  actually  nominations 
were,  1 come  to  realize  that  maybe 
the  Oscar’s  aren’t  exactly  worth 
the  while.  Look  at  it  this  way  - 
when  an  actor  wins  an  Academy 
Award  for  a performance,  does 
that  automatically  mean  that  they 
are  talented? 

Absolutely  not!  Case  in  point, 
Anna  Paquin  won  an  Oscar  for 
The  Piano,  but  in  all  honesty, 
she  single-handedly  ruined  the 
X-Men  franchise  as  well  as  True 
Blood.  Contrary  to  Paquin  there 
is  an  actress  like  Winslet  who  has 
never  won  an  Oscar  but  continue 
to  give  exemplary  perforanances.

The  Unborn

The  Unborn  is  a horror/ 
suspense  film  written  and 
directed  by  David  S.  Goyer  ( Blade 
and  Batman  Begins).  The  plot  is 
uniquely  different  from  the  other 
films  that  I have  seen  in  the  same 
genre. 

The  movie  starts  with  Casey 
Beldon  (Odette  Yustman)  in  a 
dream  where  she  sees  a small  boy 
with  bright  blue  eyes  and  a dog 
wearing  a mask.  The  next  day 
when  she’s  babysitting  for  her 
neighbors’  newborn  and  four-year- 
old  sons,  the  four-year-old  hits 
Casey  in  the  face  with  a mirror. 

Afterwards,  Casey's  eyes  begin 
to  change  color  and  she  discovers 
that  she  once  had  a twin  brother 
that  died  at  birth  and  why  her 
mother  left  her  when  Casey  was 
young. 

She  begins  to  get  haunted  by  a 
dybbuk,  which  is  a demonic  spirit 
that  cannot  leave  the  human 
world  and  enter  heaven  so  it  looks 
for  a person’s  body  to  inhabit.  The 
image  scenes  are  convincing  since 
they  are  terrifying  and  gruesome. 

The  demonic  spirit  is  the  soul 
of  her  dead  twin  brother  that 
wants  to  be  born  again.  The  spirit 
begins  to  hurt  anyone  that  she 
loves  and  gets  stronger  with  each 
possession.  Casey  meets  a woman 
named  Sophie  (Jane  Alexander),  a 
holocaust  survivor  who  happens  to 
be  her  grandmother. 

Sophie  tells  Casey  that  she  had 
a twin  brother  who  was  killed  in 
Auschwitz  when  they  were  children 
because  of  Nazi  experiments.  The 
child  came  back  to  life  by  a dybbuk 


that  used  his  body  as  a passage 
into  this  world.  Sophie  killed  her 
twin  brother  to  stop  the  dybbuk, 
but  it  resulted  in  haunting  her 
family  for  revenge. 

Sophie  advises  Casey  to 
remove  all  mirrors  from  her 
home,  break,  burn  and  bury 
them. 

She  also  gives  her  a wind 
chime  that  will  sound  when  an 
evil  spirit  is  near  and  tells  her 
to  visit  a Rabbi  Sendak  (Gary 
Oldman)  that  could  help  her 
more. 

Casey  needs  his  help  for 
a Jewish  exorcism  to  be 
performed.  The  exorcism  is 
performed  in  an  abandoned 
building  with  Rabbi  Sendak 
and  several  religious  persons 
including  Casey’s  boyfriend  Mark 
(Cam  Gigandet). 

The  dybbuk  tries  to  stop 
them  from  completing  the  ritual 
by  taking  over  the  persons' 
bodies.  It  is  defeated  but  enters 
the  body  of  Casey’s  boyfriend 
which  results  in  his  death. 
Despite  the  negative  reviews 
this  film  has  received,  The 
Unborn  did  well  on  its  gross 
revenue  having  $43.3  million 
worldwide. 

The  scenes  are  convincing 
since  they  are  terrifying  and 
gruesome  and  that’s  why  I greatly 
enjoyed  watching  this  movie  for 
the  entire  88  minutes. 

But  I believe  many  points  were 
missed  because  the  story  moved 
too  quickly,  leaving  the  viewer 
questioning  the  ending.

This 
means  those  “below  the  line” 
workers — key  grips,  caterers, 
extras — from  our  fair  state, 
means  extra  tax  breaks  for  film 
companies. 

Eligibility  for  the  tax  credit 
stales  that  $50,000  must  be  spent 
on  productions  with  a length  of 
29  minutes  or  less  and  $100,000 
for  over  30  minutes. 

And  in  this  economy  with  film 
production  companies  tightening 
their  money  belts,  this  rebate  rivals 
only  the  states  that  have  higher 
tax  rebates  (Michigan  offers  up 

to  42  percent,  

for  example) 
but  could  mean 
more  cameras 
on  Michigan 
Avenue,  along 
the  Chicago 
River  and  inside 
the  walls  of 
Joliet  Prison. 

Especially  

in  the  city  of 

Chicago,  there  once  was  a bright 
spotlight  on  our  state  in  the  world 
of  entertainment.  Dating  back 
to  Alfred  Hitchcock  filming  at 
Midway  Airport  in  1959  for  North 
By  Northwest,  through  the  1970s 
with  Paul  Newman  and  Robert 
Redford  in  The  Sting. 

The  1980s  were  the  heyday 
for  Chicago  on  the  main 
stage:  The  Blues  Brothers,  The 
Untouchables,  Ferris  Bueller  s 
Day  Off,  Risky  Business,  Sixteen 
Candles  and  National  Lampoon  s 
Vacation  to  name  a few  classics,  if 
not,  influential  works  of  cinema. 

This  rise  to  entertainment 
prominence  lead  to  The' Fugitive, 
Home  Alone,  A League  of  Their 
Own  and  Wayne's  World  shot 
within  our  borders.  Other  than 
those  few  shining  hits,  the  90s 
saw  a slump  in  filming.  Even 
the  Oscar-winning  musical 
Chicago  was  filmed  primarily  in 
Vancouver,  Canada  using  exterior 


here  but  taking  place  in  the  Windy 
City. 

That  awesome  fight  between 
Spider-Man  and  Doc  Ock  in 
Spider-Man  2?  It  may  have  been 
New  York  City  but  those  buildings 
whizzing  by  as  the  battle  takes 
place  on  top  an  elevated  train  was 
sweet  home  Chicago.  Clooney 
and  the  boys  (and  girl  in  Julia 
Roberts)  relumed  for  Ocean’s 
12,  Tom  Hanks  evoked  images 
of  classic  Chicago  in  Road  to 
Perdition. 

Additional  big  names  like 
Nicolas  Cage  in  The  Weather 
Man,  Will  Ferrell  in  Stranger 
Than  Fiction  and  Jennifer  Aniston 
in  Derailed  (Okay,  that  last  one 
is  crap,  but  it  was  filmed  closer 


In  fact,  watch  the  movie,  and 
I dare  you  to  spot  as  many  city 
locales  as  I have.  Chicago  WAS 
Gotham  City.  All  the  more  ironic 
was  filming  in  a city  known  for 
mob  influence  over  the  police 
when  the  script  called  for  just  that 
in  Gotham. 

As  The  Dark  Knight  was 
shooting  in  Chicago  in  the 
summer  of  2007,  Angelina  Jolie 
dropped  into  town  to  shoot  part 
of  Wanted,  including  a thrilling 
sequence  of  her.  with  shotgun 
blasting,  hanging  off  the  side  of 
a Dodge  Viper  as  it  races  through 
downtown  streets.  Heck,  the  mode 
of  transportation  for  the  group  of 
assassins  she  belongs  to  in  the 
film,  is  the  "L"  of  Chicago. 

In  2008,  director  Michael 
Mann  (Heat,  Ali)  brought  his 
crew  to  Chicago  to  film  Public 
Enemies,  which  brought  Christian 
Bale  back  to  the  city  as  FBI  agent 
Melvin  Purvis  as  he  takes  down 
the  gangsters  of  the  1920s  and

Mann  and  Depp  went  all 
about  the  area,  even  at  the 
aforementioned  Joliet  Prison.  1 
only  knew  for  sure  he  was  there 
when  Little  John's  in  downtown 
Lockport  had  a sign  outside 
saying  “Johnny  Depp  Eats  Free 
Here." 

Even  TV  shows  have  found  life 
here.  Gone  is  the  memory  of  Hill 
Street  Blues,  transplanted  with 
the  first  season  of  “Prison  Break" 
and  Patrick  Swayze’s  new  A&E 
scries  “The  Beast". 

So  you  see?  Blagojevich 
did  do  something  right:  he  has 
attracted  big  names  to  Illinois 
for  production  companies  to  hire 
local  actors  and  crews  to  take  part 
in  something  special.

The  Joliet  Junior  College 
women's  basketball  team  has 
been  on  a see-saw  type  ride  over 
the  past  two  months. 

The  Lady  Wolves  (11-9 
overall,  3-1  N4C  play) 
could  not  seem  to  get 
any  sort  of  a winning 
streak  going  and  would 
consistently 
then  lose  one. 

On  Jan.  13  JJC 
picked  up  their  first  N4C 
conference  win  of  the  season  with 
a 69-61  victory  over  the  College 
of  DuPage.  Tiana  Nobles  had 
17  points  and  Martha  Benjamin 
added  16  points  in  the  game.

Despite  the  loss  Benjamin  had  a 
standout  game  with  22  points  and 
1 5 rebounds. 


Starting  on  Jan.  24  however,  the 
team  has  been  able  to  string  off 
three  wins  in  a row  now.  The  first 
win  began  with  a 95-68  thrashing 
over  Wilbur  Wright  College  on 
the  road  and  the  second  win  was 
against  Triton  College  76-52  on 
Jan.  27. 

On  Jan.  29,  a pesky  Robert 
Morris  College  Junior  Varsity 
team  came  into  Wills  gym  and 


gave  the  Lady  Wolves  a tougher 
game  than  their  previous  two. 
However,  JJC  was  able  to  outlast 
the  Lady  Eagles  and  won  the 
game  71-58. 

The  team  was  led  by  two 
freshmen  stars  Nobles  from  Joliet 
Central  High  School 
who  had  17  points  and 
Christine  Wallen  from 
Bishop  McNamara 
High  School  added  15 
points. 

The  win  was  a team 
effort  all  around  and 
all  nine  players  on  the 
Lady  Wolves  roster  scored  in  the 
game. 

After  two  straight  road  games 
the  Lady  Wolves  will  come  back 
home  for  a non  conference  game 
against  Kankakee  Community 
College  on  Feb.  5.

Wolves  prepare  for  stretch  run 


The  Wolves  are  well  past  the 
mid-way  mark  in  the  season  and 
only  have  eight  regular  season 
games  left  before  the  Region  IV 
tournament. 

For  the  Joliet  Junior  Col- 
lege Men’s  basketball  team  the 
remainder  of  the  season  will  be 
a time  to  gather  team  unity  and 
prepare  for  a long  post  season  run 
and  most  importantly,  to  wrap  up 
another  N4C  conference  champi- 
onship. 

Since  starting  the  season  at 
7-3,  the  Wolves  have  steadily 
improved  to  18-4  and  3-1  in  the 
N4C. 

Beginning  on  Dec.  20.  the 
Wolves  rattled  off  a 10-game 
winning  streak  that  included  two 
wins  over  conference  opponents. 

During  the  stretch.  JJC’s  of- 
fense was  very  impressive  and 
seemed  to  put  up  big  numbers  ev- 
ery game.  The  Wolves  averaged 
85  points  per  game,  and  even  had 
four  games  in  which  they  scored 
over  100  points  during  the  10 
games. 

One  game  that  especially 
stood  out  for  the  Wolves  was  the 
Jan.  10  victory  over  the  College 
of  Lake  County,  a game  in  which 
head  coach  Joe  Kuhn  won  his 
250*  game  as  the  coach  of  JJC. 
The  team  won  the  game  by  a 
convincing  margin,  109-62,  and 
the  players  seemed  determined  to 
win  it  for  their  coach. 

Eight  players  scored  in  double 
digits  including  sophomore  Bran- 
don Williams  who  had  17  points 
and  9 rebounds. 

“When  you  place  eight  guys 
in  double  figures,  that’s  a definite 
plus.  You  can’t  ask  any  better  than 
that,”  said  Kuhn. 

Despite  the  obvious  momen- 
tum the  team  was  carrying,  the 
streak  all  came  to  an  end  on  Jan. 
27.  Coming  into  the  conference 
matchup  against  Triton  College 
the  Wolves  were  ranked  #5  in 
Div.  Ill,  and  Triton  was  ranked  #7 
in  Div.  II  according  to  the  NJCAA 
polls. 

The  game  was  highly  an- 


ticipated and 
was  evenly 
matched 
throughout 
the  contest. 
Triton  held 
a slim  half- 
time lead  of 
34-29.  The 
turning  point 
in  the  game 
was  around 
the  eight  min- 
ute mark  with 
Tritonholding 
a four  point 
lead,  when 
JJC  freshman 
Brandon  Red- 
mond com- 
mitted a tech- 
nical foul. 

The  Tri- 
ton guard 
sunk  both 
free  throws 
and  conse- 
quently sunk 
an  immediate 
three  pointer. 
The  game  had 
gone  from 
a four  point 
deficit  to  a 
nine  point 
deficit  in  a 
matter  of  sec- 
onds and  the 
Wolves  could 
never  catch 
back  up. 

The  game 
ended  in  a 65- 
56  conference 
loss  and  the 
team’s  first 
loss  in  over  a 
month.

Amy  Sims,  coordinator 
of  Student  Activities  and 
Holistic  Wellness  at  JJC, 
organized  and  hosted  the 
Sexual  Responsibility  Week 
along  with  sponsors,  the  Will 
County  Health  Department 
and  Sexual  Assault  Services. 

There  were  various 
presentations  and  events  for 
each  day  of  the  week  that 
occurred  on  the  bridge  at  JJC, 
including  the  bed  which  was 
donated  by  the  JJC  theatre 
department  that  could  be 
signed  all  week  long.  The 
significance  of  signing  the 
bed  was  to  get  the  students 
at  JJC  thinking  about  how 
many  sexual  partners  they  are 
exposed  to  when  they  have 
sex  with  one  person  that  has 


had  multiple  partners. 

The  week  kicked  off  with 
a health  professional  from  the 
Will  County  Health  Department 
speaking  to  JJC  students  about 
STIs  (Sexually  Transmitted 
Infections)  and  protection 
against  them. 

Sims  said  that  she  felt  students 
knew  the  least  about  STIs/ 
STDs  and  sexual  protection  in 
regards  to  sexual  education  and 
responsibility.  She  was  pleased 
with  the  turnout  of  students. 

On  Feb.  3,  there  was  an 
informational  presentation  on 
HIV/AIDS  given  by  Sherri 
Morrow,  a campus  counselor. 

JJC  hosted  the  Sexual 
Assault  Services  group  from  the 
Guardian  Angel  Home  on  Feb. 
4.  They  presented  and  educated 
students  on  sexual  assault  and 
awareness,  specifically  drug- 
facilitated  sexual  assault.

Essence  of  Africa 

JJC  professor  Dr.  Edward  Senu-Oku 
gives  overview  on  a nation's  history 


As  a part  of  the  events 
of  Black  History  Month, 
on  Feb.  19  from  11-12  p.m. 
on  the  canler  bridge,  Joliet 
Junior  College  professor 
Dr.  Edw; 
a presentation  of  the  histc 
of  Africa.  With  a successl 
turnout  for  the  event,  Senu- 
Oke  covered  topics 
African  history  spanning 
from  the  first  civilizatioi 
in  Pangaea,  all  the  way  to 
present  day  with  the  arising 
of  the  blood  diamond 
conflict  in  areas  like  Angola, 


Liberia  and  Zimbabwe. 

In  his  discussion  of  early 
African  » civilizations.  Senu- 
Oke  brought  emphasis  of  the 
importance  of  water. 

“The  belief  of  early  Africans 
was  that  of  whoever  controls  the 
water,  must  be  God.  Water  was 
considered  to  be  the  harbinger  of 
life -if  you  destroyed  the  source 
water,  y<TO  were  defacing  the 
Gad.”  said  Senu-

River  a&J^ell  as  the  Nile  River,

Although  the  investigation  is  still 
underway,  if  found  guilty  of  the 
charges,  Brown  faces  jail  time. 

Rihanna,  birth  name  Robyn 
Rihanna  Fenty,  as  well  as  Brown 
were  scheduled  to  perform  at  the 
51°GrammyAwards,butdeclined 
to  appear  after  the  previous  day’s 
event.  Recently,  a photo  that  has 
been  reported  to  have  been  taken 
at  the  scene  has  been  circulating 
the  media  waves.  The  photo, 
that  has  been  attributed  to  be 
the  hip-hop  princess  herself. 


first  appeared  on  TMZ  before 
making  a wildfire  manifestation 
on  every  gossip  publication.  The 
Los  Angeles  Police  Department 
has  no  knowledge  on  how  the 
photo  was  leaked,  but  a full 
investigation  is  underway. 
Rihanna’s  father,  Ronald  Fenty,

which  is  regarded  as  the  longest 
river  in  the  world. 

Senu-Oke  also  explored  the 
progression  of  religion  in  Africa, 
beginning  with  the  early  influence 
of  the  Europeans  and  Christianity. 
From  there,  he  examined  the 
practice  of  polytheism,  the 
worshiping  of  several  gods, 
and  the  devotion  to  early  idols. 
Raised  in  Badagari,  Nigeria, 
Senu-Oke  notes  that  this  is  where 
church  missionaries  first  reached 
out  to  African  communities.  He 
arrived  in  the  U.S.  in  1971,  when 
the  country  was  in  the  core  of  the 
Vietnam  War. 

Senu-Oke  notes  his  inspirations 
to  be  his  family  - his  father  fought 
for  Nigeria's  independence,  his 
mother  taught  him  to  never  be 
afraid.  Senu-Oke  also  attended 
missionary  school  for  several 
years  and  notes  the  Anglican 
Church  to  be  a large  influence  in 
his  life. 


With  the  election  of  44"’ 
president  Barack  Obama, 
Senu-Oke  notes  that  this  is 
the  most  significant  period 
in  the  history  of  Africa.  He 
continued  to  stress  that  this 
accomplishment  is  another 
instance  of  our  advancement 
as  a society. 

“Over  time,  our  history  will 
define  us  as  a people  who  has 
improved  and  improved  over 
time,"  said  Senu-Oke. 

Senu-Oke’s  overall  message 
of  the  presentation  was  the  idea 
of  cross-cultural  connections, 
stressing  the  need  to  begin  to 
embrace  people  from  other 
parts  of  the  world.  He  believes 
that  making  these  connections 
will  bring  the  world  together  on 
a global  scale.  He  also  noted 
that  much  like  the  Preamble  of 
our  nation’s  constitution,  the 
nation  must  continue  to  mirror 
the  ideas  of  equality  in  our 
everyday  lives. 

“What  really  will  bring 
equality  is  the  willingness  to 
share  each  other’s  pains  and  each 
other’s  problems,”  said  Senu- 
Oke. 

Following  Senu-Oke’s  lecture, 
the  two  winners  of  the  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  essay  contest,  in 
which  students  were  asked  to  tell 
how  MLK’s  bravery  has  affected 
their  life,  read  their  essays. 

The  first  place  winner  was 
Shanda  Watts,  18.  Hesitant  to 
apply,  and  surprised  by  her 
success.  Watts  won  S 1 50  for  her 
efforts. 

“1  wanted  to  try  something 
new,"  Watts  said. 

The  second  place  winner 
was  Anthony  Isaiah  Morgan,  a 
dedicated  student  who  volunteers 
for  Project  Achieve,  collected 
$75. 

“The  fact  that  1 live  in  a 
multicultural  world,”  Morgan 
said,  when  asked  what  MLK's 
work  has  done  for  him.

Dr.  Falahi-Kharaghani 
and  Dr.  Senu-Oke,  speaking  and 
educating  students  on  the  impor- 
tance of  making  informed  and  re- 
sponsible (sexual)  decisions. 

According  to  a recent  article 
on  WebMd.com,  Harvey  Fein- 
berg,  MD,  President  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Medicine,  stated  to  law- 
makers in  Washington  and  to  the 
Government  Reform  Committee 
that  abstinence-only  programs 
have  failed  to  show  evidence  of 
delaying  kids’  foray  into  sex  or  in 
staving  off  teen  pregnancies  for 
those  who  do  have  sex. 

Feinberg  pointed  to  a study  of 
sexual  education  programs  con- 
ducted by  the  Cochrane  Collabo- 
ration. Out  of  13  studies  testing 
abstinence-only  programs,  none 
showed  “an  enduring  effect”  on 


teens'  sexual  behavior. 

The  article  goes  on  to  say 
that  23  of  39  studies  of  programs 
combining  abstinence  advice 
with  education  about  condoms 
and  other  contraception  found  "at 
least  some"  effect  on  adolescents' 
(sexual)  behavior,  to  which  Fein- 
berg responded,  "That  doesn’t 
mean  that  they  worked  very,  very 
well.” 

Additionally,  Sims  recom- 
mended an  informational  web- 
site, smartcrsex.org,  where  young 
adults  with  questions  can  find 
tidbits  of  sexual  health  informa- 
tion and  answers.  This  website 
is  managed  by  the  Bacchus  Net- 
work, a non-profit  organization 
that  focuses  on  promoting  health 
and  safety  information  to  the 
communities.  Smartersex.org 
has  everything  from  polls  and 


questionnaires,  to  information  on 
STDs  and  sexual  myths. 

One  myth  that  was  found  on 
smartersex.org  was  that  condoms 
can  protect  you  from  all  STIs, 
this  is  a myth!  While  condoms 
are  very  helpful,  effective,  and 
will  protect  against  STI’s  that 
are  transmitted  via  bodily  fluid, 
they  will  not  protect  against  those 
transmitted  via  skin  contact  such 
as  the  Human  Papillomavirus. 

Sims  felt  this  event  was  im- 
portant young  adults  are  not  being 
educated  in  sexual  responsibility. 
“Young  men  and  women  appear 
to  be  more  interested  in  the  in- 
stant gratification  of  sex  rather 
than  the  emotional  relationship. 
It  is  our  responsibility  to  provide 
them  with  the  education  to  make 
responsible  and  healthy  deci- 
sions," said  Sims.

Except  instead  of  performing  on 
a dog,  they  were  fixing  ripped 
seams  in  stuffed  animals  and 
teddy-bears. 

“The  teddy-bear  ER  was 
actually  a new  event  for  this  year," 
says  Jan  Walters,  coordinator  of 
the  event.  "It  was  a student's  idea 
that  has  turned  out  very  well!” 

The  exotic  animals’  room  was 
also  popular  stop  for  people.  The 
room  included  reptile  skeletons 
and  x-rays  with  books  of  the 
reptile’s  anatomy  system  set 
in  front.  There  were  also  live 


animals  such  as  rats,  a cockatoo, 
a bearded  dragon,  geckos,  and 
Ozzie  the  8-year-old  ball  python. 

The  laboratory  had  many 
displays  with  pictures  and 
tools  including  those  on  horse- 
hoof  anatomy,  cow-birthing, 
cow-castration,  dehorning,  de- 
worming,  vaccinations,  and 
tagging.  They  also  had  eight 
microscopes  set  out  with  slides 
displaying  a louse,  a tick,  a close 
up  on  a tick  piiicher,  parasitic 
eggs,  tape  worms,  heart  worms, 
whip  worm  and  whale  blood. 

The  open-house  also  included 
animal  adoptions  with  10  cats 
and  1 1 dogs  (all  of  the  dogs  had 
already  been  adopted). 

The  students  and  faculty  seem 
enthusiastic  about  what  they 
do  and  are  more  than  willing  to 
answer  any  questions  that  you 
might  have.  If  you’re  an  animal 
lover  who  loves  to  learn  new 
things,  this  is  just  the  event  to 
go  to,  and  if  you  missed  out  this 
year,  it’s  highly  advised  that  you 
make  it  next  year!

Shortly  thereafter  he  joined 
a writers  group  called  US1  that 
met  in  the  Princeton  Area.  While 
attending  US  1 , Wiler  began  to  de- 
velop his  poetic  voice. 

Wiler’s  first  published  poem 
was  in  a magazine  put  out  by  the 
writers  group;  a three-part  piece 
about  his  mother  and  death. 

“It  got  published  because  all 
of  us  had  a lock  on  getting  in,"

Wiler’s  reading  was  a success 
with  students. 

"He’s  just  really  raw,"  said 
Venus  Wisinski,  a second  year 
student.  "1  really  enjoyed  that  he 
was  the  epitome  of  an  average 
Joe." 

Wiler  continues  to  write,  be- 
coming more  productive  as  he 
grows  older,  and  has  finished 
his  next  book  of  poetry,  yet  to  be 


published. 


Health  and  Fitness 


In  the  last  issue  I proposed 
that  a diet  and  a good  warm  up  arc 
vital  in  working  out.  That’s  not 
to  overlook  the  fact  that  a solid 
workout  program  is  also  a neces- 
sity if  one  expects  to  lose  fat  or 
gain  muscle. 

You  must  be  able  to  come  into 
the  gym  ready  to  push  yourself  to 
really  see  results.  If  one  expects 
to  come  in  on  a treadmill  for  10 
minutes  and  call  it  a day,  they  will 
not  see  the  desired  results. 

Working  out  should  be  a 
fixture  in  all  our  daily  lives  and 
it  should  revolve  around  push- 
ing ourselves  to  see  the  results 
wc  wish  to  obtain.  There  are  two 
different  main  types  of  workout 
programs  to  use  when  gamer- 
ing in  the  weight  room:  Strength 
and  hypertrophy  training. 


Strength  training  works  different 
muscle  fibers  than  a hypertrophy 

program  does.  The  strength  pro- 
gram, in  which  I am  going  to  in- 
corporate, is  using  the  muscle  fi- 
bers that  won’t  necessarily  make 
your  muscle  ‘stretch’  or  grow  as 
much  as  a hypertrophy  program 
will. 

Strength  incorporates  your 
basic  compound  movements  (1- 
6 reps)  in  which  you  won’t  pass 
your  6th  rep.  Strength  is  vital  if 
one  wishes  to  continue  to  break 
down  tissue  in  the  future  in  a hy- 
pertrophy program. 

For  example,  if  one  is  sub- 
jected to  a strength  program  he 
or  she  is  issuing  a rep  range  of 
1-6  for  bench  press.  It’s  highly 
recommended  that  people  do  a 
cycle  variation  of  a program.  For 
instance  a 6-week  strength  and 
6-week  hypertrophy  cycle  can 
work  wonders  as  you  are  hitting 
both  ranges  of  your  muscle  fiber. 

Hypertrophy,  in  simplest 
terms,  means  muscle  growth. 
You’re  hoping  to  stimulate  a mus- 
cle growth  in  rep  range  of  8- 12.  In 
order  to  really  tear  your  microfi- 
bers up  and  to  rebuild  bigger  tis- 
sue, you  should  look  at  the  higher 
rep  ranges  (this  does  not  mean  to 
overlook  strength). 


people  looking  to 
grow  bigger  arms  or  have  a 
bigger  chest,  they  should  look 
at  a range  of  8-12  reps  per  set. 
Sets  incorporated  should  al- 
ways be  around  3-4(for  both 
strength  and  hypertrophy)  per 
exercise.  The  total  amount 
of  sets  for  the  whole  workout 
should  be  somewhere  between 
14-17. 

You  don't  want  to  over 
train  and  destroy  your  CNS 
system  (central  nervous  sys- 
tem), instead  of  making  gains 
you  lose  yours  and  your  whole 
body  works  to  catch  up  to  the 
damage  created  during  an  over- 
training period. 

That  is  another  thing  many 
people  do  wrong,  too  many  sets. 
It’s  important  to  rest,  eat  right 
and  work  hard  to  produce.  Fol- 
lowing a set  of  guidelines  in  or- 
der to  workout  goes  a long  way 
than  just  going  to  the  gym  and 
doing  arms  three  times  a week. 

You  must  work  to  know 
your  body,  and  work  it  hard.  In 
the  next  issue  I’ll  go  into  depth 
on  different  exercises  which 
bode  best  for  each  body  part. 
You’d  be  surprised  by  how 
many  bodybuilders  find  ‘flat’ 
bench  an  unimportant  exercise, 
among  others!

Comic  celebrity  Joan  Rivers  pens  new  murder- 
mystery  about  the  Oscars  gone  awry 


Joan  Rivers  is  famous  as  a 
comedian,  jewelry-maker, 
creator  of  cosmetics, 
actress  and  is  also  well  known 
for  writing  non-fiction  books 
like  Men  are  Stupid...  and  they 
Like  Big  Boobs  (a  book  on  plastic 
surgery),  Don 't  Count  the  Candles:

Back:  I've  Survived  Everything... 
and  I Mean  Everything...  and  You 
Can  Too  - and  too  many  others  to 
count.

The  Uninvited,  directed 
by  The  Guard  Brothers 
(Charles  and  Thomas)  is 
a remake  of  Jee  Woon’s 
2003  Korean  horror  film 
Changhwa,  Hongryon  ( A 
Tale  of  Two  Sisters). 

Anna  (Emily  Browning)  is 
at  a party  one  night  when 
passing  through  woods, 
she  comes  across  several 
garbage  bags  and  in  one; 
the  corpse  of  a little  red- 
headed girl  falls  out  and 
speaks  to  her. 

This  is  a dream  that 
Anna  keeps  having  that 
does  not  cease.  She  has 
been  in  a psychiatric 
institution  since  the  death 
of  her  mother  ten  months 
earlier. 

Anna’s  father,  Stephen 
(David  Strathairn), 

takes  her  home  from 
the  institution.  She  is 
delighted  to  see  her  sister 
Alex  (Arielle  Kebbel). 
Anna  discovers  that  Rachel 
(Elizabeth  Banks),  her 
mother’s  nursemaid,  is 
now  her  father’s  fiancee. 
Rachel  wants  to  erase  many 
memories  in  the  house  left 
by  Anna  and  Alex’s  mother 


(redecorating  the  house, 
for  example). 

But  Anna  feels  deceived 
and  finds  solace  from  her 
older  sister,  who  also  feels 
the  same  way.  They  both 
reconnect  in  their  dislike 
for  dad’s  new  girlfriend 
since  they  feel  threatened 
by  Rachel’s  behavior  and 
abandoned  by  their  own 
father. 

An  interesting  plot  is 
carried  in  the  film  with 
the  cooperation  of  the 
established  and  upcoming 
actors  that  absorbs  the 
viewer  and  leaves  you 
guessing  throughout  the 
movie. 

Having  to  witness 
the  accidental  death 
of  a diseased  mother 
and  being  saved  from  a 
consequential  suicide 
attempt,  the  way  to 
recovery  will  be  difficult 
and  require  considerable 
time. 

The  unexpected  plot 
twist  of  The  Uninvited  is 
what  makes  the  movie  an 
impressive  thrill  because 
it’s  something  that  many 
did  not  see  it  coming.

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Friday  the  13th  remake 
revisits  horror  cliches 
since  original 


Prior  to  the  press 
screening  of  the  remake 
of  Friday  the  13th , I 
asked  Chicago  Film  Critics 
Association  president  Dann  Gire 
if  it  would  be  shown  to  critics  in 
advance  of  its  release  date. 

“They  didn’t  screen  the 
original  in  1980,”  he  replied.  “I 
had  to  go  to  a I p.m.  matinee  on 
opening  day  with  a 3:30  p.m. 
deadline.  I gave  it  one-and-a-half 
stars  not  knowing  it  would  be  the 
single  most  influential  film  of  the 
1980s.  Let’s  face  it,  it  is.” 

And  so  it  goes  with  the  latest 
entry  into  the  fad  of  horror 
remakes.  The  shrieking,  sudden 
music  causing  you  to  jump!  The 
promiscuous  young  folk  are 
slaughtered  at  will!  Phrases  like 
“What  are  you  afraid  of?”  and 
“We  need  to  follow  him"  and 
“There’s  something  out  there” 
repeated  throughout! 

Opening  with  a reintroduction 
of  the  original’s  ending  (no 
spoilers  for  those  accustomed 
to  them)  a frisky  group  of 
aspiring  weed-dealing  campers 
are  looking  for  some  alleged 
marijuana  plants  growing  near  an 
abandoned  campground:  Camp 
Crystal  Lake. 

The  once-drowned  young  boy 
named  Jason  Vorhees  has  now 
grown  up  to  terrorize  anyone  who 
comes  near  him,  including  these 
foolish  youths,  wearing  what 
appears  to  be  the  leftover  scraps 
from  Liam  Neeson’s  wardrobe  in 
Darkman. 

A short  time  following  that 
incident  and  the  subsequent 
missing  person’s  reports,  a 
brother  of  one  of  those  victims. 
Clay  (Jared  Padalecki)  goes 
looking  for  his  sibling  in  the 
surrounding  neighborhoods. 
Coming  through  those  rural 
roads  as  well  are  (gasp!) 
another  group  of  randy 
teenagers,  heading  for 
booze  and  bongs  at  a 
secluded  cottage  next  to 
that  particular  lake  the 
campground  is  named 
after. 

After  repeated  people 
go  missing  in  the  are 
wouldn’t  you  choose  another 
relaxing  getaway  spot? 

That  aside,  these  youngsters 
get  high  and  drunk,  save 
for  the  innocent  and 
virginal  Jenna  (Danielle 
Panabaker).  She  gives 
sympathy  to  and 
aid  for  Clay  and  his 
search  for  his  sister 
despite  her  cocky  jock 
boyfriend  Trent  (Travis 
Van  Winkle),  who  is  as 
overprotective  as  he  is  faithful. 

Eventually,  Jason  is  disturbed, 
wreaking  havoc,  blood  and 
mayhem  with  his  trusty  machete 
and  a bow-and-arrow  (?!?)  onto 
those  bothersome,  meddling 
kids. 


As  with  the  recent  rash  of  horror 
remakes,  they  suffer  from  either 
one  of  two  things:  Use  the  cliches 
that  have  populated  the  genre 
since  the  original's  release  {The 
Texas  Chainsaw  Massapre , The 
Hills  Have  Eyes)  or  hold  so  step- 
by-step  strictly  to  the  original’s 
plot  that,  essentially,. nothing  new 
is  created  ( Halloween . Psycho). 
The  new  Friday  the  I3lh  has  the 
distinct  displeasure  of  having 
both. 

First,  the  filmmakers  chose  to 
use  several  plot  points  from  the 
entire  Jason  series.  You’ve  got  the 
last  five  minutes  of  the  original, 
a large  portion  of  the  second  and 
certain  kills  and  set  pieces  of  the 
downhill-as-they-keep-coming 
sequels. 

Second,  the  film  loaded  with 
the  aforementioned  classic 
critical  horror  cues  that  the 
original  helped  create  (along  with 
a few  others,  like  A Nightmare 
on  Elm  Street  and  the  original 
Halloween).  Even  one  character/ 
victim  proudly  proclaims,  “Let’s 
be  one,  big  happy  cliche!” 

When  a horror  flick  shows  its 
cards  in  its  blood-soaked  hands, 
you  know  a film  isn’t  going  to  be 
good

Lady  Wolves  clinch  N4C  title 
with  win  over  Rock  Valley 


The  Lady  Wolves  basketball 
team  has  played  very  well  in  the 
past  few  weeks.  On  Saturday  Feb. 
21,  JJC  (17-13,  8-2)  sealed  up  the 
N4C  Conference  championship 
with  a 78-66  win  over  Rock  Val- 
ley College. 

As  the  theme  has  been 
throughout  the  season,  the  Lady 
Wolves  relied  on  a complete  team 
effort  to  grab  the  win.  All  nine 
players  scored  in  the  first  half 
to  take  a convincing  41-25  lead 
heading  into  halftime.  Martha 
Benjamin  and  Tiana  Nobles  were 
the  top  scorers  in  the  first  half 
with  eight  points  apiece. 

Rock  Valley  did  not  fold  easi- 
ly however,  and  started  with  a 1 7- 
8 run  to  begin  the  second  half.  JJC 
did  not  give  up  either  and  would 
stay  ahead  with  the  help  of  sopho- 
more Terri  Wamsley  who  finished 
the  game  with  15  points  and  11 
rebounds.  The  Lady  Wolves  went 
9-12  from  the  free  throw  line  in 
the  second  half  which  also  helped 
to  seal  the  victory. 


Five  of  the  Lady  Wolves 
finished  in  double  digits  scoring 
with  Benjamin  and  Christine  Wal- 
len scoring  10  apiece,  and  Nobles 
added  1 1 . Freshman  Megan  Kohrt 
was  determined  around  the  basket 
and  added  14  points. 

“Martha  Benjamin  has  really 
picked  up  her  production  in  scor- 
ing and  Tiana  Nobles  is  starting 
to  return  to  the  production  she 
gave  us  early  on  in  the  season  on 
the  offensive  end,"  said  first  year 
head  coach  Shaun  Sanderson. 

The  game  against  Rock  Val- 
ley was  sophomore  night,  and  also 
the  last  home  game  of  the  season 
for  the  team.  Before  the  game,  all 
the  sophomores  were  introduced 
and  recognized  for  the  efforts  on 
and  off  the  basketball  court. 

Next  up  for  the  Lady  Wolves 
is  the  Region  IV  tournament  at 
the  College  of  DuPage.  JJC  will 
begin  the  tournament  on  Thurs- 
day Feb.  26  and  will  play  again 
two  days  later  for  the  regional 
championship  if  they  win.

Joliet  Junior  College  Head 
Baseball  Coach  Wayne  King  re- 
ceived one  of  his  profession’s  high- 
est honors  this  week  when  he  was 
named  to  the  National  Junior  Col- 
lege Athletic  Association  (NJCAA) 
Baseball  Hall  of  Fame. 

King  will  be  inducted  with 
three  other  colleagues  from  across 
the  country  at  the  2009  NJCAA  Di- 
vision I World  Series  Banquet  on 
Muy  22  in  Grand  Junction,  Colo. 

During  his  22  year  tenure  at  JJC, 
King  has  established  one  of  the  most 
successful  Division  III  baseball  pro- 
grams in  the  NJCAA.  Under  King, 


JJC  has  won  12  Region  4 titles 
and  two  national  championships, 
including  the  2008  World  Series 
title. 

King’s  762  collegiate  career 
wins  are  the  most  in  school  his- 
tory at  JJC.  The  2008  JJC  base- 
ball team  broke  the  school  record 
for  wins,  finishing  with  a 49- 1 1 
overall  record,  while  four  play- 
ers from  that  team  were  also  se- 
lected in  the  Major  League  Base- 
ball (MLB)  Amateur  Draft. 

2009  marks  King’s  23nJ  year 
at  the  helm  of  the  baseball  pro- 
gram at  JJC.  During  that  time, 
90  percent  of  his  student  athletes 
have  transferred  to  four-year 
schools. 

In  other  career  achieve- 
ments, King  has  been  named  an 
NJCAA  and  American  Baseball 
Coaches  Association  (ABCA) 
Division  111  Coach  of  the  Year 
twice,  NJCAA  District  Coach  of 
the  Year  eight  times,  and  Region 
4 Coach  of  the  Year  1 1 times. 

In  addition  to  numerous  oth- 
er achievements,  the  Pitch  and 
Hit  Club  of  Chicago  named  King 
Junior  College  Coach  of  the  Year 
three  times.

Wolves  prepare  for  Region  IV  tournament 


In  2008  JJC  finished  as  the 
national  runners-up  to  a school 
from  Texas.  Heading  into  the  sea- 
son head  coach  Joe  Kuhn  and  his 
players  were  looking  to  improve 
on  that  mark  and  win  the  champi- 
onship this  season. 

The  Wolves  are  well  on  their 
way  to  another  national  tourna- 
ment appearance,  and  currently 
stand  at  24-6  overall  and  8-2 
in  conference  play.  JJC  is  also 
ranked  No.  4 in  the  nation  accord- 
ing to  the  National  Junior  College 
Athletic  Association  polls. 

Regular  season  play  ended 
on  a happy  note  for  the  Wolves 
with  a dominating  91-68  win  over 
Rock  Valley  College.  Sophomore 
Neal  Hudson  was  impressive 
from  three  point  range  and  fin- 
ished the  game  with  20  points  and 
6 rebounds.  Brandon  Redmond 
had  a similar  game  and  scored  19 
points  with  6 rebounds. 

Sophomore  Lamar  Williams 
has  been  somewhat  of  a role 
player  throughout  the  season  for 
JJC.  He  generally  does  the  small 
things  that  help  the  Wolves  win 


ball  games,  but  his  effort  usually 
doesn’t  show  largely  on  score 
sheets.  His  small,  but  essential 
efforts  continued  in  the  game 
against  Rock  Valley  and  finished 
with  7 points,  6 assists,  and  5 re- 
bounds. 

“Lamar  was  outstanding.  He 
distributed  the  ball,  scored  and 
made  positive  things  happen," 
said  Head  Coach  Joe  Kuhn. 

The  win  also  snapped  a short 
two  game  losing  streak.  During 
the  streak  JJC  lost  to  Triton  Col- 
lege and  South  Suburban  College 
by  a combined  17  points.  Both 
opponents  are  ranked  in  the  top 
ten  among  Division  II  Junior  Col- 
lege teams.’it  is  difficult  playing 
teams  the  caliber  of  Triton  and 
South  Suburban  in  back-to-back 
games  on  the  road,”  said  Kuhn 
after  the  second  loss. 

JJC  will  begin  the  Region  IV 
tournament  on  Wednesday  Feb. 
25  at  5 p.m.  against  either  Truman 
College  or  Harper  College.  If  the 
Wolves  win,  they  will  move  onto 
the  championship  game  on  Satur- 
day Feb.  28  at  7 p.m.  The  tourna- 
ment will  be  held  in  Glen  Ellyn 
on  the  campus  of  the  College  of 
DuPage.

Question:  How  many  of  you 
believe  equality  should  be  a 
factor  of  life?  With  all  hands 
raised  in  the  room,  this  is  how 
Dr.  Roya  Falahi-Kharaghani 
introduced  the  idea  of  feminism 
in  her  presentation  of  Eco- 
Feminism  on  March  5. 

Falahi-Kharaghani,  a social 
and  behavioral  sciences 
instructor  at  JJC,  explored 
Eco-Feminism  as  a part  of  the 
Brown  Bag  presentation  series 
on  campus. 

She  decided  to  bring  this 


topic  to  the  attention  of  the 
college  community  because 
she  “thought  it  would  be  timely 
because  there  are  a number  of 
misconceptions  surrounding 
feminism  as  a whole,"  said 
Falahi-Kharaghani. 

Feminism  is  defined  as  an 
ideology  that  all  people  should 
have  equal  values  and  equal 
rights.  Additionally,  feminism 
views  patriarchy  as  a system 
of  male  domination,  although 
feminism  itself  has  fallen  to 
the  stereotypes  of  unattractive 
women  who  “bum  their  bras," 
said  Falahi-Kharaghani,  when 


in  all  actuality,  it  is  not  one 
approach. 

Subsidiaries  of  feminism 
include  liberal  feminism,  radical 
feminism,  as  well  as  multicultural 
feminism  which  subscribes 
that  class,  gender,  and  racial 
discrimination  are  contributors 
to  male  domination. 

£co-feminism.  a new  social 
movement  theory,  accredits  the 
root  cause  of  environmental 
problems  to  patriarchy.

In  Repair 

A young  woman’s  recovery  story  from 
an  eating  disorder 


Being  in  recovery  for  an 
eating  disorder  is  never  an 
easy  task,  especially  when  you 
decide  to  share  your  story  with 
a roomful  of  strangers.  This  is 
exactly  what  a young  woman 
named  “JJ”  did. 

On  Mar.  3,  from  12-1  p.m.  in 
J-0006,  JJ  recounted  her  story  of 
recovery,  from  the  early  causes 
in  her  life  all  the  way  to  finding 
the  strength  to  get  better  in  her 
adulthood. 

Amy  Sims,  the  holistic 
wellness  coordinator  on  campus, 
contacted  Linden  Oaks  two 
years  ago  about  introducing  a 
program  to  Joliet  Junior  College 
to  help  students  with  eating 
disorders.  This  issue  had  come 
to  her  attention  and  she  wanted 
to  make  a difference. 

“1  network  with  a number 
of  community  agencies  and 
hospitals  to  provide  the  most 
current  wellness  information  for 
students,”  said  Sims. 

JJ’s  story  of  recovery  was  a 
part  of  this  effort 

JJ,  who  was  bom  in  South 
Carolina,  grew  up  with  a 
religious  upbringing,  something 
that  she  attributes  to  still  be  an 
influence  in  her  life.  Another 
residual  of  JJ’s  childhood 
was  when  she  was  given  the 
nickname  “Skinny  Jinny.” 

This  is  a nickname  that 
followed  her  until  her  college 
years  when  she  decided  to 
make  a lifestyle  change  to  begin 
exercising  and  start  a healthy 
lifestyle. 

Although  JJ  notes  that  being 


healthy  was  her  original  intent, 
“it  became  an  obsession  and  it 
consumed  me.  It  became  my 
identity,”  she  said. 

From  there,  JJ  began  a 
rigorous  routine  of  exercising 
heavily  and  eating  sparingly. 
At  first,  friends  were  very 
receptive  to  JJ’s  reaffirmed 
attitude,  now  calling  her 
“Healthy  JJ,"  leaving  “Skinny 
Jinny"  to  be  a whisper  of  the 
past.  This  new  persona  was 
unsettling  for  JJ.  leaving  her 
unsure  of  whom  she  really 
was. 

This  new  identity  fueled 
JJ’s  focus  for  weight  loss  even 
more,  to  a point  where  she 
would  avoid  social  interactions 
and  even  began  to  refuse 
eating  store  bought  foods. 

“I  thought  the  American 
food  industry  was  out  to  get 
me;  a bag,  a box,  a carton," 
said  JJ. 

All  of  which  JJ  believed 
was  full  of  preservatives  and 
toxins  for  her  body.  In  order  to 
control  her  intake,  she  began 
making  her  own  organic  food, 
typically  only  eating  foods  that 
she  knew  were  fresh  picked. 

“I  was  controlled  by  fear  of 
food  — the  more  1 started  to  see 
results,  the  more  unsatisfied  I 
became,”  said  JJ. 

The  turning  point  in  JJ’s 
story  is  when  she  and  her  family 
took  a trip  to  South  Africa 
in  2006,  where  her  disease 
became  severe.  Her  fear  of  not 
being  able  to  control  what  she 
ate  in  another  country  caused 
JJ  to  bring  along  a suitcase  full

Parking  plans  presented  at  board's  special  meeting 


Parking  options  were  given 
at  the  Joliet  Junior  College 
Board  of  Trustees  Buildings 
and  Grounds  committee  special 
meeting  on  March  9. 

If  the  Buildings  and  Grounds 


committee  approves  the  options, 
then  the  options  will  be  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
final  approval.  The  results  of  the 
meeting  were  not  available  at 
press  time. 

As  per  the  Master  Plan, 
additional  parking  is  one  of 
many  student  service-based 


projects  that  will  be  financed 
by  the  $70  million  raised  from 
student  fees. 

JJC  chief  of  police  Pete 
Comanda  and  his  staff  worked 
with  Dave  Agazzi,  vice  president 
of  administrative  services,  on 
the  parking  options.  They  also 
used  information  from  a traffic 


study  done  by  Kenig,  Lindgren, 
Ohara,  Aboona,  Inc.,  during  the 
Master  Plan  steering  committee 
process. 

KLOA  found  out  that  by 
1 1 a.m.,  over  82  percent  of 
JJC’s  3,200  parking  spots  were 
filled.  They  came  up  with  a few 
alternatives  to  increase  parking. 


One  was  to  shrink  the  parking 
spaces  from  9 feet  to  an  8 'A  foot 
space,  creating  approximately 
500  additional  parking  spaces. 

Another  plan  is  to  reconfigure 
the  parking  lots  and  make  the 
lines  perpendicular  from  the

Cut  in  state  funding  leads  to  tuition  hike

Several  issues  ago,  we  at 
the  Blazer  had  expressed  our 
opposition' to  a proposed  tuition 
hike  for  Joliet  Junior  College. 
Soon  after,  two  of  us  were  asked  to 
meet  with  several  of  the  college’s 
administration  to  discuss  the 
tuition  hike  more  in  depth. 

Per  this  meeting,  we  would 
like  to  expand  on  some  of  the 
information  we  provided  and 
clarify  why  the  tuition  hike  is 
being  proposed. 

In  the  Feb.  4 editorial  we  had 
noted  that  according  to  David 
Agazzi,  the  tuition  hike  would 
balance  the  school’s  budget  This 
is  indeed  true  according  to  the 
administration. 

They  noted  that  while 
enrollment  is  up  by  the  9.8  percent 
that  we  had  discussed,  the  average 
cost  for  the  college  per  student  is 
the  same.  Thus,  they  noted  that 
the  tuition  hike  is  in  response  to  a 
cut  in  state  funding. 

Funding  for  JJC  can  be  broken 
down  into  three  categories:  money 
they  receive  from  local  property 
taxes,  money  they  receive  from 
the  state  and  money  they  receive 
from  tuition. 

Currently,  property  taxes 
account  for  approximately  60 


percent  of  the 
total  funding.

for  around 

22  percent  and  state  funding 
accounts  for  the  rest,  (Figures  may 
vary  slightly). 

The  members  of  the 
administration  noted  that  over 
the  past  few  years  state  funding 
has  decreased  while  Joliet’s 
notoriously  low  property  taxes 
have  remained  relatively  the  same. 
Given  our  former  president  and 


decrease  in  state  funding  is  quite 
believable. 

Having  no  other  options, 
having  been  shot  down  by  tax 
payers  in  their  proposal  to  raise 
property  taxes,  the  administration 
was  forced  to  raise  tuition  to 
balance  the  money  lost  from  a 
lack  of  state  funding. 

However,  the  administration 


docs  note  that  there  are  several 
ways  students  can  cut  the  cost  of 
tuition,  including  tapping  into  the 
large  amount  of  scholarships  and 
financial  aid  that  go  unnoticed  by 
most  students  on  campus. 

The  administration  told  us  that 
they  would  like  to  make  more 
scholarships  available  as  well  as 
make  the  ones  they  already  offer 
better  known. 

Currently  you  can  Find 
scholarship  information  at  the 
Financial  aid  office  (provided  you 
Filled  out  a FAFSA,  otherwise 
they  won’t  meet  with  you),  a little 
known  scholarship  bulletin  board 
on  the  bridge  and  via  the  recent 
“Things  You  Need  to  Know” 
emails. 

Also  most  clubs  and 
organizations  on  campus  provide 
scholarships  for  their  members 
provided  you  are  willing  to  get 
involved  on  campus. 

If  tuition  is  a problem  for  you 
like  it  is  for  some  of  us  at  the 
Blazer , then  we  have  but  two 
suggestions:  1.  Take  advantage 
of  the  free  money  JJC  has  to 
offer  and  2.  Urge  your  parents  to 
agree  to  increase  the  insanely  low 
property  taxes  as  the  increase  only 
helps  what  you  or  your  parents 
have  to  pav  for  tuition. 
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Celebrities  and  athletes  should  take  page  out  of 
Goodell’s  playbook

of  granola  bars  to  tide  her  hunger 
over.  However,  during  the  trip,  JJ 
realized  that  she  couldn’t  control 
her  hunger  any  longer,  so  she 
began  binging  and  purging, 

“It  was  a sense  of  freedom,  like 
getting  a high,”  she  said. 

JJ’s  true  road  to  recovery  began 
when  she  became  a resident  at 
Arabella  House,  a group  home  at 
Linden  Oaks  in  Naperville,  111. 

“At  Arabella  House,  there  is 
an  understanding  that  we  are  all 
individuals,"  she  said. 

Arabella  House  is  a residential 
care  home  for  females  16  and 
older  who  are  recovering  from  an 
eating  disorder  and  are  shifting 
back  to  their  normal  routines. 
Arabella  House  is  also  the  only 
center  of  residential  care  for  those 
suffering  from  eating  disorders  in 
Illinois. 

AtArabellaHouse,JJdiscovered 
a passion  for  something  else 
alongside  her  recovery  — music. 
Playing  guitar  became  a healthy 
resource  for  JJ  and  her  recovery, 
and  it  was  something  that  she 
showcased  Mar.  21  of  last  year 
during  a candlelight  vigil  hosted 
by  Linden  Oaks. 

During  the  event,  JJ  performed 
a song  that  she  wrote,  noting  the 
experience  as  a defining  moment 
in  her  life  because  it  instilled  hope 
inside  her;  "For  the  first  time  I 
thought,  I’m  going  to  live  because 
I want  to,  because  I deserve  to,” 
she  said. 

Ally  Warf,  a Psychology  major, 
said  she  enjoyed  the  presentation, 
especially  JJ’s  story. 

"I  thought  it  was  really  nice 
to  have  someone  who  has 
experienced  the  things  1 am 
learning  about,"  said  Ward. 
“Those  with  eating  disorders 
are  difficult  to  work  with  — they 
need  someone  to  understand  and 


Linden  Oaks  is  a great  source  for 
that.” 

Warf  also  recommends  those 
who  want  to  leam  more  about 
eating  disorders  read  The  Secret 
Language  of  Eating  Disorders  by 
Peggy  Claude-Pierre. 

Bev  Watson,  a registered  nurse 
and  clinical  leader  of  Arabella 
House,  explained  the  causes  and 
risk  factors  of  eating  disorders 
during  the  presentation. 

Watson  noted  that  in  JJ’s  case, 
“there  was  not  one  thing  that 
caused  her  eating  disorder  — it 
was  a multitude  of  things  and  that 
is  typically  the  case.” 

One  of  the  reasons  Watson 
attributed  to  the  eating  disorder 
epidemic  in  our  country  is  culture 
itself  and  how  the  pressure  to  be 
beautiful  will  push  even  the  most 
rational  of  people  to  the  extreme 
limits. 

“All  we  see  on  TV,  or  in 
advertisements,  is  how  to  make 
our  body  better,"  said  Watson. 
“We  have  to  perfect  now  to  be 
happy  --  such  a lie.” 

Watson  also  attributes  a cause 
for  the  early  stages  of  this  disease 
to  parents  mirroring  self-image 
assessments  on  their  children. 

“These  days,  (parents  are]  not 
focusing  on  the  personality  or 
the  kindness  of  their  child,"  said 
Watson.  “They  are  only  focused 
on  looks.” 

For  further  information  about 
eating  disorders,  go  to  edrefferral. 
org  to  find  a treatment  program  as 
well  as  Linden  Oaks,  who  offer 
free  consultations. 

Watson  notes  that  although  it 
is  important  to  encourage  people 
suffering  from  an  eating  disorder 
to  treatment,  it  also  has  to  be  a 
decision  they  make  themselves. 

“The  most  important  part  about 
recovery  is  motivation  — you  have 
to  want  to  make  the  change,"  said 
Watson.

unit  are  the  primary  bread  winners 
of  the  family,  whereas  females 
play  the  role  of  caregivers,  a 
speculative  belief. 

“[Females]  have  no  maternal 
gene,"  said  Falahi-Kharaghani. 
“There  is  no  clinical  research  that 
women  are  better  caregivers.” 

Feminist  sociology  explores 
that  only  men  of  power  make  the 
significance  in  a social  structure. 

“AH  of  us  have  to  pay  a cost  for 
sexism,"  said  Falahi-Kharaghani. 
“Men  have  to  pay  a physical  cost 
and  women  have  to  pay  a financial 
cost." 

In  discussing  Eco-Feminism, 
key  resources  are  dominated 
much  like  females  are  dominated 
in  society  by  males,  according 
to  Falahi-Kharaghani.  This  is 
especially  evident  in  third-world 
countrieslikeDarfur.wherewomen 
are  exploited  as  frequently  as  the 
land  is  mistreated.  Eco-feminism 
sanctions  industrialization  as  a 
prominent  reason  for  land  abuse. 

“The  more  industrialized  we 
become  the  farther  we  become 
from  our  food  source  and  its 
manufacturing,”  said  Falahi- 
Kharaghani. 

This  idea  of  an  infusion  of 
artificial  resources  is  mirrored 
in  all  aspects  of  life.  In  Western 


society,  tan  bodies  are  idealized, 
achieved  by  unecological  methods 
like  tanning  beds  and  dangerous 
skin  accelerators. 

Furthermore,  the  feminine 
product  industry  grosses  over  S60 
million  dollars  annually,  although 
most  of  the  products  being 
endorsed  are  harmful  to  its  mass 
consumers.  These  unnecessary 
products  further  the  idea  that  not 
only  is  the  environment  being 
exploited  in  the  manufacturing 
of  these  products,  but  women 
are  oppressed  as  well  - the 
embodiment  of  Eco-feminism. 

This  influence  is  also  mirrored 
in  cultural  linguistics.  In  popular 
society,  woman’s  bodies  are  most 
commonly  referred  to  as  pieces  of 
meat. 

Oppression  of  women  and  land 
is  mirrored  when  the  abuse  of 
resources  is  referred  to  as  a "rape 
of  the  land,”  according  to  Falahi- 
Kharaghani. 

K irsten  Maska,  an  anthropology 
major,  was  in  attendance  for  the 
presentation  and  walked  away 
with  a better  perspective  of  eco- 
feminism. 

“A  lot  of  tire  ideas  of  feminism 
were  new,  but  some  were  familiar 
as  Dr.  Falahi  uses  that  knowledge 
in  her  classes.  It’s  a culmination 
of  these  ideas  that  I study  in  my 
major,”  she  said.

buildings  to  the  street. 

‘This  will  create  longer  rows, 
with  less  space  and  less  lines,” 
said  Coman  da. 

If  the  plans  are  approved, 
the  parking  lots  will  likely  be 
reconfigured  over  the  summer 
when  traffic  is  minimal  at  main 


campus.  The  work  will  be  chosen 
through  a bid  process. 

“We’re  also  looking  to  pave 
the  grassy  area  at  the  back  of 
the  J-parking  lot  and  once  the 
student  center  is  built,  the  green 
temporary  buildings  will  be  tom 
down  and  replaced  by  parking 
lots,”  said  Comanda. 


Coman  da  also  said  that  there 
is  talk  about  making  a parking  lot 
east  of  the  existing  faculty  lot,  but 
that  is  just  in  the  discussion  stages 
at  the  moment. 

Approximately  1,610  new 
spaces  would  be  created  if  the 
plan  is  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees.

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Health  and  Fitness 
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Breakthrough  in  stem  cell  research 


Stem  cell  research  is  hav- 
ing a great  start  for  the  month  of 
March.  On  Mar.  1 , researchers  at 
the  universities  of  Edinburgh  and 
Toronto  announced  that  they  have 
found  a new  technique  to  produc- 
ing stem  cells  without  the  use  of 
human  embryos  by  transform- 
ing skin  cells  into  powerful  stem 
cells. 

Almost  every  single  day  since 
this  announcement  was  made 
there  have  been  further  updates 
and  announcements  on  break- 
throughs in  stem  cell  research. 

As  many  may  not  know,  stem 


cells  are  the  producers  of  the 
body’s  tissues  and  organs.  The 
reason  that  stem  cells  were  origi- 
nally used  from  embryos  was  due 
to  the  potential  of  the  cells  to  cre- 
ate any  tissue  needed. 

The  use  of  regular  skin  cells 
though  was  a risky  task  original- 
ly, because  to  use  skin  cells  sci- 
entists had  to  use  viruses  that  add 
their  own  genetic  material  into 
the  cells  they  infect,  which  led  to 
a heightened  risk  of  cancer. 

Luckily  researchers  have 
found  an  answer  that  would  fix 
this  issue  by  creating  induced  plu- 
ripotent  stem  cells  or  iPS  cells. 

These  cells  are  at  the  same 
level  of  functioning  as  embryonic 
cells;  however,  they  allow  the 


opportunity  to  inject  additional 
genes  that  trigger  the  removal  of 
the  cell’s  reprogramming  after  the 
change  in  the  cell  has  been  made 
with  the  use  of  skin  cells  through- 
out the  entire  process. 

Currently  researchers  have 
found  that  by  using  iPS  cells  there 
is  an  avoidance  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned risk  of  cancer. 

Instead  of  injecting  the  vi- 
ruses that  contained  genes  into 
the  cells,  iPS  cells  are  created  by 
a process  called  electroporation 
that  allows  the  genes  to  be  ferried 
into  cells  through  the  pores  of  the 
cell.  This  would  allow  the  scien- 
tists to  remove  the  genes  from 
the  cells  when  they  were  finished 
doing  their  job  leaving  behind  an 


unaffected  cell. 

Also  because  the  cells  are 
made  from  the  patient’s  skin,  the 
DNA  of  the  potentially  created 
organs  and  tissues  would  be  rec- 
ognized by  the  body  and  not  be 
rejected  by  the  immune  system 
increasing  the  chances  of  survival 
in  patients  receiving  such  treat- 
ments. 

This  process  hasn’t  com- 
pletely eliminated  the  use  of  em- 
bryonic stem  cells  just  yet,  but 
researchers  hope  to  eventually 
reach  that  point  with  the  use  of 
the  iPS  cells. 

“It  is  a step  toward  the  practi- 
cal use  of  reprogrammed  cells  in 
medicine,  perhaps  even  eliminat- 
ing the  need  for  human  embryos 


as  a source  of  stem  cells,”  said 
Keisuke  Kaji  from  the  Medi- 
cal Research  Council  Center  for 
Regenerative  Medicine  in  Edin- 
burgh, UK. 

This  comes  as  good  news  to 
pro-life  organizations,  especially 
since  they  have  been  fighting  the 
use  of  embryos  for  stem  cell  re- 
search. 

And  with  President  Obama 
preparing  to  reverse  the  limita- 
tions on  funding  for  stem  cell 
research  that  were  created  by 
former  President  Bush,  there  is 
potential  for  everyone  in  the  U.S. 
to  benefit  from  the  reversal  and  to 
also  benefit  from  the  news  of  the 
potential  of  eliminating  the  use  of 
embryonic  cells. 


If  you  asked  the  majority  of 
men  which  body  part  they  would 
like  to  look  the  best,  their  answer 
likely  would  be  their  arms.

philosophy.  You  do  not  have  to 
be  in  the  gym  three  hours  blasting 
curls  to  get  big  biceps. 

As  a matter  of  fact,  if  any- 
thing you  are  overtraining,  mak- 
ing your  body  react  negatively 
to  the  abuse  it  receives  during  a 
workout.  It  will  be  to  the  point 
where  instead  of  making  any 
gains,  you  are  further  inhibiting 
yourself  from  pushing  yourself  to 
maximum  fatigue. 

One  of  the  main  things  when 
training  your  biceps,  besides  sets 
of  3-4  per  exercise,  is  strict  form. 
There  is  no  point  in  throwing 
around  the  50  lbs.  dumbbells  for 
a set  of  10  if  you  are  throwing  the 
weight  with  your  shoulders,  arms 


and  back.  That  is  not  isolating 
your  muscle,  instead  it's  working 
your  whole  body. 

P?  StricF  form  includes  full  ex- 
tension motion.  For  instance,  the 
best  bicep  movement  is  the  bar- 
bell curl.  Simply  put,  you  pick  up 
a bar  and  bring  it  to  your  chest  as 
a curl.  With  strict  form  this  can 
really  improve  your  biceps  size 
add  “peak”  more  than  any  other 
exercise. 

Recommended  overall  sets 
for  the  biceps  is  8-10.  Consid- 
ering it  is  such  a small  muscle, 
there  is  no  point  to  a lot  of  sets. 
The  triceps  muscle  is  the  same 
thing,  a small  muscle  that  doesn’t 
require  that  much  training. 

If  anything  it  might  need  a 
few  more  sets  than  the  bicep.  We 
all  would  like  the  horseshoe  V 
look  you  can  attain  if  you  work 
your  triceps  the  correct  way.  You 
can  obtain  this  and  work  your 

chest  at  the  same 

time. 

During  bench 
press,  you  are  us- 
ing your  triceps  as 
a secondary  move- 
ment. Therefore  it 
already  is  getting 
a lot  of  work.  It  is 
recommended  to 
isolate  the  triceps 
on  a few  exercises 
such  as  close  grip 
bench  press-  bring 
grip  much  closer  than  during  reg- 
ular bench  press. 

Place  your  index  finger  on 
the  indention  on  the  bar  in  order 
to  give  yourself  an  idea  of  where 
your  fingers  should  be. 

Recommended  sets  can  vary 
from  12-15,  depending  if  you  are 
doing  your  triceps  on  chest  day, 
or  if  you  are  working  them  alone 
on  “Arms  Day!”

Springsteen  'works’ 
new  sound  on  album 


This  book  doesn’t  ‘fade’ 
into  the  background 


Jk  Jew  York  Times 

/\/ bestselling  author, 

A.  V Lisa  McMann,  came 
out  with  her  first  book.  Wake,  a 
paranormal  teen  novel  in  March 
of  2008.  It  became  an  instant 
success  and  soon  made  it  onto 
the  New  York  Times  bestsellers 
list.  McMann  started  touring  with 
another  popular  teen  novelist, 

Cassandra  Claire. 

Then  on  Feb.  10,  the  second 
book  to  the  series.  Fade , hit 
bookshelves  for  eagerly  awaiting 
fans,  like  myself. 

I actually  got  into 
the  Wake  trilogy 
because  I heard  that  a 
new  paranormal  teen 
novelist  was  coming 
to  the  local  Borders  for 
a signing  of  her  new  book  and  I 
figured  that  I would  support  the 
author  by  coming  to  the  signing. 
1 bought  the  book  and  finished  it 
the  next  day,  instantly  hooked  to 
the  series. 

In  the  first  book.  Wake,  we 
follow  Janie,  who’s  a regular  1 7- 
year-old  high  school  senior  who 
has  the  power  - or  more  the  curse 
- of  getting  sucked  into  other 
people’s  dreams.  Worse  yet,  she 
can’t  control  it. 

Throughout  the  book  we  follow 
Janie  through  her  adventures  in 
the  dreams  of  other  people,  school 
and  of  course,  love. 

In  Fade , the  second  chapter  to 
this  trilogy,  Janie  andherboyfriend 
Cabel  are  having  trouble  getting 
on  with  their  relationship.  Odd 


things  are  also  happening  at  the 
high  school,  and  when  Janie  falls 
into  a fellow-student’s  dream,  the 
rumors  turn  out  to  be  true.  Plus, 
Janie  starts  uncovering  the  truth 
of  her  ability  and  the  fate  that  she 
has  no  choice  but  to  fall  into. 

Fade  has  met  my  expectations 
and  more.

I’m  a sucker  for  romance,  and 
Fade  was  indeed  more  romantic 
than  Wake,  and  I am  more  in  love 
with  Cabel  than  ever. 

My  only  complaint  that  I 
have  for  this  trilogy  so  far  is  the 
realism  of  it.  I mean,  obviously 
it’s  a paranormal  trilogy  and  all, 
so  that’s  why  I'm  going  to  cut  it 
some  slack.  The  author  makes  it 
seem  as  though  dreams  uncover 
so  many  secret s of  someone's 
personal  life. 

Sometimes  even  the  heroine 
falls  into  the  same  dream  over  and 
over  again  from  the  same  person 
- come  on,  even  people  who  have 
“reoccurring  dreams”  are  bound 
to  have  a different  dream  at  some 
point. 


However,  since  the  book  is 
indeed  paranormal,  and  obviously 
escapes  from  realism  in  other 
ways,  I’m  just  going  to  take  it  as 
a part  of  the  author’s  imagination 
and  a valuable  part  of  the  plot. 
After  all,  what  would  be  the  point 
of  falling  into  other  people’s 

dreams  if  it  didn't 

mean  something? 

The  author  to  this 
book,  I have  to  say  is 
really  quite  awesome. 
Having  met  her 
myself,  I can  say  that 
she  really  is  a great  person  with 
an  awesome  imagination.  Being 
sucked  into  other  people’s  dreams, 
I must  say,  is  really  original. 

But  the  way  it’s  written  is  also 
very  original.  Instead  of  your 
average  Chapter  1,  Chapter  2, 
etc.,  she  splits  up  the  book  by 
time.  Like,  2:46pm,  6:34pm,  etc, 
which  makes  the  book  rather 
refreshing. 

Therefore,  I must  say  that  this 
is  a trilogy  that  is  definitely  worth 
reading,  and  if  you  can  make  it  to 
any  of  the  author’s  book  signings, 
don’t  miss  out,  she’s  definitely 
an  author  worth  meeting,  and  I 
will  be  impatiently  waiting  for 
February  of  2010  for  Gone , the 
closing  book  to  this  trilogy. 
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Bruce  Springsteen's 
lb"1  studio  album, 
Working  On  a 
Dream , is  full  of  surprises, 
strings,  turnabouts  and  a new 
sound  that  left  many  fans 
(including  myself)  wondering 
where  this  new  sound  came 
from.  It’s  raw,  new,  optimistic 
and  fun;  it’s  Bruce  Springsteen 
and  the  E Street  Band. 

Detailing  a career  such  as 
Springsteen's  would  be  hard 
to  sum  up  in  a short  album 
review  of  his  latest  songs. 
But  I believe  most  of  us  have 
heard  and  understood  what 
Bruce  was  singing  about  with 
his  high  flying  Born  lo  Run. 

In  his  new  album  Bruce 
takes  a different  approach.  It’s 
not  a young  man  speaking  of 
the  open  road  and  the  endless 
possibilities  in  which  he  has 
before  him.  It’s  an  album  of 
a man  who  found  promise  in 
a forthcoming  change  which 
he  believes  will  constitute  in 
a better  country,  as  some  of 
the  songs  bring  a light  to  the 
Obama  administration. 

Although  with  the  optimistic 
approach  to  Bruce’s  new 
album,  this  was 
the  last  record 
in  which  Danny 
Federci,  longtime 
original  member 
of  the  E-Street 
band,  was  able 
to  perform  on. 

He  unfortunately 
passed  away  Apr. 

17. 

Springsteen 
starts  us  off  on  an 
8 minute  western 
epic  which  left 
me  making  sure  I had  the  right 
CD  in  my  truck.  It  had  strings, 
a western-style  harmonica  and 
an  interesting  kick.  “Outlaw 
Pete”  started  off  the  album 
with  one  heck  of  a guitar 
enriched  solo  in  which  some 
critics  have  compared  to  his 
earlier,  much  heralded  songs 
off  the  Born  lo  Run  album, 
and  I can’t  disagree.  It’s  an 
excellent  way  to  start  off  an 
album. 

Over  the  course  of  the 
album  we  learn  of  Bruce’s 
feeling  of  luck  and  happiness 
in  the  upbeat,  guitar  slamming 
80s  style  “Lucky  Day.”  A song 
I couldn’t  help  but  sing-along 
to.  This  song  will  go  down  as 
one  of  the  best  off  this  album 
and  I’m  sure  will  be  played 
on  a lot  of  radio  stations.  Who 
knew  a 59-year-old  man  could 
make  such  a hit  as  this  and 
appeal  to  the  younger  crowd, 
which  I believe  this  song  will 
do.  It’s  got  a cool  violin,  an 
awesome  guitar  riff  in  the 
background  and  a fun  piano 
piece. 

The  middle  of  the  album 
also  has  some  very  interesting 
pieces  of  work.  Springsteen 
was  quoted  as  saying  he  was 
going  for  a more  "poppier” 


sound.  It’s  been  noted  he  was 
influenced  for  this  album  from 
the  works  of  Roy  Orbison  and 
Phil  Spector. 

And  it  is  clearly  heard.  The 
album  has  a variety  of  different 
sounds  but  throughout  the  album 
I can  hear  the  Phil  Specter  60’s 
sound  to  it.  not  to  mention  the 
unmistakable  Beach  Boys  type 
track  labeled  “This  Life.”  I 
thought  I was  hearing  something 
out  of  Pet  Sounds  or  another 
Beach  Boys  album. 

“Tomorrow  Never  Knows" 
left  me  making  sure  I wasn’t 
listening  to  Bob  Dylan  playing  as 
a guest  on  the  album.  Springsteen 
shows  his  unmistakable  early- 
acoustic  guitar  work  on  which 
he  was  labeled  as  the  next  Bob 
Dylan.  One  of  the  strongest  songs 
of  the  album,  it  had  Highway  61 
Revisited  all  over  it. 

The  last  two 
songs  I felt  were 
the  best  and 
most  powerful 
off  the  whole 
album.  “The 
Last  Carnival"  is 
a solo-acoustic 
performance  by 
Springsteen  in 
which  the  song 
is  dedicated  to 
fellow  founding 
member,  Danny 
Federici.  It's 
a heartfelt  song  teeming  with 
metaphors  describing  how  Bruce 
and  the  band  must  go  on  without 
Danny,  as  the  show  continues. 

“The  Wrestler”  is  a bonus  track 
and  was  written  for  the  movie  The 
Wrestler  starring  Mickey  Rourke. 
The  song  includes  Springsteen 
strumming  his  acoustic  guitar 
accompanied  by  a light  piano 
played  in  the  beginning,  going  into 
a spectacular,  emotional  sounding 
song  that  left  me  speechless  at  the 
end. 

It  not  only  fits  well  for  the 
movie  (which  got  snubbed  at 
the  Oscars)  but  also  is  a perfect 
ending  to  the  record.  This  isn't 
“Secret  Garden"  set  for  Jerry 
Maguire.  This  song  has  such  a 
strong  emotional  appeal  I’m  not 
surprised  it  received  a Golden 
Globe. 

This  album  is  very  different 
from  the  usual  sound  of 
Springsteen,  yet  worked  perfectly 
with  what  he  can  do.  His  variety 
and  range  of  music  is  once  again 
shown  throughout  this  album.  It 
takes  a much  heralded  artist  like 
Springsteen  to  be  able  to  have  such 
a wide  range  of  music,  still  appeal 
to  their  fan  base,  and  receive  solid 
reviews(Rolling  Stone  gave  this 
album  5 stars).  Overall  I give  this 
album  4.5  out  of  5. 


This  album  is

The  difficulty  with 

making  film  versions  of 
popular  and,  sometimes, 
acclaimed  comic  books  and 
graphic  novels  is  adhering  to  the 
source  material  and  remain  as 
faithful  as  possible,  in  terms  of 
visual,  tone  and  the  written  word. 

Comic  book  scribe  and 
Watchmen  co-creator  Alan  Moore 
has  been  quoted  as  saying  he 
refuses  to  watch  any  Film  version 
of  his  much-heralded  12-issue 
comic  series  from  1986-87, 
believing  it  was  not  filmable, 
telling  Entertainment  Weekly  in 
2005,  “My  book  is  a comic  book. 
Not  a movie.” 

Moore  may  be  able  to  have  his 
cake  and  eat  it,  too. 

Zack  Snyder’s  near-exact 
adaptation  of  the  ( now-re ferred- 
to-as)  graphic  novel,  looks  and 
sounds  like  the  only  comic  notch 
in  Time  Magazine  s list  of  the  100 
greatest  novels  of  the  20°’  century 
(that  includes  Mark  Twain  and 
Hemingway,  no  less).  However, 
it  may  be  a bit  too  anti-cinematic 
like  Moore  has  claimed  his 
precious  is. 

It’s  an  alternate  1985.  Richard 
Nixon  is  in  his  third  term  as 
president.  The  threat  of  nuclear 
war  endures  against  the  Soviet 
Union,  despite  the  U.S.  being 
victorious  in  Vietnam,  all  thanks 


to  the  existence  of  superheroes  in 
society. 

However,  these  masked 
vigilantes  have  been  outlawed. 
Following  a brutal  fight  set  against 
Nat  King  Cole’s  “Unforgettable,’’ 
one  of  those  former  heroes,  The 
Comedian  (Jeffrey  Dean  Morgan) 
has  just  been  murdered,  thrown 
from  his  high-rise  apartment, 
leaving  a blood-streaked 
smiley-faced  button  behind  (the 
symbol  most 
identified  with 
Watchmen). 

One 
masked  man, 

Rorschach 
(Jackie  Earle 
Haley),  a growling  man  of  trench 
coat,  hat  and  constantly-changing 
ink  blot  face,  begins  to  investigate 
the  murder  as  something  more 
than  just  simple.  Warning  his 
fellow,  former  crimefighters: 
aging,  overweight  Dan  Dreiberg 
aka  Nite  Owl  (Patrick  Wilson); 
blue,  detached,  nonhuman — and 
very  naked — Dr.  Manhattan  (Billy 
Crudup);  Manhattan’s  frustrated 
very  human  lover  Laurie 
Juspeczyk  aka  Silk  Spectre  (Malin 
Akerman);  and  enterprising  albeit 
narcissistic  businessman  Adrian 
Veidt  aka  Ozymandias  (Matthew 
Goode). 

None  of  them  believe 
Rorschach's  theory:  a conspiracy 
to  eliminate  the  masked  do- 
gooders  as  the  threat  of  nuclear 


annihilation  nears. 

That  is,  no  one  takes  grasps 
of  that  until  Dr.  Manhattan  is 
portrayed  as  (literally)  cancerous 
and  is  forced  into  exile  on  Mars 
and  Rorschach  is  framed  for  the 
murder  of  an  archenemy  of  the 
Comedian’s  and  imprisoned. 
Laurie  is  left  emotionally 
vulnerable  (her  wardrobe 
mirroring  that)  upon  Manhattan’s 
exit  while  Dan  is  her  shoulder  to 


cry  on. 

Soon,  all  these  disbanded  and 
disgruntled  former  co-workers 
must  somehow  find  a way  to  co- 
exist among  their  busy,  messed  up 
lives  to  uncover  the  conspiracy. 

And  those  lives  really 
illuminate  Snyder’s  film  here: 
busy.  At  162  minutes,  there  is  a 
lot  to  cover.  In  fact,  so  much  is  cut 
from  the  comic  that  vast  parts  of 
characters’  pasts  and  psychology 
are  absent.  Therein  lies  the  chief 
criticism:  the  graphic  novel  has 
much  emotionality  and  some  of 
that  deep,  layered  psychology  of 
the  people,  places  and  things  are 
lost. 

Still,  the  film  is  admirably 
faithful  in  look  and  words,  but 
not  fully  in  spirit.  And  it’s  not  all 


Snyder’s  fault. 

I found  the  first  third  of 
the  novel  to  lumber  about.  It 
wasn’t  until  the  mid-section  that 
I became  engrossed  with  the 
story  and  the  backgrounds  of  all 
these  masked — and  glowing — 
individuals.  Additionally,  the  story 
and  its  structure  is  an  immense 
social  criticism  on  an  abundance 
of  topics:  the  power  of  the  media 
and  the  ramifications  its  influence 
has  over  others;  liberal 
vs.  conservative  views 
on  causes  of  and 
solutions  to  criminality; 
and  stereotypes  and 
generalizations  of  the 
comic  book  medium — 
these  are  among  many. 

As  previously  mentioned,  these 
psyches  are  slimmed  down  for 
the  film.  For  example,  Laurie's 
background  of  forced  heroism 
by  her  mother,  the  original 
Silk  Spectre,  Sally  Jupiter  (an 
underutilized  Carla  Gugino). 

Now,  the  actors’  performances 
range  from  great  to  mediocre  to 
bad. 

Without  a doubt,  Haley’s 
portrayal  as  Rorschach  is  rich  and 
energetic,  injecting  the  film  with 
its  true  vigilante.  Seeing  his  real 
face  for  only  a short  time  doesn’t 
mean  his  performance  is  lacking. 
Like  Charlie  Chaplin,  Haley  uses 
his  slim  body  and  the  wardrobe 
hugging  to  do  a lot  of  the  talking. 
Except  Haley  does  get  to  talk,  a 


la  “Gran  Torino.”  Mask  on  or  not, 
Haley  is  the  brightest  (or  darkest, 
in  a sense?)  spot  of  the  entire  film, 
translating  the  character  from 
page  to  screen  perfectly. 

And  the  special  effects  look 
very  slick,  possibly  Oscar- 
worthy,  based  on  the  work  of  Dr. 
Manhattan  alone. 

Goode,  Wilson  and  Morgan  are 
nothing  exceptional.  Only  Morgan 
excels  above  the  rest  in  look  and 
feeling.  Goode,  so  fantastic  in 
2007 ’s  underrated  The  Lookout. 
speaks  with  a hint  of  elitism  and  a 
dash  of  aristocratic  English  while 
unsmiling  in  scenes.  Wilson’s 
job  of  putting  on  a little  weight 
and  wearing  middle-aged  specs 
from  the  early  1980s  is  easy,  but 
Wilson  puts  some  feeling  into  an 
otherwise  mediocre  character. 

It  looks  good,  two  performances 
shine  (despite  the  imbalance  of 
less-than-stellar  ones)  and  the 
visuals  are  amazing.  But  Snyder 
faults  on  playing  this  too  close  to 
the  chest,  trying  too  hard  to  keep 
fanboys  ecstatic  while  alienating 
those  unfamiliar  with  the  comic. 

It’s  damn  good,  an  imperfect 
gem  with  issues,  like  its 
characters. 

Who  watches  ‘Watchmen’? 

I do. 

But  Moore  still  won’t. 

My  rating:  3-and-a-half  stars 
out  of  four.  Watchmen  is  rated 
R for  strong  graphic  violence, 
sexuality,  nudity  and  language.

them  better.  While  JJC  will 
make  the  trip  with  only  two  or 
three  games  under  their  belts, 
most  of  the  other  schools  will 
have  already  played  15  or  16 
games.

JJC  soon  to  be 
cigarette  butt  free 


Students  returning  from 
spring  break  may  have 
noticed  a number  of  signs 
posted  around  campus  urging 
students  not  to  chew  and 
to  dispose  of  their  cigarette 
butts  properly. 

Contrary  to  what  some 
may  believe,  JJC  is  not  taking 
an  anti-smoking  stance  but 
rather  the  signs  were  put 
up  to  reinforce  the  campus’ 
existing  policies. 

“We  have  had  problems 
with  people  chewing  in 
buildings,  tossing  butts  all 
over  campus  and  smoking  in 
non-designated  areas,”  says 
Amy  Sims,  director  of  the 
Hollistic  Wellness  Center. 
“The  signs  are  designed  to 
make  people  recognize  our 
campus  policies.” 

The  current  policy  outlaws 
the  use  of  all  tobacco. 
including  chewing  tobacco, 
in  any  areas  other  than  the 
designated  smoking  areas. 

While  no  campus  law 
dictates  where  to  dispose 
of  discarded  cigarette 
butts,  several  departments 
collaborated  to  put  up  the 
signs  in  an  effort  to  clean 
up  the  campus  by  urging 
students  to  dispose  of  their 
butts  in  trash  cans  or  the 
cigarette  butt  receptacles  near 
the  designated  areas. 

The  signs  and  funding  for 
the  project  came  from  a Live 
Free  Tobacco  Free  Grant 
from  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Public  Health. 

In  a related  effort,  on 
Thursday.  Apr.  30  from  10- 
3p.m.  campus  volunteers 
(faculty,  staff  and  students) 
will  be  working  outside  to 
clean  up  all  the  butts  on 
campus. 

Whi  le  the  signs  were  put  up 
to  enforce  campus  policies. 
Sims  does  urge  students  to 
quit  smoking  and  notes  that 
she  has  information  about 
quitting  smoking  in  her  office 
for  those  who  want  help.

According  to  the  National 
Coalition  for  the  Homeless, 
1.35  million  U.S.  children  are 
homeless  on  any  given  night  and 
in  2003,  children  under  the  age 
of  18  accounted  for  39  percent  of 
the  homeless  population.  I really 
encourage  celebrities  (because 
I know  they  are  all  avid  readers 
of  the  Blazer)  to  follow  the 
example  of  Hugh  Jackman  who 
has  adopted  not  one,  but  two 
kids  from  the  United  States.  See?

Expressing  loss  with  life: 
memory  gardens 


In  the  age  of  technology,  I 
think  most  of  us  garden 
because  it  gives  us  the 
opportunity  to  connect  with 
nature  and  enjoy  the  literal  fruits 
of  our  labor. 

In  my  grandparents’  day,  they 
gardened  in  order  to  survive. 
The  size  of  their  meals  would 
depend  on  how  well  their  garden 
flourished.  In  the  late  summer, 
my  grandmother  Pauline  worked 
tirelessly,  canning  and  preserving 
fruits  and  vegetables  to  line  the 
old  shelves  of  what  they  referred 
to  as  the  “root  cellar”,  formerly 
known  as  the  bomb  shelter. 

But  don't  get  me  wrong,  they 
planted  for  pure  pleasure  too.  On 
their  property  you 
could  find  tulips 
and  daffodils, 
geraniums, 
daylilies  and  roses 
and  most  of  the 
traditional  flowers 
of  the  day. 

So  when  my 
dear  granny 
departed  this  life 
last  month,  it  was 
only  natural  to 
begin  planning 
her  memory  garden.  What  better 
way  to  honor  this  salt-of-the-Earth 
woman  than  to  create  a space 
alive  with  the  colors  and  scents 
that  she  loved?  Besides  following 
some  basic  principles  of  design, 
a memory  garden  has  as  many 
possibilities  as  there  are  people 
and  pets  to  be  remembered. 

Perhaps  most  importantly, 
choose  plants  that  will  thrive  in 
the  conditions  of  your  garden. 
Some  factors  to  consider  are  size, 
sun  exposure,  water  requirements 
and  soil  type/pH.  Using  plants 
that  are  native  to  your  area  are 
generally  easier  to  care  for  and 
“Let  Illinois  look  like  Illinois.” 
(Thank  you,  Lady  Bird  Johnson!) 

Some  stand-by  classics  are 
purple  coneflower  (Echinacea 
purpura),  black-eyed  Susans 
(Rudbeckia  hirta)  and  grasses  such 
as  prairie  dropseed  (Sporobolus 
heterolepsis)  and  little  bluestem 
(Schizachyrium  scoparium).  A 
garden  that  is  thought  out  is  more 
appealing  and  likely  to  encourage 
you  to  linger. 

There  are  countless  sources 
in  books  and  online  to  find 
design  ideas.  A simple  way 
to  give  a garden  structure  is  to 


choose  a focal  point.  Depending 
on  the  scale  of  your  project, 
this  could  be  as  simple  as  an 
ornamental  tree  or  planter  box 
or  as  grand  as  a pergola  or  pond. 
Go  beyond  visual  appeal  by 
including  aromatic  flowers  and 
foliage  to  entice  the  nose.  Herbs 
serve  a dual  purpose  as  they  smell 
delightful  in  the  garden  and  add 
a distinct  flavor  to  a variety  of 
dishes.  Rosemary  is  a Victorian 
symbol  of  remembrance  and 
therefore  especially  appropriate. 

There  are  a plethora  of  sweetly 
scented  plants  including  phlox, 
sweet  pea  (Lathyrus  odoratus), 
nicotiana,  sweet  alyssum 
(Lobularia  maritime)  and  scented 

(check  out 
Pelargonium 
c r i s p u m 
’Varigatum'for 
it’s  interesting 
foliage) 

And  finally, 
personalize 
it!  For 
grandma’s 
garden,  I 
intend  to  use 
only  the  plants 
that  she  tended  during  her 
lifetime.  Therefore,  the  latest 
cultivars  would  not  have  a place 
here.  Using  namesake  flowers, 
such  as  rose,  lily  or  daisy  or 
including  a loved  one’s  favorite 
colors  and  flowers  will  evoke 
memories  of  them. 

Find  creative  ways  to  express 
what  they  enjoyed  in  life.  For 
instance,  for  someone  who 
worked  with  wood,  plant  an  oak 
tree.  Set  up  a bird  bath  for  a bird 
watcher  or  hang  a wind  chime  for 
someone  who  loved  music.  Craft 
stores  sell  a variety  of  kits  to  make 
personalized  bricks  and  stepping 
stones,  so  the  possibilities  are 
endless. 

A memory  garden  can  bring  us 
comfort  and  help  fill  the  heart’s 
empty  space  with  peace.  Though 
my  grandmother  has  left  this 
realm,  she  has  sown  within  me 
and  many  others,  the  seed  of  her 
simple  wisdom. 

1 try  to  cultivate  these  values  in 
myself  just  as  I cultivate  the  Earth, 
following  in  her  footsteps.  And 
as  1 work  in  the  garden,  clearing 
away  the  old  to  make  way  for  the 
newly  emerging  shoots,  I carry  on 
her  life  and  her  work. 


Besides  following

By  completing  the  FAFSA, 
you  may  be  eligible  for  one  of  the 
following  programs: 

Federal  Grants  - Pell  Grant 
eligibility  is  based  on  the 
Expected  Family  Contribution 
(EFC)  as  indicated  on  the  results 
of  the  aid  application.  The  Federal 
Supplemental  Educational 


Opportunity  Grant  (FSEOG)  is 
awarded  based  on  student  need 
and  availability.  The  Academic 
Competitiveness  Grant  (ACG) 
is  awarded  to  those  students 
who  have  had  the  required  high 
school  preparation  and  need,  as 
determined  by  the  FAFSA.

Brown  Bag:  20  years  of  tradition

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Joliet  Junior  College  has  been 
putting  on  the  Alumni  Success 
Story  series  for  the  past  seven 
years.  The  Success  Stories  are  a 
series  of  speeches  given  by  past 
graduates  of  JJC. 

Kelly  Myers,  the  assistant 
director  of  Institutional 
Advancement  and  Alumni 
Relations  here  at  JJC.  has  been 
in  charge  of  the  Success  Story 
Series  for  the  past  six  years  and 
has  done  her  best  to  make  the 
series  interesting  and  fun  for  all. 

Not  only  does  the  series  premier 
some  of  the  most  prestigious 
and  successful  alums  from  JJC 
but  also  treats  all  visitors  to  a 
free  lunch  on  their  way  in  to  the 
speech. 

Myers  usually  focuses  on  the 
journey  that  the  alumni ’s  have 
been  on  since  graduating  when 
choosing  the  speakers  for  the 
series.  The  Success  Stories  are 
meant  to  stress  what  the  alumni 's 
have  learned  or  what  they  would 
have  done  differently  during  their 
time  at  JJC  or  after  graduating. 

The  main  focus  is  to  help 


current  students  learn  what  to  do 
with  their  time  here  at  the  college 
from  the  perspective  of  someone 
who  has  already  been  through  the 
process.  The  series  is  meant  to 
build  a strong  connection  between 
the  people  who  have  graduated 
and  those  who  are  currently 
enrolled. 

“We  want  to  stay  close  to  our 
alumni  because  they  are  part  of 
what  makes  this  college  great,” 
said  Myers.  “We  want  the  students 
to  stay  close  to  JJC  because  we 
want  them  to  come  back  and  stay 
involved  after  they  graduate.  The 
Success  Series  helps  us  do  that.” 

Despite  being  in  charge  of  all 
things  related  to  alumni ’s.  Myers 
isn’t  the  only  person  that  selects 
the  people  that  will  speak  at  the 
Success  Story  Series.  Many 
different  people  from  various 
departments  throughout  JJC  will 
work  together  in  order  to  select 
the  speakers.  The  committee  tries 
to  offer  a diverse  representation 
of  different  careers. 

The  Success  Story  Series 
speeches  are  every  month  with 
the  exception  of  December  and 
January  which  make  for  a total  of 
seven  speeches  a year. 


A time-honored  tradition 
at  Joliet  Junior  College,  the 
Brown  Bag  Lecture  Series  has 
been  a staple  at  the  college  for 
the  past  twenty  years.  With 
topics  spanning  from  organ 
donation,  to  gender,  and  even  to 
the  Simpsons,  the  presentations 
have  offered  many  different 
perspectives  to  the  college 
community. 

Sponsored  by  the 
Professional  & Personal 
Development  Committee,  ‘the 
first  of  the  Brown  Bag 
presentations  took 
place  in  the  spring  of 
1989  and  they  continue 
to  be  a success  at  the 
college.  Presenters 
come  from  all  different 
parts  of  the  college 
community,  including 
professors  on  campus. 

Fred  Harris  of  the  Brown 
Bag  Committee  says  that  the 
committee  is  open  to  taking 
recommendations  from  the 
staff,  but  he  has  also  approached 
individuals  for  doing  so.  From 
there,  the  topics  are  voted  by 
the  committee  and  scheduled 
for  the  upcoming  year. 

Harris  said  the  presentations 
are  important  because  they 
help  the  staff  reach  out  to  their 
students. 


“We  have  had  some  great 
presenters  over  the  years,  most  of 
whom  our  own  faculty.  So  many 
times  these  students  would  have 
never  had  a chance  to  hear  them 
speak,”  said  Harris. 

JJC  professor  Jim  Baskin  has 
been  a part  of  the  Brown  Bag 
tradition  since  2000,  and  has 
continued  to  be  a presenter  of 
various  topics,  including  “The 
Trials  of  William  Shakespeare: 
A Discussion  of  Lawyers  and  the 
Bard”  and  even  “How  to  Read  a 
Comic  Book.”  Baskin  teamed  up 
with  Professor  Roxanne  Munch 
in  2007  for  the  presentation 


“Life  According  to  The 
Simpsons.”  Baskin  notes  that  it 
was  important  to  him  to  give  the 
presentation  because  it  gave  him 
the  opportunity  to  connect  with 
students  and  staff  alike. 

“One  professor  even  mentioned 
to  me  that  although  she  had 
never  watched  an  episode  of  The 
Simpsons  before  and  that  our  talk 
had  given  her  a new  appreciation 
of  the  series,”  he  said. 

Baskin’s  positive  experience 
from  his  past  presentations 
inspires  him  to  continue  with  the 


Brown  Bag  tradition. 

“I  would  certainly  give  another 
Brown  Bag  topic  if  given  the 
chance.  Furthermore,  I would 
also  like  to  attend  more  Brown 
Bag  lectures,”  he  said. 

With  scheduling  conflicts  like 
school  and  work,  it  can  make  it 
difficult  for  students  to  attend 
these  presentations.  According  to 
Harris,  streams  from  the  Brown 
Bag  presentations  of  the  past 
three  years  are  now  available  on 
the  JJC  website,  available  in  mp3 
format  for  listening  convenience. 
Harris’s  motivation  for  making 
the  presentations  available  was 
to  not  only  make 
it  accessible  to  the 
JJC  community,  but 
to  those  who  have 
never  even  set  foot  on 
campus.  “I  think  it’s 
important  for  anyone 
not  just  students  to  try 
to  leam  about  new  things  or  more 
about  something  you  are  already 
familiar  with,”  said  Harris. 

JJC  student  Amanda  Kramer 
notes  how  convenient  this  new 
technology  is  for  students. 

“Last  year  I was  not  able  to 
make  a presentation  that  I really 
wanted  to  go  to.  I was  thrilled  to 
find  that  recently  it  was  put  online, 
so  now  I can  finally  tune  in.”

Tony  Barnstone  read  from  his 
collected  works  Mar.  31.  his  sec- 
ond poetry  reading  at  JJC,  in  front 
of  about  25  students,  thanks  to  the 
organizing  efforts  of  professor 
William  Yarrow. 

“The  International  Educa- 
tion Department  at  JJC  received  a

Barnstone  read  extensively 
from  his  book  of  sonnets,  “Sad 
Jazz:  Sonnets. " a poetic  form  he 
refers  to  as  a “machine  for  think- 
ing,” because  it  challenges  the 
reader  to  study  the  poem  and  un- 
cover the  meaning  hidden  within. 

“I  met  Tony  Barnstone  at  the 
American  Literature  Association 
Symposium  on  Poetic  Form  con- 
ference in  San  Diego  in  2005." 
said  Yarrow.  “We  stayed  in  touch 
and  1 decided  to  use  his  poetry 
volume  “Sad  Jazz”  in  my  online 
creative  writing  class  (English 
1 20  W 1 ) and  have  used  that  vol- 
ume since  2006.” 

Bamstone's  most  evident  and 
overarching  theme  in  his  work  is 
the  mechanics  of  poetry  itself. 
Barnstone  intentionally  pushes 
himself  in  writing  by  challeng- 
ing the  medium  and  his  own 
expectations,,  such  as  by  writing 
in  closed  form,  reinventing  old 
rhyme  schemes  and  referencing 
other  poets  in  his  work. 

His  individual  works  have 
explored  such  themes  as  World 
War  II,  American  pulp  fiction, 
jazz  music,  tarot  cards  and  love. 

“I  like  poetry  that  says  some- 
thing,” said  Barnstone.

Student  Government 
contributes  to  JJC 


Elementary  teachers 
dub  reaches  5th  year 


Student  government  is  an  im- 
portant part  of  Joliet  Junior  Col- 
lege. Many  important  decisions 
and  planning  for  certain  events 
come  from  this  group.  There  are 
21  active  members,  including  a 
Student  Trustee  who  represents 
the  student  body. 

“The  Student  Trustee  is  gen- 
erally unknown  and  underval- 
ued,” said  Pam  Dilday,  the  Stu- 
dent Government  advisor.  There 
are  three  candidates  for  Student 
Trustee,  all  of  whom  you  can  vote 
for.  In  order 
to  make  your 
voice  be  heard, 
vote  in  the  up- 
coming Student 
Trustee  elec- 
tions which  will 
be  held  April  8 
and  9.  There  will  be  posters  hang- 
ing up  all  around  the  school  with 
the  three  candidates’  information 
on  them,  and  to  vote,  just  go  to 
jjc.edu.  There  will  be  information 
on  the  site. 

In  order  to  qualify  to  be  a 
Student  Trustee,  you  must  pos- 
sess a 3.0  GPA,  no  disciplinary 
actions  on  your  record,  have  nine 
credit  hours  already  accumulated 
and  be  currently  enrolled  for  six 
credit  hours  and  not  be  a full  or 
part-time  employee. 

“There  are  over  14,000  stu- 
dents in  our  school  and  only  200 
students  voted  for  Student  Trust- 
ee,” said  Dilday. 

Student  Government  has  three 


main  goals  for  the  school.  Their 
first  goal  is  sustainability,  and  to 
accomplish  this,  they  created  a 
committee  to  go  green.  This  com- 
mittee holds  a garbage  audit  each 
year  and  this  year  when  they  de- 
cided to  check  the  garbage  in  the 
school,  the  group  made  a startling 
discovery.  They  had  three  giant 
garbage  bags  filled  with  plastic 
and  cans  that  students  threw  in 
there. 

The  second  goal  of  student 
government  is  community  out- 
reach, or  charitable  work. 

“We  do  things  for  charitable 
organizations  like  Make  a Wish 
and  homeless  shel- 
ters, along  with 
Jail  and  Bail  and 
family  outreach,” 
said  Dilday. 

Their  last  goal 
is  campus  climate. 
To  accomplish  this 
goal,  student  government  pro- 
vides students  with  information 
online,  like  your  campus  surveys 
on  Angel.  This  was  established 
to  keep  students  aware  of  what  is 
going  on.  Another  thing  that  Stu- 
dent Government  does  is  Battle 
of  the  Bands,  which  Dilday  said 
draws  great  crowds. 

Upcoming  activities  include 
the  Fun  Fair  and  the  Jail  and  Bail. 
Jail  and  Bail  is  where  faculty  and 
staff  somehow  get  issued  a war- 
rant for  their  arrest  online  or  they 
get  arrested  in  the  school.  In  or- 
der to.  get  out  of  the  warrant  or  to 
get  out  of  jail,  they  need  to  collect 
donations  or  else  they  will  stay  ia 
jail. 


Back  in  2004,  Joliet  Junior 
College  math  professor  Erica 
Kwiatkowski-Egizio,  a former 
preschool  teacher,  wanted  to 
work  with  pre-service  teachers 
and  had  an  idea  for  a club. 

The  Elementary  Teachers 
of  Tomorrow  Club, 
now  in  its  S*  year,  has 
40  members.  When  it 
first  started  in  2004, 
they  had  only  15. 

The  club  is  for 
students  who  are  in- 
terested in  teaching 
elementary  education, 
including  special  edu- 
cation. 

Egizio  advises  the 
club  along  with  An- 
gela McNulty,  who 
became  the  co-advisor 
in  the  fall  of  2007  when  Egizio 
was  on  sabbatical  leave,  work- 
ing on  her  doctorate  in  math 
education.  There  is  a president 
of  the  club,  Lauren  Kenaga,  a 
vice-president.  Heather  Hag- 
berg  and  a secretary,  Claudia 
Jasso. 

“The  students  are  given 
the  opportunity  to  network 
with  other  people  who  are  also 
going  into  the  education  field," 
said  Egizio.  “We  also  bring  in 
different  speakers  who  give 
our  students  knowledge  about 
things  such  as  how  to  write  a 


resume  for  a teaching  position  or 
how  to  use  educational  software 
in  your  schools.” 

The  club  also  works  jointly 
with  the  Early  Childhood  Cen- 
ter, which  is  in  B-1001  on  Main 
Campus. 

“We  do  a lot  of  work  with 
them  called  service  learning  and 
the  students  who  are  in  the  club 


volunteer  their  time  to  work  at 
the  ECC  either  during  the  day  or 
at  night  for  family  fun  nights  or 
parent  education  programs,”  said 
Egizio. 

Meetings  are  held  once  a 
month.  This  semester  they’re 
meeting  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
the  month  but  the  day  varies  each 
semester  depending  on  people’s 
schedules. 

“We  usually,  have  5-6  activi- 
ties per  month  that  we  do,  some 
with  the  Early  Childhood  Center 
and  some  with  area  schools,"  said 
Egizio. 


Last  month,  they  partici- 
pated in  a Family  Math  and  Sci- 
ence night  at  Mazon  Elementary 
School  and  in  the  fall  semester, 
they  hosted  the  same  event  here. 

“One  of  our  big  events  is  a 
transfer  university  info  session, 
where  I bring  in  representatives 
from  local  4-year  institutions 
who  are  there  for  education  ma- 
jors, either  elementary, 
early  childhood  or  special 
education,”  said  Egizio. 
“They  are  able  to  answer 
questions  from  students 
about  their  programs.” 
They  also  have  done 
many  events  with  the  ECC 
such  as  a Soup  Night,  a 
Happy  Birthday  Mr.  Rog- 
and  Dr.  Seuss  night 
and  a Spring  Gardening 
event  that  was  held  on 
Apr.  6. 

“Doing  the  activities 
with  the  ECC  gives  our  students 
the  opportunity  to  work  with  real- 
life  students  right  here  on  cam- 
pus,” said  Egizio. 

On  Apr.22-23,  the  club  will 
help  with  the  ECC’s  Art  Sale 
which  will  take  place  from  9:00 
a.m.- 11:30  a.m.  on  the  Bridge. 
On  Apr.  28,  they  are  assisting 
with  the  Parent  Education  pro- 
gram on  Safety  Seats  in  the  ECC 
from  6:30-8:00  p.m.  On  May  9, 
they  will  have  volunteers  at  Stu- 
dent Parents  Resolving  Issues  and 
Transcending  in  Education’s  Su- 
per Saturday.

Broken  heart  actual 
medical  problem 


Broken  hearts  aren’t  what 
happens  after  a bad  break-up  any- 
more, now  they’re  the  name  of  a 
syndrome  cleverly  named  Broken 
Heart  Syndrome  (BHS)  that  typi- 
cally mocks  a heart  attack  and  oc- 
curs after  an  intense  emotional  or 
physical  event. 

The  official  name  of  the  syn- 
drome is  Takotsubo  cardiomy- 
opathy, named  in  1991  by  Japa- 
nese doctors  for  the  resemblance 
of  the  heart  with  this  condition 
to  a pot  used  for  capturing  octo- 
puses called  a Takotsubo,  and  the 
heart’s  temporary  enlarging  called 
cardiomyopathy. 

The  dif-  

ference  be- 
tween BHS 
and  a heart 
attack  is  that 
commonly  a 
heart  attack 
is  caused  by 
a blockage  of 
an  artery  due 
to  a blood  clot 
forming  at  a 
site  of  nar- 
rowing from 
fatty  buildup, 

and  in  BHS  

the  arteries 

are  not  blocked  but  blood  flow  to 
the  arteries  may  be  slowed. 

Symptoms  may  be  caused  by 
the  heart  reacting  to  a large  surge 
of  adrenaline,  among  other  stress 
hormones,  that  cause  the  heart  to 
temporarily  weaken,  and  possibly 
become  damaged. 

BHS  commonly  occurs  in 
the  spring  and  summer  months. 
Research  is  being  done  to  further 
understand  the  complete  cause  of 
BHS. 

Common  symptoms  are  sud- 
den chest  pain  and  shortness  of 
breath,  and  usually  occur  after 
events  such  as  the  unexpected 
death  of  a loved  one,  the  news  of 
a shocking  medical  diagnosis,  do- 
mestic abuse  or  the  loss  of  large 


Symptoms  may  be 
caused  by  the  heart 
reacting  to  a large 
surge  of  adrena- 
line. among  other 
stress  hormones,  that 
cause  the  heart  to 
temporarily  weaken, 
and  possibly  be- 
come damaged. 


sums  of  money.  Physically,  an 
asthma  attack,  a car  accident  or 
high-risk  surgery  are  known  to 
be  a potential  trigger  to  BHS. 

JJC  students  under  the  age 
of  50  aren’t  really  at  risk;  how-' 
ever,  postmenopausal  women 
are  at  a high  risk  for  BHS.  In 
fact,  some  research  shows  that 
9 out  of  10  cases  of  this  syn- 
drome occur  in  women. 

Complications  from  BHS 
are  rare,  most  that  experience 
it  are  treated,  quickly  recover 
and  don’t  have  long-lasting 
effects.  In  some  cases  BHS 
has  proven  to  be  fatal,  or  lead 
to  critical  illness  that  requires 
emergency  room  treatment  to 
keep  the  patient  alive. 

The 

critically  ill 
from  BHS 
usually  have 
a full  recov- 
ery. Further- 
more, if  a 
patient  has 
BHS,  it  is 
possible  for 
a reoccur- 
rence if  a fu- 
ture stress- 
ful event 
occurs. 

Treat- 
ment is  usu- 
ally similar  to  a heart  attack 
until  the  difference  between 
the  two  can  be  determined  as 
the  diagnosis.  Once  BHS  is  de- 
termined, there  are  no  proven 
treatments  to  prevent  addi- 
tional episodes  at  the  current 
moment. 

Most  doctors  recommend 
long-term  treatment  with  beta 
blockers  or  other  medications 
that  block  the  damaging  ef- 
fects of  stress  hormones  on  the 
heart. 

Even  though  BHS  isn’t 
quite  a risk  to  JJC  students,  it 
may  be  good  to  keep  in  mind 
for  the  future,  for  loved  ones, 
or  even  for  continuing  educa- 
tion students.

Sunshine  Cleaning  finally  gives  Amy 
Adams  the  role  that  she  deserves

From  the  producer  of 
Little  Miss  Sunshine, 
comes  Sunshine 

Cleaning,  directed  by  Christine 
Jeffs  (Sylvia),  the  film  is  the  first 
. screenplay  by  Megan  Holley. 
The  story  revolves  around  Rose 
Lorkowski  (Amy  Adams),  once 
on  top  of  the  social  chain  as  a 
cheerleader  in  high  school,  as  a 
single  mother  struggling  to  raise 
her  eccentric  son  Oscar  (Jason 
Spevack). 

Facing  the  troubles  of  having 
to  put  her  son  through  private 
school.  Rose  realizes  that  isn’t 
going  to  happen  on  her  house 
cleaning  salary.  For  assistance,  she 
turns  to  her  lover,  the  supportive 
but  married  Mac  (Steve  Zahn) 
who  gives  her  the  idea  to  use  her 
cleaning  talents  for  a more  post- 
mortem cause.  And  thus,  Sunshine 
Cleaning  is  bom.  Rose,  alongside 
younger  lost-cause  sister  Norah 
(Emily  Blunt),  begins  their 
biohazard  removal/crime  scene 
clean-up  service  - foul  smelling 
shenanigans  to  ensue! 

Following  the  equation  of 
Little  Miss  Sunshine,  Sunshine 
Cleaning  makes  an  effort  to 
make  the  idea  of  death  a little 
less...  well...  morbid.  Helping 
this  cause  is  Little  Miss  veteran 
Alan  Arkin,  who  plays  Rose  and 
Norah 's  father  Joe.  Following  the 
same  child-elder  dynamic  of  his 
previous  film,  Arkin  guides,  or 
misguides  in  some  cases;  young 
Oscar  through  his  insecurities  of 
being  considered  “stupid”  by  his 
teachers.  Joe,  a widower  in  the 
true  sense,  passes  his  time  by 
engaging  in  “insider”  get  rich 
quick  schemes  with  young  bright- 
eyed Oscar  in  tow. 

1 admit,  due  to  her  portrayals 
as  whinnier-than-thou  characters 
in  The  Wedding  Date  and  Miss 
Pettigrew  Lives  For  A Day,  I 
misunderstood  Adams’  wide- 
eyed  gaze  as  amateur,  rather  than 
sincere.  However,  it  took  the  raw 
writing  talent  of  Holley  to  give 
Adams  this  role  for  me  to  warm 
up  to  the  actress.  Nothing  about 
her  performance  is  contrived  or 


unrelatable,  on  the  contrary,  I 
found  myself  breaking  into  pieces 
over  her  character’s  dilemma. 
Throughout  the  film's  91  minute 
span,  you  see  a transformation 
in  Adams’  characters  that  is 
something  truly  special  to  behold. 
One  of  the  most  brutally  honest 
moments  of  the  film  is  when 
Rose  realizes  that  Mac  is  never 
going  to  leave  his  wife,  leaving 
her  to  confess;  “There’s  not  a lot 
that  I am  good  at.  But  I’m  good 
at  getting  guys  to  want  me.  Not 
date  me,  or  marry  me,  but  want 
me.”  It’s  raw  acting  in  its  finest 
and  it  really  is  a tribute  to  how  far 
Adams’  craft  has  come. 

The  true  testament  of  this 
film  is  seen  through  the  sisterly 
dynamic  of  Adams  and  Blunt.  The 
chemistry  and  even  the  uncanny 
family  resemblance  is  undeniable 
between  the  two  actresses.  The 
thin  thread  that  haphazardly 
keeps  the  sisters  together  is  the 
death  of  their  mother,  the  damage 
of  the  event  still  echoing  to  their 
adulthood.  Blunt  as  Norah  is 
non-conforming,  chain  smoking, 
and  all  together  quite  damaged, 
but  still,  there  is  an  honesty  about 
her  that  resonates  to  audiences. 

It’s  refreshing  to  see  Blunt  in 
a role  that  isn’t  as  straight  laced 
as  her  previous  roles  in  The 
Devil  Wears  Prada,  The  Jane 
Austen  Book  Club  and  Dan  In 
Real  Life.  In  fact,  she’s  the  total 
opposite!  The  basis  of  the  sister’s 
relationship  is  that  Norah  screws 
up,  and  Rose  fixes  it  - a fact 
that  is  challenged  throughout  the 
conquests  of  the  film. 

For  those  who  are  looking 
to  walk  away  from  the  theater 
with  the  same  swirly-stomach 
feeling  they  got  from  Little 
Miss  Sunshine,  you  may  be 
disappointed.  Although  this  film 
isn’t  as  uplifting  as  Greg  Kinnear 
and  Abigail  Breslin  dancing  to 
“Super  Freak,"  it  still  is  something 
to  give  consideration  to.  Through 
the  strong  performances  of 
the  title  characters.  Sunshine 
Cleaning  does  not  give  the 
traditional  cookie-cutter  ending, 
but  what  it  does  do  is  assure  you 
that  no  matter  how  dysfunctional 
a family  is,  they  are  still  going  to 
be  there  for  each  other  in  the  end.

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The  final  Joliet  Junior 
College  theatre  production 
of  the  theatre  season,  "The 
Rimers  of  Eldritch,"  will  be 
presented  in  four  performances 
Apr.  23-26  in  the  Fine  Arts 
Theatre  which  is  located  in  K 
building  on  main  campus. 

The  play,  an  

off-Broad  way 
production  written 
by  Pulitzer  Prize 
winner  Lanford 
Wilson  in  1966, 
deals  with  a murder 

in  a small  town  and 

the  fallout  among 
the  town’s  residents.  It 
features  mature  language  and 
thematic  elements  that  may 
be  unsuitable  for  a younger 
audience. 

Performances  will  be  held 
on  Thursday,  Friday  and 
Saturday  at  8 p.m.,  while  the 
Sunday  performance  will  be 
held  at  2 p.m.  Tickets  will  be 
$8  to  the  general  public,  S5 
for  JJC  faculty,  senior  citizens 
and  non-JJC  students,  and  S3 
for  JJC  students. 

This  will  be  the  first  time 
the  play  has  been  performed  at 
JJC,  but  it's  the  second  time  for 
the  director  of  the  production. 
Clay  Kirkland,  who  directed 
the  play  before  when  he  was 
teaching  at  Louisiana  State 


University  of  Alexandria  15  years 
ago. 

Despite  its  seemingly  simple 
plotline  on  paper,  the  play  is 
more  about  the  residents  of  this 
dying  Midwestern  town,  which 
is  What  made  the  play  appeal  to 
Kirkland. 

“It  presents  a collection  of 
characters,  and  it  turns  out  that 
really  none  of  them  are  who  they

seem  to  be  on  the  surface,"  said 
Kirkland.  “Rimers  looks  at  the 
darker  side  of  small  town  life.” 

The  story  is  also  told  in  a very 
unconventional  manner,  with 
almost  the  entire  cast  on  stage  the 
entire  time  in  their  own  mini-sets 
and  a unique  time  structure. 

“There  are  flashbacks,  there 
are  flash-forwards,  time  is  very 
fluid,"  said  Kirkland.  “If  you 
don’t  pay  close  attention,  you  will 
get  so  lost." 

The  play  has  a vast  ensemble, 
with  seventeen  characters,  none 
of  which  are  minor  roles.  The 
cast  is  made  up  of  a wide  variety 
of  actors,  from  JJC  students 
to  community  actors  and  even 
another  JJC  theatre  director,  Zach 
Bloomfield,  who  plays  Skelly,  the 


town's  Peeping  Tom. 

“It’s  really  nice  working  with 
Kirkland  because  it  gives  me  a 
chance  to  interact  with  students 
in  the  play,  and  to  learn,  frankly," 
said  Bloomfield.  “It’s  nice  to 
have  someone  helping  you  leam, 
instead  of  helping  others  learn, 
which  is  good.” 

JJC  students  that  are  in  the  play 
are  excited  by  the  production  and 
undaunted  by  the  play’s 
ambitious  structure  and 
dark  subject. 

“1  enjoy  all  of  the 
different  aspects  of 
each  character  that 
develops,”  said  student 

and  Joliet  resident 

David  Laurich,  who 
plays  the  crooked  judge/preacher 
of  the  town.  “Each  one  has  their 
own  infallibilities,  and  their 
different  vices  that  they’re  trying 
to  overcome.  Each  one  has  a 
different  point  of  view.  This 
town  is  more  or  less  dying  from 
the  inside  and  I enjoy  how  every 
character  is  kind  of  killing  it  off.”

Grisham's  'Associate'  a disappointment 


John  Grisham,  the  New  York 
Times  bestselling  novelist, 
probably  best  known  for 
his  “Skipping  Christmas,”  which 
was  turned  into  the  2005  movie 
starring  Jamie  Lee  Curtis  and  Tim 
Allen  Christmas  with  the  Kranks , 
just  came  out  with  his  20th  novel. 
"The  Associate,”  which  soon  hit 
n the  New  York  Times 


It  was  one  of  those  books  that 
even  though  it  is  374  pages  long, 
it  could  easily  get  cut  down  to  a 
100  minute  movie  without  losing 
much  detail. 

The  novel  I felt  was  really 
slow-moving,  nearly  having  me 
asleep  at  some  points  and  making 
me  want  to  skip  to  the  last  chapter 
to  see  what  happened.  It  really 
lacked  activity  and  seemed  to 
focus  so  much  on  detail,  I almost

The  book  starts  out  with 
Kyle  McAvoy  in  his  final 
semester  of  law  school 
with  all  going  well.

I will  however,  give  the  author 
credit  for  the  original  ending. 
At  first  it  seemed  like  an  ending 
that  lacked  true  closure,  but  after 
contemplating  it,  the  ending  really 
did  work  with  the  book.

The  wife,  Laura,  encourages  her  husband  to  flirt  with  a 
local  celebrity  to  help  Laura  write  and  promote  a romance  novel.  A 
tangle  of  affairs  and  manipulation  ensues,  with  humor  and  wit  from 
Hamilton  along  the  way. 
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In  their  nine  year  run  as  a 
group,  The  Decemberists 
have  never  shied  from  a 
challenge  in  creating  their  diverse 
and  innovative  sound.  With  noted 
influences  like  Camera  Obscura 
and  Death  Cab  for  Cutie,  the 
Portland,  Ore.  quintet  always  has 
a surprise  up  their  sleeves  for  fans, 
and  their  fifth  studio  album  The 
Hazards  of  Love  is  no  exception. 

The  concept  for  the  album 
began  with  leading  man  singer/ 
songwriter  Colin  Meloy’s 
fascination  with  British  folk 
singer  Anne  Brigg’s  1966  EP’The 
Hazards  of  Love,"  according  to 
Rolling  Stone.  Because  of  a lack 
of  a title  track  on  the  EP,  Meloy 
was  determined  to  pen  one. 

From  there,  the  concept 
blossomed  into  a full  blown 
twisting  narrative  that  would  do 
Lewis  Carroll  proud.  Recorded 
in  a similar  vein  to  Pink  Floyd’s 
masterwork  Echoes,  Hazards 
tells  the  story  of  the  tortured  soul 
Margaret; 


her  lover  William;  the  Forest 
Queen;  and  a pitiless  rake 
narrating  the  tale.  An  ensemble 
borrowing  vocals  from  Jim  James 
of  My  Morning  Jacket,  Robyn 
Hitchcock  and  Rebecca  Gates  of 
The  Spinanes  complete  the  cast  of 
characters. 

It  is  not  until  1:34  of  the 
"Prelude"  track  that  you  are 
finally  invited  to  a sound  other 
than  a constant  drone.  From  there, 
organ-like  chords  are  layered  and 
crescendo  into  “The  Hazards  of 
Love  1,”  truly  introducing  the 
listener  to  what  they  will  come  to 
realize  as  an  epic  tale  of  romance, 
deceit  and  adventure.  Much  like 
the  group’s

of  Love  1 " where  she  falls  in 
love  with  a mythical  shape- 
shifting  creature.  From 
there,  her  conquests  continue 
when  she  retreats  to  the 
forest,  known  as  the  Taiga 
in  the  third  track  “A  Bower 
Scene,"  which  emipts  in 
harrowing  guitar  riffs. 
Leading  into  the  next  track 


“Won’t  Wait  for  Love  (Margaret 
in  Taiga)”  where  Margaret  calls 
out  to  her  lover  William  singing 
“And  all.  this  stirring  inside  my 
belly  won’t  quell  my  want  for 
love.” 

Although  Stark  makes  a 
notable  addition  to  the  album, 
in  the  track  "Isn’t  It  A Lovely 
Night”  solely,  Stark’s  vocals 
in  harmony  with  Meloy’s  pure 
sound  is  offsetting.  Stark’s 
breathiness  shies  in  comparison 
to  her  female  counterpart  Worden 
on  the  album.  Although  I couldn’t 
directly  compare  this  to  the  awful 
coupling  of  Snow  Patrol  and 
Martha  Wainwright  on  Eyes  Open, 

it  wouldn’t  be 

a stretch  to 
imagine. 

In  my  opinion, 
the  best  track 
of  the  album  is 
“The  Wanting 
Comes  in 
Waves/Repaid,” 
a mother/ 
son  narrative 
between 

William  and 

the  Queen.  William,  voiced  by 
Meloy,  is  pleading  to  the  queen 
for  his  freedom  for  just  one  night. 
The  musical  accompaniment  for 
William’s  plea  echoes  the  sounds 
of  Rogue  Wave,  whereas  the 
Queen’s  backlash  has  the  fury 
and  bass  line  of  a White  Stripes 
anthem. 

The  Queen,  voiced  by  Shara 
Worden  of  My  Brightest  Diamond, 
is  full  of  a savage  ferocity  when 
she  sings  “From  cancer  I cradled 


estl  Next  time,  bring  directions,  kids. 

you,  and  now,  this  is  how  I am 
repaid?"  Worden’s  vocals  are 
haunting  as  she  channels  an 
early  Janis  Joplin  in  her  wailing 
crescendo. 

One  of  the  surprises  of  the 
album  is  “The  Rake’s  Song,” 
which  although  sounds  quite 
mercifully  cheerful  like  any  other 
Decemberist  track,  is  one  of  the 
most  unnerving  stories  of  The 
Hazards  of  Love,  telling  the  tale 
of  a man,  once  a happily  married 
man,  now  a widower  after  the 
death  of  his  wife  due  to  child 
birth,  leaving  him  to  care  for  their 
three  children  in  the  process. 

Where  most  men  would  bury 
themselves  in  their  grief,  the  man, 
which  comes  to  be  known  as  the 
narrator  for  the  album,  wishes  to 
rid  himself  of  the  “burden"  and 
plot  his  children’s  deaths.  It’s 
haunting,  but  somehow,  someway, 
still  upbeat  in  Meloy’s  melodic 
cannon  of  singing  "alright,  alright. 


alright.”  Is  it  "alright"  to  sacrifice 
your  children?  Probably  not,  but 
to  hear  it  from  The  Decemberists, 
the  morbid  becomes,  dare  I say, 
cheerful? 

Overall,  this  album  is  not  only 
a testament  of  Meloy’s  lyrical 
talents,  but  a shining  example 
of  how  talented  these  musicians 
are.  In  The  Hazards  of  Love,  The 
Decemberists  easily  intertwine 
influences  from  the  entire  musical 
spectrum  from  folk,  to  metal,  to 
even  classical,  and  the  finished 
product  truly  speaks  for  itself. 

I caution  you  now;  this  is  not 
an  album  that  you  listen  to  in 
pieces.  If  you  want  to  get  the  full 
experience  of  The  Hazards  of 
Love , I suggest  you  allot  the  time 
for  this  1 7-track  masterpiece, 
you  will  not  be  disappointed.

Isn’t  it  Bromantic? 

An  interview  with  the  stars  of  the  new  film  I Love  You,  Man 


Comedic  actors  Paul 
Rudd  and  Jason  Segel 
look  longingly  at  each 
other  atop  the  housing  complex 
of  Columbia  College  in  Chicago, 
trying  to  avoid  speaking  over 
each  other  only  to  jumble  and 
clutter  the  conversation  with  “No, 
you  go  first”  and  “You  go  ahead” 
and  sighs  of  admiration. 

After  the  playful  eye- 
lovemaking, Rudd  leads. 

“I  know  that  I had  a great  time 
working  with  Jason,”  he  said.  “It 
was  the  third  comedy  we  had, 
but  we’ve  known  each  other  for 
a while.  I mean,  look  at  this  guy, 
it’s  hard  not  to  fall  in  love  with 
him.” 

And  that’s  the  way  things  go 
for  the  two,  the  stars  of  1 Love 
You,  Man , a film  about  the  new 

fascination  of  

the“bromance,” 
a relationship 
of  two  straight 
men  bonding  in 
“man-dates.” 

Rudd  plays 
Peter  Klaven,  a 
successful  real 
estate  agent  who 
gets  engaged 
to  Zoey  (Rashida  Jones).  Only 
problem  is  that  he  has  no  true  guy 
friends  to  stand  as  his  best  man. 
Going  on  several  unsuccessful 
“man-dates”  and  about  to  give  up, 
Peter  meets  Sydney  Fife  (Segel),  a 
free-spirited  and  uncensored  guy 
with  a fondness  of  Rush  concerts 
and  a penchant  for  letting  his  dog 
poop  on  the  boardwalk. 

Explaining  the  preparation  for 
this  movie  went  awry,  in  typical 
improvised  fashion. 

“We  did  have  a couple  of  hangs, 
we  went  to  the  bar  a couple  of 
times  and  scored  a few  brews,” 
Segel  said. 

“Yup.  We  scored  a couple  of 
bro-steins,”  Rudd  replied. 

This  led  to  the  drinks  referred 
to  as  “bro-mens"  and  then  as 
“bro-menheimer.” 

Rudd’s  ideal  “man-date”  in 
Chicago  would  also  be  quite 
masculine  in  tone. 

“Well,  you  have  to  get  some 
pizza,”  he  said. 

Segel  pondered  the  question: 
deep  dish? 


"It  was  the  first  movie 
I've  ever  done  where 
there  weren't  huge 
plot  movements.  It 
had  to  be  a very  subtly 
crafted  story  about  a 
relationship  and  the 
problems  that  arise."

Rudd  swiftly  jumped  to  the 
Windy  City’s  defense. 

“You  have  to,  it’s  Chicago-style 
pizza,”  Rudd  said.  “You  know 
about  the  big  war  between  New 
York  pizza  and  Chicago  pizza?" 

”Oh  yeah,  there’s  a huge 
schism,”  Segel  responded. 

Rudd  continued:  “I’d  run  and 
get  some  Chicago-style  pizza 
and  I’d  want  to  take  in  a game. 
I’d  like  to  walk  through  the  Art 
Institute,  and  I’d  like  to  do  it  with 
Joe  Mantegna." 

But  don’t  let  the  man-chatter 
fool  you:  this  was  more  than  just 
testosterone-fueled  hetero  man- 
love. 

“We  didn’t  want  anybody 
to  think,  ‘Oh,  it’s  a romantic 
comedy,’”  director-writer  John 

Hamburg  said.  “We  just  want  you 
to  be  like,  oh,  you’re  watching  a 
story  of  two  friends.” 

Segel  was  also 

keen  to  giving 
Hamburg  just  as 
much  credit  as  the 
cast. 

“I  think  it’s  a real 
testament  to  John’s 
directing  ability  .as 
well,”  Segel  said. 
“It  was  the  first 

movie  I’ve  ever 
done  where  there  weren’t  huge 
plot  movements.  It  had  to  be  a 
very  subtly  crafted  story  about  a 
relationship  and  the  problems  that 
arise.  John  just  nailed  it.” 

Rudd  and  Segel  also  don't 
consider  themselves  the  new 

legends  of  comedy  that  Vanity 
Fair  magazine  proudly  proclaims 
on  the  cover  of  the  April  issue. 

“I  think  a ‘new  legend'  is  an 
oxymoron,”  Rudd  said.  “I  think 
we’re  more  of  the  John  Legends 
of  comedy.” 

Segel  was  quick  to  note  more 
than  just  the  yuks  produced  by 
him,  Rudd,  Jonah  Hill  and  Seth 
Rogen  in  tum-of-the-century 
men’s  bathing  suits  with  barrels 
around  their  waists. 

"Has  Paul  ever  looked  better 
than  in  that  photo?”  Segel  said. 
“And  maybe  it’s  the  context.  It’s 
hot  exactly  Paul  Rudd  and  Tyson 
Beckford.  You  walk  away  from 
that  photo  thinking  ‘Wow,  Paul 
Rudd  is  incredibly  handsome.’”

The  Joliet  Junior  College 
women’s  softball  team  won  their 
first  conference  game  of  the  sea- 
son in  a doubleheader  split  against 
Rock  Valley  Community  College 
on  Apr.  4.  They  lost  the  opener  7- 
6,  but  won  the  second  game  5-4.

Kayla  Hedrick,  Kat  Marren, 
Kim  Breakcy  and  Jill  Englehart 
each  had  2 hits  in  Game  2.  Keli 
Dockstader  had  3 RBIs  and  Lexi 
Binion  added  an  RBI.

The  Lady  Wolves  picked  up 
their  first  win  of  the  season  against

Breakey  homered,  one  of 
her  two  hits,  while  Sarah  Kessler 
doubled  among  her  two  hits  with 
an  RBI.

JJC  has  struggled  since  the 
beginning  of  the  season  and  the 
spring  trip  to  Tennessee  didn’t 
help  their  cause.

The  team  was  outmatched 
against  each  opponent  and  lost  all 
their  games,  one  by  as  many  as  22 
runs.  The  main  difficulty  for  JJC 


has  been  that  most  of  the  teams 
that  they  played  in  Tennessee  had 
more  experience. 

The  Lady  Wolves  only  have 
11  current  players  on  their  ros- 
ter with  six  of  them  playing  in 
their  first  season  of  college  level 
softball.  The  team  has  also  been 
plagued  by  losing  players  to  ineli- 
gibility and  injuries. 

Head  coach  Emily  Marino  is 
in  her  fourth  season  at  the  helm 
of  the  Lady  Wolves  and  is  seeing 
improvement  in  her  team. 

“We  have  struggled  making 
the  routine  plays  but  our  last  few 
games  we  have  shown  tremen- 
dous improvement,”  said  Marino. 
“Our  biggest  struggle  has  been 
trying  to  maintain  a positive  at- 
titude especially  when  things  are 
not  going  our  way." 

In  a recent  game  against  Sauk 
Valley  Community  College  the 
Lady  Wolves  came  within  one 
run  and  only  lost  the  game  4-3. 
A few  days  later  the  team  lost  to 
the  College  of  DuPage  by  only 
three  runs.  The  Lady  Wolves  are 
getting  better  and  are  focused  on 
getting  their  first  win  as  soon  as 
possible. 

Two  players  that  have  been 
influential  in  the  improvements 
of  the  team  have  been  sophomore 
Sarah  Kessler  who  has  a .270  bat- 
ting average,  and  freshman  Kait- 
lyn Harlow  who  has  a 3.05  ERA. 

JJC  will  need  improvements 
from  all  their  players  if  they 
would  like  to  be  successful  in  the 
N4C  Conference  this  season. 

“I  believe  this  team  will  turn 
things  around  and  finish  strong,” 
said  Marino.

The  Joliet  Junior  college 
men's  baseball  team  has  flirted 
with  a no-hitter  three  times  so 
far  this  season.  The  latest  was  on 
Apr.  4 against  Rock  Valley  Com- 
munity College. 

Wolves  pitcher  Ryan  Bethard 
pitched  a 1 -hitter  in  the  Wolves’ 
5-0  N4C  victory  over  Rock  Val- 
ley in  the  opener. 

Bethard.  who  struck  out  five 
and  stranded  a walk,  took  a per- 
fect game  into  the  sixth  and  the 
no-hitter  into  the  seventh.  It  was 
the  third  time  a JJC  pitcher  has 
lost  a no-hitter  after  6 innings. 

Minooka’s  Jon  VanAsdlen, 
Plainfield  Central’s  Tim  Mey- 
er and  Romeoville’s  Ernesto 
Irizarry  each  singled  twice  for 
JJC.  Sophomore  outfielder  Alex 
McCluskey  hit  a solo  home  run, 
his  second  of  the  year. 

In  game  two,  JJC  fell  5-2. 
Bryan  Johnson  took  the  loss,  giv- 
ing up  1 1 hits  and  three  earned 
runs  in  6.  1 innings.  He  struck 
out  five.  Meyer  singled  twice  and 
Tyler  Thompson  had  a pair  of  sin- 
gles with  two  RBIs. 

The  Wolves  are  home  from 
the  spring  trip  and  eager  to  con- 
tinue their  successful  season.  Ev- 
ery spring  JJC  makes  a trip  south 
to  play  teams  from  Tennessee. 

The  games  started  during 
mid  March  and  against  the  junior 
colleges  from  Tennessee,  JJC 
struggled  and  ended  up  with  a 0- 


5 record.  However,  after  leaving 
Tennessee,  JJC  headed  to  St.  Lou- 
is and  stopped  at  another  school 
along  the  way  and  ended  their  trip 
with  a 4-5  record. 

On  Mar.  24  JJC  ran  into,  a 
tough  opponent  in  Kankakee  CC. 
The  Wolves  didn’t  get  off  to  a fast 
start  and  gave  up  three  early  runs. 
The  game  eventually  ended  in  a 
5-0  loss  for  JJC. 

“If  we  spot  some  runs  to  the 
other  team  early  in  the  game  we’re 
going  to  be  in  trouble,”  said  head 
coach  Wayne  King.  “I  don’t  know

or  four  runs.  We  haven’t  been 
able  to  do  it  yet.” 

JJC  has  rebounded  very  well 
since  the  loss  to  Kankakee.  Their 
current  record  sits  at  13-8,  1-1  in 
the  N4C  and  they  are  currently 
ranked  6th  in  the  NJCAA  polls. 

The  Wolves  are  starting  to 
heat  up  and  on  Apr.  1 they  re- 
corded a big  win  over  Olive-Har- 
vey  College  by  a score  of  13-1. 
Freshman  pitcher  Zach  Petrick 
was  very  instrumental  in  the  win. 
Through  five  innings  he  had  not 
given  up  a hit,  had  eight  strike- 
outs and  only  had  one  walk. 

Despite  the  possibility  of  a no 


hitter,  the  JJC  coaching  staff  had 
to  pull  him  out  because  of  a pre- 
determined amount  of  innings 
that  he  was  going  to  pitch.  King 
wants  to  keep  Petrick  fresh  for  the 
upcoming  conference  games  that 
the  team  has  on  their  schedule. 

The  next  day  the  Wolves  also 
disposed  of  a pesky  Morton  Col- 
lege team  5-3.  JJC  jumped  out 
to  an  early  3-0  lead  but  Morton 
came  back  and  tied  it  up  at  three 
in  the  sixth  inning.  The  Wolves 
were  able  to  bounce  back  in  the 
bottom  of  the  seventh  with  two 
more  runs  which  ended  up  being 
the  winning  runs.' 

Sophomore  Andrew  Trepel 
from  Minooka  had  three  hits  and 
an  RBI  in  the  game  and  fresh- 
man Jim  Glasgow  from  Plain- 
field  South  also  added  three  hits 
with  two  RBIs. 

Freshman  Edgar  Silva  was 
the  starting  pitcher  and  he  gave 
up  three  runs  in  six  innings  of 
work.  Sophomore  Steve  Styck 
came  in  for  relief  and  shut  down 
Morton's  bats.  Styck  recorded 
four  strikeouts  and  didn’t  give  up 
a hit  in  his  three  innings  of  work 
in  which  he  got  the  win. 

“We’re  starting  to  swing  the 
bats  better  and  we  are  starting  to 
move  forward  as  a team,”  said 
King.

A Look  at  Lavender 


Around  1652  C.E., 

Culpeper  said  of 
lavender,  “This  so 
well  known,  being  an  inhabitant 
in  almost  every  garden,  that  it 
needeth  no  description.”  So, 
2,500  years  since  our  love  affair 
with  lavender  began,  what  is  it 
about  lavender  that  keeps  it  a 
perennial  favorite?  Considering 
the  plant  for  a moment  reveals  the 
source  of  our  enchantment.  Its 
silvery  green  foliage  sends  out 
gracefully  nodding  spires  of 
florets  anywhere  from  a pale  lilac 
to  a deep  violet  in  color. 

Give  the  plant  a shake  or 
pinch  to  release  its  unmistakable 
heady  aroma.  This  alone  ensures 
its  presence  in  my  garden!  Add 
to  this  its  use  as  a fragrant 
spice  and  its  long-standing 
reputation  for  healing  and  the 
reason  for  its  popularity  is  clear. 
The  use  of  lavender  is  thought 
to  have  begun  with  the  ancient 
Egyptians  who  used  it  for 
embalming,  cosmetics  and 
perfumes. 

The  ancient  Romans  used 
lavender  extensively,  both 
medicinally  and  as  an  antiseptic 
and  antibacterial  in  bathing  and 
washing.  This 
is  where  the 
name  lavender  is 
believed  to  have 
come  from,  the 
Latin  lavare— to 
wash.  The  first 
written  record  of 
the  herb’s  healing 
abilities  was 
recorded  around 
77  C.E.  in  De  ‘ 

Materia  Medica,  written  by  the 
Greek  physican,  Dioscorides.  He 
writes  that  lavender,  when  taken 
internally,  relieves  indigestion, 
headaches  and  sore  throats. 

He  also  notes  that  lavender 
applied  to  the  skin  cleanses 
and  heals  wounds,  bums  and 
skin  aliments,  something  that 
it  is  still  used  for  to  this  day. 
Lavender  was  used  during 
The  Great  Plague  in  17th 
century  London.  It  served  as 
an  antibacterial  as  well  as  an 
effective  insect  repellent,  as  fleas 
were  partly  responsible  for  the 
transmitting  of  the  disease. 

It  was  also  used  to  treat 
wounded  soldiers  during  WWI 
when  medicine  and  supplies  were 
scarce.  One  of  my  favorite  women 
of  history,  Queen  Elizabeth  I, 
adored  lavender  and  swore  by 
its  medicinal  properties.  Even 
in  the  sometimes  harsh  climate 
of  England,  she  demanded 
fresh  lavender  every  day! 
Perhaps  the  oldest  and  best  loved 
of  the  lavenders  is  Lavandula 
angustifolia  (formerly  L. 
officinalis)  and  also  known  as  L. 
vera. 

This  species  is  often  called 
English  lavender  as  it  was 
grown  at  the  center  of  lavender 
production  in  Mitcham,  England 
beginning  around  1568  C.E.  The 
oil  of  L.angustifolia  is  considered 
the  best  and  of  the  highest  quality. 
L.  la  t folia  and  L.  spiea  are  often 
called  spike  lavender.  This  plant

is  coarser  with  broader  leaves 
than  L.  angustifolia. 

It  produces  three  times 
the  amount  of  oil,  although 
of  a lesser  quality.  It  is 
sometimes  listed  as  “spike  oil.” 
L.  stoeclias  is  commonly  referred 
to  as  French  lavender.  It  is  a very 
attractive  shrub  that  produces  a 
flower  with  a terminal  butterfly- 
like bract.  This  species  is  likely 
the  lavender  that  the  ancient 
Romans  used. 

Another  species  that  is  also 
called  French  lavender  is  L. 
dentate , which  is  grown  more  for 
its  extensive  bloom  period  than  for 
its  lesser  quality  oil  or  fragrance. 
You  can  see  the  importance  of 
knowing  the  plant’s  Latin  name, 
since  many  different  species 
may  share  a common  name. 
Lavandula  x intermedia  (or 
“lavendin”)  is  a group  of  hybrid 
lavenders  that  are  common  in 
commercial  use.  The  cultivar 
‘Provence’  has  become  popular 
for  culinary  use  as  it’s  lower 
camphor  and  resin  content 
results  in  a lighter  flavor  than 
the  traditionally  preferred  L. 
angustifolia. 

There  are  many  delicious  uses 

of  lavender,  both 

in  sweets  such  as 
cookies,  scones  and 
ice  cream  as  well  as 
savory  dishes  such 
as  chicken,  beef  or 
roasted  potatoes 
(think  herbs  de 
Provence).  You 
can  even  make 
your  own  lavender 
sugar  by  adding  two 
tablespoons  of  fine  ground  dried 
lavender  to  one  cup  white  sugar 
in  a sealed  container. 

Let  the  mixture  sit  for  a few 
weeks,  shaking  it  occasionally  and 
presto,  your  own  lavender  sugar 
to  use  wherever  you’d  use  regular 
sugar,  but  buyer,  beware!  Only  use 
pesticide- free  plants,  organically 
grown  whenever  possible. 
This  goes  for  essential  oil  too, 
especially  if  you  plan  on  ingesting 
it  and  better  yet,  grow  your  own! 
Lavender  is  an  easy  herb  to 
grow,  provided  a few  conditions 
are  met:  exposure  to  the  sun  and 
well-drained  soil. 

Like  most  herbs,  full  sun 
develops  those  delectable  oils 
but  many  varieties  will  withstand 
some  shade.  The  biggest  killers 
of  lavender  arc  the  root  rotting 
diseases  caused  by  poor  drainage. 
For  our  heavy  clay  soil,  it’s 
best  to  mix  in  some  sand  and 
organic  material  to  promote  soil 
aeration.  Lavender  is  beautiful 
in  mass  or  as  a walkway  border 
where  it  can  release  its  fragrance 
as  people  brush  by.  For  container 
gardening,  try  planting  in  a large 
terracotta  pot—  the  color  contrast 
is  striking! 

There  is  far  more  lavender 
history,  lore  and  uses  than  could 
possible  fit  in  this  column.  If  you 
haven’t  already  grow  or  purchase 
lavender  plants  and/or  oils  and 
enlighten  yourself  to  the  many 
possibilities  of  this  gift  from 
nature.

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A 'Late  Night' 
lesson  on  comedy 

A former  JJC  student  interns 
with  Letterman  and  Colbert

In  July  of  2007,  my  mother 
and  I became  obsessed 
with  the  HBO  series  Six 
Feel  Under.  As  we  were  curled 
up  on  the  couch  watching  the 
final  episode,  we  witnessed  one 
character  question  another's 
future  plans.  “Move  to  New  York 
without  a job?’’  Nate  Fisher  asked 
his  sister.  “Are  you  crazy?” 

My  mom  and  1 turned  to  one 
another  and  laughed,  but  it  wasn’t 
funny.  The  next  day  1 was  moving 
to  New  York,  without  a job.  Yes, 
I was  crazy. 

I ended  up  being  pretty  lucky. 
Within  a few  weeks  of  relocating, 
1 landed  a job  as  a page  (think 
Kenneth  from  30  Rock)  at  the  Late 
Show  with  David  Letterman. 

Having  grown  up  on  the 
Indiana  man’s  sarcastic  remarks 
and  extremely  dry  humor,  being 
employed  by  his  production 
company  was  essentially  the 
biggest  thrill  of  my  life. 

Although  I’d  always  known  I 
wanted  to  go  into  television.  I’d 
never  witnessed  the  makings  of  a 
show  firsthand.  As 
a page  1 dealt  more 
with  the  audience 
than  with  any  other 
area  of  the  show, 
yet  being  able  to 
observe  it  daily 
was  an  invaluable 
experience. 

My  page  position 
at  Letterman 
only  for  a year, 
although  I was  able 
to  stretch  it  a bit 
further  thanks  to 
the  2007  writer’s 
strike.  I never  took 
part  in  an  internship 
while  in  college 
and  figured  it  was 
an  integral  part  of 
one’s  television 
career. 

A Letterman  colleague  passed 
my  resume  along  to  the  internship 
coordinator  at  The  Colbert  Report 
and  my  internship  began  on  Jan, 

5. 

Although  there  is  an  obvious 
financial  setback,  1 am  learning 
more  about  the  creative  process 
than  I did  at  Letterman.  The  two 
experiences  combined  had  created 
a solid  foundation  for  what  I hope 
to  be  a successful  future  in  the 
television  industry. 

While  Letterman 's  guests 
surpass  Colbert’s  in  terms  of 
celebrity,  as  an  intern  I am  able 
to  actually  greet  and  converse 
with  Stephen’s  guests,  which  is 
fascinating. 

Lelterman’s  taping  was  an 
hour,  whereas  The  Colbert 
Report  is  thirty  minutes  in  length. 
However,  just  as  much  work  goes 
into  the  half  hour  program. 

Stephen  rehearses  in  full 
costume  and  makeup,  two 
things  Letterman  didn’t  do 


when  rehearsing.  I gather  their 
rehearsals  have  many  purposes: 
to  test  out  that  night's  bits  on 
interns  and  staff,  for  Stephen  to 
practice  reading  that  night's  script 
from  the  teleprompter,  and  for  the 
camera  and  control  room  crew  to 
practice  filming  for  that  evening. 
After  rehearsal,  Stephen  and  the 
execs  go  into  rewrites; 

In  fact,  the  studio  floor  has  a 
special  room  for  rewrites.  It  is 
because  of  the.  rewrite  process 
that  the  show  tapes  at  slightly 
different  times  each  evening. 

I honestly  believe  the  rewrites 
are  essential  to  the  Report. 
Changing  small  things  that  didn't 
work  in  rehearsal  creates  a tighter, 
funnier  show  in  the  end. 

Letterman  didn’t  do  rewrites 
and  now  I think  it  may  have 
hurt  the  show.  I am  able  to  leam 
an  • immense  amount  about  the 
television  industry  simply  by 
comparing  my  experiences  at 
two  different  late  night  comedy 
programs. 

I was  fortunate  enough  to 
be  able  to  relocate 
New  York  in 
order  to  pursue  my 
dream  of  working  in 
television.  Even  if  a 
cross-country  move 
isn’t  in  one’s  future, 
however,  they  can 
still  progress  forward 
in  their  career  goals. 

Simply  by  getting 
involved  at  local 
television  stations, 
one  can  leam  the  ins 
and  outs  of  television 
programming. 

I also  read  the 
trade  papers  - mainly 
Variety  and  The 
Hollywood  Reporter 
everyday  and  have 
since  college. 

By  reading  magazines  or  blogs 
related  to  one’s  chosen  career, 
I think  one  can  gain  a solid 
understanding  of  the  ins  and  outs 
of  any 'industry. 

Working  for  free  can  also  help 
to  move  forward  in  one’s  preferred 
industry.  Although  my  internship 
at  The  Colbert  Report  is  unpaid, 
the  experience  has  taught  me 
a great  deal  about  producing  a 
successful  comedy  show. 

Partaking  in  an  unpaid 
internship  shows  potential 
employers  how  committed  you 
are  to  your  craft  and  that  you  are 
dedicated  to  continually  learning 
about  your  chosen  career. 

It  certainly  isn’t  necessary  to 
move  from  Joliet,  111.  to  New 
York  to  pursue  a career  in  the 
entertainment  industry. 

I am  happy  that  I did,  but  I also 
know  it  is  possible  to  attain  success 
without  relocating.  By  studying 
the  ins  and  outs  of  one’s  chosen 
profession,  and  by  working  hard, 
anything  is  possible.

JJC  participates  in  controlled  bum 
to  preserve  plant  life  on  campus 


Joliet  Junior  College  par- 
ticipated in  a controlled  bum  on 
March  16,  which  is  a recurring 
event  on  campus.  The  prairie  was 
burned  in  an  effort  to  regenerate 
desirable  native  plant-life,  killing 
the  invasive  species  to  make  way 
for  prosperous  new  growth. 

“Depending  on  the  condition 
of  the  prairie,  a bum  is  usually 
needed  every  year  or  two,”  said 
Andy  Neill,  a professor  on  cam- 
pus who  oversees  JJC’s  wildlife 

“Conducting  regular  pre- 
scribed bums  on  JJC’s  prairie  and 
woodlands  promotes  the  healthy 
vigorous  growth  of  native  plants 
while  forcing  back  exotic  non-na- 
tive plants,”  said  Neill.  “This  then 
becomes  a more  attractive  habitat 
for  native  animals.” 

Timing  is  essential  to  the 
restoration  process,  according  to 
Neill.  With  spring  approaching 
soon,  it  was  important  to  accom- 
plish the  bum  and  re-seeding  of 
the  prairie  in  time  for  the  growing 
season. 

Before  settlement,  Illinois 
was  composed  of  over  22  million 
acres ' of  prairie.  Unfortunately, 
only  2,300  acres  of  that  prairie 


remain  today  due  to  suburban 
spread,  agriculture  plowing  and 
improper  overgrazing 

To  give  this  some  perspec- 
tive, only  less  than  0.01  percent 
of  Illinois's  entire  acreage  is  prai- 
rie and  JJC  is  privileged  enough 
to  have  its  very  own  prairie  on 
campus  for  all  students  to  enjoy 
and  study. 

At  first  glance,  and  to  an  un- 
educated eye,  the  prairie  might 
seem  like  an  untamed  field  of 
weeds.  In  actuality,  the  prairie  is  a 
growing  ecosystem  that  provides 
a home  for  many  rare  plants  and 
animals  seen  nowhere  else  on  the 
planet. 

If  left  unprotected,  future 
generations  of  students  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  study  the  history 
of  their  land  firsthand  and  the  tall 
grass  prairies  of  Illinois  may  go 
the  way  of  the  dinosaur. 

“JJC’s  prairie  restoration  is  a 
small  but  significant  way  to  con- 
serve rare  native  plant  and  animal 
communities  and  demonstrate  the 
fundamental'  cutting-edge  tech- 
niques of  habitat  restoration  and 
conservation  to  students  and  the 
community,”  said  Neill.  “There 
is  no  other  outdoor  learning  labo- 
ratory like  the  one  at  JJC,  in  the 
world."

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Swine  flu  caution 
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Blasting  your  back 


The  news  has  been  filled 
with  continuing  updates  on  the 
swine  flu  issue  currently  in  the 
process  of  becoming  a potential 
pandemic.  So  what  exactly  is  this 
swine  flu  that  people  are  buzzing 
about,  who’s  at  risk  and  what  can 
we  do  to  not  only  prevent  it,  but 
also  treat  it  if  we  are  unfortunate 
enough  to  come  down  with  it? 

We’re  all  aware  of  the  com- 
mon flu,  but  what  swine  flu,  or 
H1N1  is,  most  people  aren’t  en- 
tirely familiar  with.  Swine  flu  has 
all  of  the  same  symptoms  as  the 
common  flu  we’re  all  used  to  get- 
ting at  one  point  in  our  lives  or 
another. 

The  fever,  cough,  sore  throat, 
body  aches,  headache,  chills  and 
fatigue,  with  occasional  diarrhea 
and  vomiting  are  what  we’re  used 
to  seeing  in  normal  human  flu 
cases.  However,  these  symptoms 
are  also  common  in  those  with 
the  swine  flu,  making  it  more  dif- 
ficult to  recognize  without  further 
testing  and  diagnosis. 

Swine  flu  usually  is  spread 
between  pigs,  and  most  cases  of 
the  swine  flu  in  humans  are  in 
people  who  are  around  pigs  often 
and  work  with  them.  However, 
the  Center  for  Disease  Control 
has  determined  that  this  virus  is 
contagious  and  is  now  beginning 
to  spread  from  human  to  human. 
How  easily  the  virus  is  passed 
from  human  to  human  is  not  cur- 
rently understood. 

The  first  cases  of  this  were  re- 
ported in  late  March  to  early  April 
in  Southern  California  and  near 
San  Antonio,  Texas.  The  cases 
have  recently  spread  to  Kansas, 
New  York  and  Ohio. 

Currently  the  people  who  are 


at  risk  are  those  who  have  trav- 
eled to  Mexico  recently,  and  any- 
one who  has  come  into  contact 
with  those  who  have  either  been 
infected  or  have  been  to  Mexico 
or  any  of  the  reported  states  with 
any  cases  over  the  last  month. 
This  is  not  a case  where  a certain 
age  group  is  susceptible  to  this 
illness,  anyone  can  potentially  be 
at  risk,  especially  if  this  situation 
elevates. 

A good  way  to  prevent  con- 
tracting the  swine  flu  is  to  wash 
your  hands  after  coughing  or 
sneezing,  avoid  touching  your 
eyes,  nose,  or  mouth.  Also,  try  to 
avoid  close  contact  with  sick  peo- 
ple, and  if  you’re  sick  yourself 
try  to  stay  home  and  limit  contact 
with  other  to  prevent  infecting 
others. 

Those  infected  should  be 
considered  potentially  contagious 
for  up  to  seven  days  following  the 
onset  of  the  illness. 

Currently  there  isn’t  a vacci- 
nation developed  for  the  preven- 
tion of  swine  flu,  however,  there 
are  a few  antiviral  drugs  that  can 
be  used  to  treat  swine  flu.  Anti- 
viral drugs  are  prescription  medi- 
cations that  fight  against  the  flu 
virus,  preventing  it  from  repro- 
ducing in  your  body.  The  use  of 
these  drugs  can  make  the  illness 
milder  and  make  you  feel  better 
quicker,  while  potentially  pre- 
venting complications  caused  by 
the  flu. 

There’s  no  need  to  be  highly 
concerned  just  yet,  but  with  news 
regarding  swine  flu  developing  by 
the  day,  there’s  no  telling  when  to 
begin  being  concerned  about  this. 
As  long  as  current  cases  remain 
isolated,  this  could  potentially  be 
put  behind  us  as  just  another  situ- 
ation similar  to  the  avian  flu  scare 
of  2006.

I’ve  noticed  over  the  years 
that  training  the  back  region  is 
often  neglected.  Not  only  is  it 
vital  for  your  training  to 
have  a proportioned  body, 
it’s  healthy  and  also  helps 
to  see  results  in  other  ar- 
eas. When  training  your 
chest  you  should  do  a few 
back  exercises  to  get  that 
whole  region  warmed  up. 

I’ve  seen  a few  bodybuild- 
ers do  sets  of  bent  over 
rows  or  pull  ups  to  warm 
up  the  back  which  corre- 
sponds with  your  chest. 

There  are  many  dif- 
ferent exercises  when  one 
wants  to  grow  a very  thick  and 
cut  up  back.  My  favorite  is  the 
pull  up.  Remember,  correct 
form  is  key.  A lot  of  people  tend 
to  swing  or  not  go  down  all  the 
way,  which  takes  away  from  the 
effect  of  the  exercise.  Instead 


of  using  all  your  back  muscles, 
swinging  and  not  going  full 
length  puts  a lot  of  extra  stress  on 
the  biceps. 

Another  great  exercise  for 
overall  mass  gain  is  the  dead  lift. 
Correct  form  is  VITAL  with  this 
exercise.  If  one  does  it  wrong  or 
uses  too  much  of  their  back;  a 
slipped  disk,  pulled  muscles  and 
other  injures  could  happen.  It’s  a 
compound  movement  which  uses 
a lot  of  different  muscles  to  work 
correctly. 

If  you’re  not  sure  how  to  do  it 
the  right  way,  ask  someone  with 
knowledge  and  they  will  explain 
it  to  you.  Keep  your  eyes  looking

up,  feet  shoulder  width  apart  and 
use  your  legs,  too  many  people 
use  bad  form  and  complain  later 
of  back  pains. 

Dead  lifts  are  not  just  a good 
back  exercise;  they  also  strength- 
en your  whole  “core”  region. 


Further,  it  works  your  legs,  arms, 
shoulders  and  calves.  It's  an  ex- 
cellent overall  exercise  if  done 
correctly.  Another  great  exercise 
is  the  bent  over  barbell  row.  A 
vital  exercise  in  strengthening 
your  traps  and  overall  back,  it’s  a 
mainstay  in  any  back  workout. 

There  really  are  only  3-4 
compound  movements  you  need 
in  order  for  your  back  to  grow; 
pull  ups,  dead  lifts,  bent  over 
rows  and  T-bar  Rows.  T-Bar  is  the 
only  one  in  which  I haven’t  talked 
about  yet.  Simply  put,  you  need  a 
barbell,  a bench  and  a towel. 

Slide  the  towel  under  the 
bench  and  put  barbell  on  towel. 

Add  weight  as  you  go, 
pull  it  towards  your 
chest.  Ask  someone 
at  the  gym  for  a bet- 
ter understanding.  It’s 
a movement  in  which 
you  have  to  have 
someone  who  under- 
stands it  watching,  in 
order  to  see  if  you  are 
doing  it  correctly.  An 
overall  excellent  exer- 
cise, I like  to  use  bent 
over  rows  to  bum  out 
the  muscles,  meaning  I 
like  to  reach  failure  with  this  par- 
ticular exercise.  As  always,  keep 
your  reps  between  6-10  for  every- 
thing but  dead  lifts.  Dead  lifts  are 
such  a rigorous  movement  that 
it’s  only  recommended  to  don  2-4 
reps,  with  34  heavy  sets.

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Three,  Two...  One  Acts 

Student  directors  and  cast  prepare  for  their  opening  night 


The  latest  one-act  festival  by 
the  Joliet  Junior  College  theatre 
director  students  is  set  to  go  on 
May  7 and  8. 

The  production  is  a collection 
of  one  act  plays  put  on  by  students 
of  the  JJC  class.  Theatre  201 
- Principles  of  Directing,  a class 
taught  by  Clay  Kirkland  every 
spring  semester.  This  year  there 
will  be  15  plays,  a number  that’s 
about  double  the  regular  amount 
of  students  in  this  class. 

The  class  has  been 
around  since  the 
1970s  with  a director’s 
showcase,  while  the 
festival  has  been  around 
10  years.  The  festival 
givesauniqueopportunity 
to  the  directing  students 
compared  to  most 
colleges,  according  to 
Kirkland. 

“[In]  some  directing  programs 
you  have  to  take  several  classes 
before  you  actually  get  to  do  a 
show,  so  1 think  it’s  great  that  our 
students  have  that  chance  with 
their  very  first  directing  class.” 

At  the  beginning  of  the 
semester,  the  class  starts  as  more 
textbook-centered,  teaching  the 
students  the  different  directing 
styles,  how  to  do  blocking  on  the 
stage,  process  of  selecting  a script 
and  conducting  auditions,  along 
with  some  directing  exercises. 

Then  about  halfway  into  the 
semester  the  students -will  begin 


the  process  of  putting  on  their  own 
productions,  holding  auditions  for 
their  production  then  going  into 
rehearsal  shortly  afterwards. 

The  plays  have  a wide  range  in 
tone  and  genre,  from  “The  Hardy 
Boys  and  the  Mystery  of  Where 
Babies  Come  From,"  a satire  of  the 
famous  “Hardy  Boys”  book  series 
directed  by  Mark  Parker,  to  “The 
Blue  Room,”  a romantic  drama 
directed  by  David  Laurich. 

The  experience  of  the  directors 
in  the  JJC  theatre  department  is 
also  greatly  varying.  James  Rio, 


director  of  the  comedy-drama 
“The  Beggar  and  the  King,”  has 
taken  two  theatre  classes  at  JJC 
before  but  has  never  done  anything 
with  the  main  productions. 

Meanwhile,  Helen  Levy, 
director  of  “Deep  in  the  Heart 
of  Texas,"  is  a retired  university 
professor  with  a PhD  in  American 
Culture  who  first  appeared  in 
a production  of  a Tennessee 
Williams  play  about  50  years 
ago  when  JJC  was  at  the  Joliet 
Township  High  School  and  she 
appeared  in  “The  Rimers  of 
Eldritch”  as  Mary. 


Most  of  the  directors  have  a 
style  of  directing  described  by 
Laurich  and  Chris  Walusek  as 
“organic,"  where  they  will  give 
suggestions  to  their  actors  of  what 
to  do,  but  with  the  hopes  that  the 
actors  will  be  able  to  grow  into 
the  characters  on  their  own. 

“1  don't  want  to  mark  the  script 
and  tell  them,  ‘Oh,  you  have  to 
move  at  this  point  and  turn  this 
degree  to  one  side,'  because  then  it 
just  looks  robotic,"  said  Walusek, 
who  directs  the  melodrama  “A 
Matter  of  Husbands.” 

As  the  directors 
get  deeper  into  their 
production,  they  are  still 
willing  to  go  to  their  peers 
for  help  and  advice. 

“This  is  just  to  have  that 
outside  opinion  because 
you  may  think  it’s  going 
well,  but  that’s  just  because 
you’ve  seen  it  so  many 
times  but  to  keep  it  fresh 
you  might  just  want  to  ask 
for  another  director’s  opinion,” 
said  Parker. 

Kirkland  himself  prefers  to 
keep  out  of  the  student’s  directing 
process  as  much  as  possible. 

“It’s  their  show... I want  them 
to  feel  comfortable  taking  charge, 
and  I want  their  actors  to  see  them 
as  the  director  of  the  show,  so  for 
me  it’s  as  hands  off  as  I can  get.” 

The  productions  are  May  7 at 
7:30  p.m.  and  May  8 at  2 p.m.  and 
7:30  p.m.,  with  different  one-act 
plays  at  different  performances. 
Tickets  are  free.

Within  seconds  of 
hearing  the  leading 
vocals  of  Silversun 
Pickups’  Brian  Aubert,  you  are 
immediately  struck  with  the 
uncanny  resemblance  to  Smashing 
Pumpkins  front  man  Billy  Corgan. 
However,  the  passion  and  the 
focus  is  all  Aubert’s  doing. 

In  Swoon,  Silversun  Pickups’ 
second  full-length  album,  the 
“Lazy  Eye”  rockers  make  the 
easy  transition  from  downplayed 
cool  to  full  on  artistry.  With  the 
lineup  of  Brian  Aubert  on  guitar 
and  lead  vocals,  Nikki  Monninger 
on  bass  and  backup  vocals,  Chris 
Guanlao  on  drums,  and  Joe 
Lester  on  keyboards,  the  group 
has  an  undeniable  chemistry  that 
is  evident  in  the  promise  of  their 
sophomore  effort. 

Products  of  L.A.’s  Silverlake 
Lounge  music  scene,  Silversun 
Pickups  find  themselves  with 
fellow  alums  including  Rilo  Kiley 
and  Elliott  Smith.  They  found 
fame  in  2006  with  their  sleeper 


when  their  sound  derives  from 
a whole  spectrum  of  musical 
influences.  From  the  Smashing 
Pumpkins,  from  Sonic  Youth, 
to  even  contemporary  rockers 
Coheed  and  Cambria,  Silversun 
Pickups  has  a formula  perfected 
that  insures  that  you  will  not  be 
disappointed. 

Overall,  Swoon  is  the  epitome 
of  how  not  to  fall  in  a sophomore 
slump  - more  guitars,  more 
passion  and  an  open  mind  to 
getting  a little  dark. 

Swoon  isn’t  the  appropriate  title 
- try  Weep,  Pine,  and  Perish  for 
starters,  hm?  Unlike  Carnavas' 
easy  road  trip  soundtrack  feel,  I 
advise  not  to  listen  to  this  album 
while  handling  a motor  vehicle.

And  personally,  I couldn’t

“Panic  Switch,”  the  first  official 
single  off  of  the  album,  is  a song 
that  you  will  definitely  want  to 
keep  on  repeat  to  fully  appreciate 
it.  Monniger’s  bass  line  is  the 
driving  heartbeat  of  the  melody, 
a smooth  steady  pulse  building 
to  the  harrowing  chorus.  The 
song  itself  is  Aubert’s  exploration 
to  previously  unchartered 
territory  of  the  psychologically 
unstable.  Although  Silversun

If  the  title  isn’t  an  easy 
giveaway,  “Draining”  is  a head- 
first dive  into  the  true  depths  of 
melancholy.  The  lyrics  are  simple 
and  organic,  leaving  the  haunting 
melody  to  immerse  you  in  the  full 
feeling  of  isolation  that  the  song 
delivers. 

“Sort  Of’  is  the  track  where 
Aubert’s  guitar  talents  are 
showcased.

The  song  is  a jolt  into 
awareness  after  the 
catatonic  spell  you’re 
put  under  for  the  better 
part  of  this  album. 

Finalizing  Swoon  is 
“Surrounding,"  a perfect 
curtain  call  to  the  stage  of 
cynical  choruses  that  the 
group  has  built  throughout 


the  album.  When  Aubert  sings, 
“Is  it  perfect  in  our  little  hell,”  it’s 
the  icing  on  the  cake  to  reinforce 
the  idea  that  this  album  is  not  an 
easy  listen. 

On  the  contrary,  the  song  cries 
out  like  a critique  of  American

Lady  Wolves  finish  season  strong 


The  Lady  Wolves  softball 
team  has  made  lots  of  improve- 
ments over  the  past  few  weeks. 
After  starting  the  season  0-19 
they  have  recently  gained  some 
consistency  and  have  won  1 1 out 
of  their  last  19  games,  improving 
their  record  to  11-27  overall. 

The  beginning  of  the  con- 
ference schedule  was  when  JJC 
started  to  put  together  some  wins. 
Their  best  effort  of  the  season  so 
far  was  on  April  18  when  they 
completed  a doubleheader  sweep 
over  Harper  College  winning  the 
first  game  16-0  and  the  second 
game  12-0. 

Five  days  later  the  team  split 
a doubleheader  against  Rock  Val- 
ley including  a come  from  behind 
win  in  the  bottom  of  the  seventh 
inning  to  improve  their  confer- 
ence record  to  8-6. 

Head  coach  Emily  Marino 
has  been  very  pleased  with  the 
improvements  in  the  team  over 
the  past  month. 

“Their  attitudes  have  gotten 
more  positive  lately,”  said  Ma- 
rino. “1  think  once  you  start  win- 
ning it’s  contagious  just  like  los- 
ing is.  So  when  you  get  a couple 
wins  it’s  easy  to  get  on  a roll.” 

Sophomore  centerfielder 
Kim  Breakey  has  been  the  top 
hitter  for  JJC  this  season  batting 
.351  with  19  RBIs.  Sarah  Kessler 
a sophomore  from  Plainfield  has 
also  done  well  at  the  plate  this 
year  with  a .298  average  and  16 
RBIs. 

Kayla  Hedrick  has  stepped  in 
nicely  at  catcher  this  season  for 


the  Lady  Wolves.  Hedrick  was 
thrown  into  the  starting  position 
after  the  Lady  Wolves  lost  their 
old  catcher  to  a season  ending 
injury. 

“Kayla  has  continued  to  grow 
and  improve.  She’s  stepped  in 


nicely  for  us  at  catcher,”  said  Ma- 
rino. 

JJC  would  have  to  win  their 
regional  tournament  in  order  to 
advance  to  the  national  tourna- 
ment. The  Region  IV  Tournament 
will  take  place  at  the  campus  of 


Rock  Valley  in  Rockford  on  May 
I and  2. 

The  Lady  Wolves  would  have 
to  get  through  some  quality  oppo- 
nents like  the  College  of  DuPage 
(the  team  that  has  won  the  Region 
IV  tournament  the  past  11  sea- 


sons) and  Rock  Valley  in  order  to 
get  to  Rochester. 

“This  year  is  anyone's  year  to 
win  the  tournament.  Rock  Valley 
and  DuPage  are  strong  but  I think 
we’re  right  there  with  them,"  Ma- 
rino said.

Ace  starter  Zach  Petrick  has 
stood  out  the  most  amongst  the 
freshmen  class.  Petrick  has  a 7- 
1 record  with  a 1.63  ERA  and  70 
strikeouts  throughout  his  55  in- 
nings pitched. 

“He  has  struggled  a little 
with  mechanics,  but  we  are  really 
pleased  with  how  he  is  throwing 
the  ball  so  far.

that  can  provide  tutoring  to  their 
students.  For  the  first  time,  however, 
students  on  campus  can  receive 
online  tutoring. 

“The  program.  Smart  Thinking,  which  is 
the  online  tutoring,  isn’t  brand  new  to  the 
campus,’’  said  Stephanie  Braun.  Academic 
Skills  Center  Manager.  “The  canjpus  offered 
it  to  their  telecourse  and  online  students  if  the 
instructor  was  interested  but  by  giving  me  the 
hours  at  the  Academic  Skills  Center,  I can 
open  it  up  to  everybody  on  campus." 

One  of  the  cool  features  that  the  program 


offers  is  24/7  online  math  assistance

Making  changes  for  fall 

It’s  that  time  of  year  again:  likely  to  bolt  and  become 
school  is  back  in  session  and  every  bitter  in  the  cooler  weather. 
Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  is  selling  Extend  your  growing  season  with 
pots  of  mums.  Yes,  fall  is  upon  us. 

It  seems  that  the  gardens  we 
so  attentively  kept  during  the 
bright,  cheery  days  of  summer’s 
climax  tend  to  get  overlooked 
and  forgotten  about  this  time  of 
the  year. 

However,  fall  is  a growing 
season  in  its  own  right,  for 
with  it  come  conditions 
that  are  ideal  for  planting. 

Besides  the  multitude  of  fall- 
planted  bulbs,  many  perennials  another  plant  that  will  produce 
twice  as  much  with  the  head-start 
planting  in  fall. 

There  are  some  things  to 
keep  in  mind  for  successful  fall 
planting.  Not  all  plants  benefit 
from  fall  planting.  Perennials 
and  trees  that  are  not  quickly 
established  or  slow  to  root 
would  not  be  appropriate 
to  plant  at  this  time  of  year. 
Although  there  tends  to  be  more 
precipitation  in  the  fall,  it  may  still

benefit  from  being  planted  in  the 
early  fall  as  well. 

The  cooler  air  means  less 
transpiration  and  less  stress  while 
the  warmer  soil  temperatures 
promote  root  growth.  Amazingly, 
most  roots  will  continue  to  grow 
until  the  ground  is  frozen. 

Many  perennials,  especially 
the  spring-bloomers,  will  be  more 
vigorous  and  heavier  blooming 
when  planted  in  the  fall.  In  fact,  it 


is  not  uncommon  for  a fall-planted  be  necessary  to  water  regularly, 
specimen  to  be 
twice  the  size  of 
the  same  specimen 
planted  the 

following  spring! 

This  is  also  the 
ideal  time  to  divide 
and  transplant 
perennials  that  are 

overgrown.

Exceptions 
include  trees  that  are  slow  to 
root  such  as  birch,  magnolia, 
red  maple,  hemlock,  ginko  and 
willow. 

Fall  is  the  best  time  to  reseed 
cool-season  lawns  as  there  is 
less  competition  from  annual 
weed  grasses  and  the  warm 
soil  is  ideal  for  germination. 
Cool  season  crops  such  as 
broccoli  and  lettuce  and  root 
vegetables  such  as  carrots,  beets 
and  parsnips  are  reputed  to  have 
the  best  flavor  when  grown  in  fall 
instead  of  spring. 

This  is  probably  because 
these  vegetables  are  less 


centers  will  reduce  their  prices 
to  clear  out  as  much  inventory  as 
possible  before  winter.  There  are 
some  great  deals  to  be  had,  just  be 
sure  to  inspect  the  plant  closely 
(roots  included)  to  ensure  that  it 
is  healthy. 

Another  advantage  to  fall 
planting  is  that  we  have  a fresh 
picture  of  our  gardens.  What 
worked  and  what  didn't?  Are  there 
spots  that  “need  something”? 

We  have  a perfect  opportunity 
in  fall  to  assess  our  gardens 
and  even  get  a head  start  in 
our  planting  for  next  year. 
Besides,  do  we  really  need  another 
reason  to  be  outside  to  witness  the 
beautiful  .transformation  of  fall?  I 
think  not!

within  24  hours. 

You  can  also  submit  a writing 
sample  and  you  will  get  a response 
with  some  feedback  within  24 
hours.  It  can  be  for  any  subject. 
Every  time  you  work  with  an 
instructor,  everything  is  archived 
so  you  can  go  back  and  print  out 
all  the  dialogue. 

“The  tutors  are  under  a different 
program,  think  like  Sylvan, 
and  they  all  have  their  Master’s 
degrees  or  PhDs  and  then  they 
work  various  hours,”  said  Braun. 

If  a student  wants  to  gain  online 
tutoring,  they  can  do  that  for  free 
by  stopping  by  and  seeing  Braun 
in  her  office, 
by  calling 
or  emailing 
or  they  can 
see  Braun's 
secretary, 

Leslie  Kolesar, 
and  she  can 
add  them  to 
the  Academic 
Skills  Center 
online  tutoring 
community 
group. 

“The  good 
thing  about 


a community  group  is  that  it 
doesn’t  expire  so  when  someone 
is  signed  up  for  online  tutoring, 
they’re  going  to  have  access  to  it 
this  semester,  next  semester  until 
my  hours  run  out  or  expire,”  said 
Braun. 

There  are  places  on  campus 
that  students  can  go  for  tutoring.

There  are  different  standard 
rates  people  can  use  when 
working  out,  A lot  of  people 
will  use  the  same  routine  and 
continue  to  use  that  without 


muscle  and  strength  gains.  It's 
something  that  -should  only 
be  administered  whenever 
someone  feels  it  is  needed.

One  way  in  which  to  break 
these  plateaus  is  to  shock  the 
muscle  into  another  stage  of 
growth.

Fresh  Blood 

Heather  Brewer's  series  The  Chronicles  of 
Vladimir  Tod  tells  a different  vampire  story

While  most  of  the  buzz  about 
vampires  recently  has  been 
all  about  Stephanie  Meyer’s 
quadrilogy,  Twilight,  there  have 
been  a few  series  about  vampires 
that  have  come  out  also  but  have 
been  drowned  out. 

Among  them  is  Heather 
Brewer’s,  The  Chronicles  of 
Vladimir  Tod.  Vlad  is  just  your 
typical  orphan  teenager  living 
with  his  aunt  and  trying  to 
(literally)  survive  through  school. 
That  is,  except  for  the  fact  that 
he’s  part  vampire,  trying  to  resist 
feeding  off  his  fellow  classmates, 
and  has  a vampire,  D’Ablo,  out  to 
kill  him. 

In  the  first  two  books  of  the 
series,  Eighth  Grade  Bites  and 
Ninth  Grade  Slays,  it  tells  the 
story  of  Vlad’s  last  year  in  middle 
school  and  first  year  in  high 
school. 

This  includes  trying  to  get 
bullies  off  his  back,  dealing  with 
his  huge  crush  on  a girl;  who 
prefers  his  best  friend,  Henry, 
and  being  tailed  by  the  school 
newspaper  photographer  who’s 
determined,  to  figure  out  Vlad’s 
secret. 

Plus,  in  the  midst  of  all  this, 
Vlad  discovers  he  has  a vampire 
uncle  and  that  Elysia,  the  vampire 
society,  is  out  to  hunt  him  down 
for  the  crime  his  father  committed 
by  marrying  a human. 

The  most  recent  addition  to 
the  series,  Tenth  Grade  Bleeds, 
came  out  on  June  25  of  this  past 
summer  where  Vlad’s  life  is 
going  downhill  due  to  the  fact 
that  Uncle  Otis  has  disappeared. 
Henry  is  avoiding  him  and  Vlad’s 
urge  to  feed  off  his  friends  and 
family,  is  becoming  harder  and 


harder. 

Heather  Brewer  keeps  amazing 
me  with  her  story-telling  abilities 
and  active  imagination  with  every 
book  that  she  adds  to  this  series. 
The  thing  that  I love  most  about 
this  series  is  that  it  sticks  to  the 
traditional  legend  of  the  vampire. 

Now  no  offense  to  the 
Twilight  fans  out  there,  but  one 
of  the  reasons  that  Twilight  was 
frustrating  is  because  Stephanie 
Meyer  practically  invented  her 
own  creature  and  stuck  the  label  of 
the  vampire  on  it.  Brewer  stayed 
with  the  traditional  vampire 
legend,  from  the  sun-sensitive 
skin  (as  in  DEADLY  sensitive 
and  not  sparkly  sensitive),  to  the 
deathly  garlic  allergy. 

Another  thing  that  I absolutely 
love  about  this  series  is  that  it’s 
strictly  told  from  Vlad's  point  of 
view,  a.k.a.  it’s  told  strictly  from  a 
vampire’s  point  of  view  and  how 
hard  it  is  to  live  in  a human  world 
while  being  a vampire.  Especially 
when  Vlad  got  a girlfriend,  he 
discovered  just  how  hard  it  is  to 
resist  taking  a bite  with  every 
kiss. 

The  first  book  of  the  series. 
Eighth  Grade  Bites,  is  a little 
bit  on  the  preteen-ish  side,  but 
1 certainly  enjoyed  it  enough  to 
buy  the  second  book,  which  had 
gotten  even  better  and  a little  bit 
more  mature. 

Now  Tenth  Grade  Bleeds  has 
definitely  matured  to  teen  status, 
having  gotten  much  darker  and 
bloodier  and  Vlad  is  maturing 
into  quite  the  heartbreaker. 

Overall,  it’s  by  far  the  best  book 
in  the  series  so  far,  and  I absolutely 
cannot  wait  until  Eleventh  Grade 
Bums  comes  out  in  February'  of 
201 0 and  the  concluding  book  to 
the  series.

Worth  the  wait 

Brand  New  delivers  for  the  fans  with  new  album  ‘Daisy’

Brand  New,  all  cliches  aside, 
has  yet  again  created  something, 
brand  new.  Their  fourth  studio 
album  Daisy  hit  stores  on  Sept. 
22  and  for  fans,  it  has  been 
long  over-do. 

Brand  New  consists  of  front- 
man Jesse  Lacey,  guitarist 
Vin  Accardi,  bassist  Garrett 
Tierney,  drummer  Brian  Lane 
and  although  not  always 
credited,  guitarist  Derrick 
Sherman. 

Listening  to  their  previous 
records:  Your  Favorite 

Weapon  (2001),  Deja 
Entendu  (2003),  and  The  Devil 
and  God  are  Raging  Inside  Me 
(2006)  couldn’t  make  anyone 
more  prepared  for  what  Daisy 
brings  to  the  table. 

The  record  opens  with 
“Vices,”  with  a needle  drop  and 
a grainy  piano  accompanying 
a woeful  rendition  of  an  old 
gospel  hymn,  which  gives  the 
song  an  almost  sinister 
feel.  Just  when  the 
hymn  feels  like  it  is 
going  to  continue 
to  a second  verse 
it  is  halted  by  a 
screeching  guitar 
and  wailing  vocals  from 
Lacey. 

The  bellowing  from  the 
instruments  (including  the 
incredible  bass  line,)  however, 
cannot  guard  the  evident 
vulnerability  in  the  lyrics. 

“Where’s  all  my  hope  and 
my  marriage  license?”  he 
screams. 

This  song  sets  the  tone  for 
the  record  in  the  sense  that  it 
is  impossible  to  know  where 
they  are  going  to  take  you 
next  because  they  seem  to  be 
unclear  themselves. 


The  louder,  more  aggressive 
tracks  like  “Gasoline,”  “Bought  a 
Bride,”  “Sink”  and  “In  a Jar”  take 
off  where  “Vices”  left  off  with 
tantrum-like  vocals  and  explosive 
guitar  riffs.  “Sink,”  however, 
stands  out  in  how  the  song  starts 
with  an  almost  southern  stomp- 
like  tempo  with  up-beat  vocals  and 
somehow  ties  in  an  abrupt  strew 
of  screamed  phrases.  They 
go  right

tempo  even  after  an  aggressive 
chorus,  as  if  they  intended  to 
make  you  uneasy  and  keep  you 
guessing. 

“At  the  Bottom,”  which  was 
the  record’s  first  single,  shows 
a different  side  to  Lacey  as  a 
vocalist,  highlighting  the  way  he 
can  refer  to  deer  that  have  been 
shot  and  dogs  that  have  been  hit 
by  cars  and  still  make  them  sound 
brilliant  merely  by  how  he  sings 
about  them. 


One  of  the  more  uneasy  songs 
on  the  record  is  “Be  Gone”  which 
can  be  considered  unsettling 
merely  because  of  how  different 
it  is.  Sticky  plucking  on  a guitar 
with  a persistent  drum  beat 
escort  inaudible  lyrics  through  its 
entirety,  which  is  less  than  two 
minutes  in  length.  Regardless  of 
its  some-what  odd  direction,  the 
song  definitely  serves  its  purpose 
on  the  record. 

Despite  the  record  presenting 
a more  aggressive  front,  it  is 
punctuated  with  tender  tracks  like 
“Bed"  and  “You  Stole,”  which 
give  you  time  to  digest  the  other 
songs  before  moving  onto  the 
next  one. 

“You  Stole”  begins  with 
Lacey  crooning  over  a 
simple  guitar  line  which 
reminiscent  of  their 
“Deja  Entendu”  days. 
Despite  it  being  a 
mellow  song,  it  is  not 
denied  a collective 
uproar  from  the  rest 
of  the  band,  which 
makes  the  song  even 
more  devastatingly 
beautiful. 

The  record  comes 
to  an  untimely  end 
with  “Noro,”  which  is 
the  perfect  way  to  end  this 
record.  ‘Noro’  starts  fragile 
but  then  begins  to  reinforce 
itself  with  crisp  drums  and 
grungy  guitar  lines.  “I’m  on  my 
way  out!”  Lacey  wails  as  the  song 
spins  to  a new  height  and  then 
abruptly  de-rails,  followed  by  the 
remainder  of  the  prayer  hymn.  A 
personal  highlight  of  this  record, 
for  sure. 

Daisy  is  hard  to  swallow  at  first 
because  of  all  the  catching  up  you 
have  to  do  while  listening,  which 
makes  it  hard  to  simply  enjoy,  but 
once  you  have  listened  to  it.  it’s 
chaos  that  makes  perfect  sense. 


Piccoult  pens  new  tearjerker  in  Handle  With  Care

Would  you  sue  your  doctor 
for  the  “wrongful  birth”  of  your 
daughter?  What  if  that  lawsuit 
was  for  money  so  that  you  could 
give  that  same  child  the  life  she 
deserved?  But  in  the  process,  you 
would  lose  everything  that  you 
once  held  dear.  Would  you  still  go 
through  with  it?  This  is  the  basis 
of  Jodi  Picoult’s  newest  book 
Handle  with  Care. 

This  novel  starts  off  with 
the  birth  of  Charlotte  and  Sean 
O’Keefe’s  second  daughter 
Willow.  At  birth.  Willow  had  a 
total  of  seven  healing  fractures 
and  four  new  ones  from  the  birth 
itself.  She  was  diagnosed  with 
Type  III  osteogenis  imperfecta, 
a disease  that  causes  the  bones  to 
break  easily  because  of  a lack  of 
calcium.  After  this,  the  reader  is 
taken  to  the  present  time. 

Willow  is  now  six  years  old 
with  a total  of  58  breaks  in  her 


life.  Her  older  sister,  Amelia,  is 
now  nine.  Charlotte,  their  mother, 
ends  up  suing  the  doctor  (her  best 
friend)  for  malpractice  stating 
“wrongful  birth”.  From  here  on 
the  book  is  like  a roller  coaster  in 
which  you  do  not  know  where  it 
will  end. 

In  this  novel,  Jodi  Picoult  has 
put  in  so  many  twists  and  turns 
that  you  will 
not  be  able  to 
put  it  down. 

I think  that 
this  would  be  a great  read  and 
a great  movie  also  because  she 
includes  everything.  And  I don’t 
say  this  lightly,  because  you  see 
malpractice  lawsuits,  divorce, 
friendships,  disorders,  suicide 
attempts,  and  so  much  more.  But 
none  of  diis  is  a light  read  or  one 
that  make  you  spirits  soar. 

Now,  for  being  a novel  geared 
more  towards  the  feminine  side 
of  our  culture,  I really  enjoyed 
this  book.  I like  how  Picoult  lures 
the  reader  in  and  keeps  them 


captivated  all  the  way  through.  I 
also  liked  how  she  set  up  the  book 
in  which  everyone  in  Willow's  life 
had  a certain  chapter  and  you  got 
to  see  everyone’s  perspective. 

Saying  this,  I do  believe  that 
the  story,  in  some  parts,  lacked 
originality.  I kept  seeing  parts 
from  her  earlier  book.  My  Sister’s 
Keeper.  For  instance,  Amelia 


feels  that  she  is  being  ignored  by 
her  parents  and  that  she  has  to  be 
rebellious  in  all  sorts  of  ways. 

At  one  point  in  the  story,  you 
see  her  dying  her  hair,  cotton 
candy  blue.  Another  example  of 
the  lack  of  originality  I saw  in  the 
book  was  Charlotte.  She  always 
seems  to  be  preoccupied  with 
Willow  and  never  seems  to  care 
about  Amelia  until  it  was  almost 
too  late, 

Throughout  the  novel  I kept 
seeing  myself  changing  my 


attitude  and  how  I felt  depending 
on  who  was  narrating  at  the 
certain  point.  When  Amelia  was 
narrating,  I was  always  sad  and 
wished  that  something  would 
happen  to  help  her  situation  out 
or  that  someone  in  her  life  would 
actually  wake  up  and  see  that  she 
needs  help  too. 

On  the  other  hand  though,  when 
Charlotte 
narrated  I 
started  to 
feel  angry 
and  wished  that  someone  would 
see  her  stupidity  and  take  the 
kids  away  from  her.  I always 
thought  that  she  would  have 
some  sort  of  breakdown  and  go 
onto  medication  herself.  At  points 
I wanted  to  skip  any  chapter  that 
had  her  name  as  the  title  and  just 
not  listen  to  her  narrate. 

It  was  amazing  how  Picoult 
was  able  to  capture  all  of  these 
emotions  and  get  certain  feelings 
towards  the  characters. 

The  ending  of  the  novel  was 


the  worst  part  of  the  story  in  my 
mind.  It  was  well  written  but  like 
most  of  Picoult’s  endings,  the 
ending  left  you  sad  and  hanging. 
It  makes  you  wonder  if  anything 
happy  can  end  up  happening.  I 
will  give  her  credit  by  saying 
that  none  of  her  endings  are  what 
you  expect  them  to  be.  But  at  the 
same  time  it  is  definitely  not  how 
you  wanted  it  to  end  and  it  made 
me  kind  of  mad  that  it  ended  that 
way. 

Overall  I really  liked  her  book 
and  would  suggest  it  to  anyone 
who  asks.  1 will  probably  end  up 
reading  it  again  one  day.  A word 
of  caution  to  the  reader  though,  I 
do  believe  that  one  should  be  in  a 
happy  mood  or  atmosphere  when 
starting  this  novel. 

For  once  you  start  reading,  you 
will  not  be  able  to  put  it  down.  It 
is  however  one  of  those  novels 
that  make  you  sad.  So  for  those 
few  who  tend  to  cry  in  novels,  a 
box  of  tissues  might  be  needed  as 
well.

After  rough  2008  season.  Wolves  off  to  3-1  start

After  a rough  first  season  at 
Joliet  Junior  College,  second-year 
coach  Jeremy  Richardson  has 
the  Wolves  back  on  the  winning 
track. 

The  Wolves,  who  finished  4-6 
last  season,  arc  off  to  a 3-1  start 
and  expectations  are  sky  high 
once  again. 

“Last  year  I came  in  and  was 
thrown  into  the  fire,  and  any  time 
you  take  over  a program  like 
JJC  expectations  are  high,”  said 
Richardson. 

Richardson  installed  his  off- 
season schedule  for  the  first  time 
this  season  and  his  team  is  reaping 
the  benefits. 

“At  the  junior  college  level  the 
kids  need  to  reach  deep  down  and 
realize  the  off-season  is  their  time 
to  get  better,”  said  Richardson. 
‘They  have  really  started  to  figure 
it  out.” 


The  Wolves  suffered  their  first 
loss  of  the  season  to  Midwest 
Football  Conference  opponent 
Ellsworth  Community  College 
42-28  on  Sept.  19  in  Joliet. 
Sophomore  quarterback  Chris 
Walley  threw  for  457  yards  and 
four  touchdowns.  Wide  receiver 
Brandon 
Williams 
caught  8 
passes  for 
244  yards  and 
three  touchdowns. 

“Chris  is  really  a 
vocal  leader  for  our 
team,”  said  Richardson. 

"He  has  really  stepped 
up  for  us  this  season 
and  when  he  speaks,  the 
team  listens." 

JJC  opened  up  the  year  with 
a win  on  the  road  against  Rock 
Valley  College  18-6.  Walley  led 
the  team  with  275  yards  in  the  air, 
including  one  touchdown. 

The  Wolves  were  once  again 


victorious  in  their  home  opener 
with  a 35-21  win  over  North 
Dakota  State  School  of  Science  on 
Sept.  5.

“We  expect  to  win  it  all,  no 
matter  what.  Our  first  goal  is  to 
win  the  conference,  hopefully  get 
a good  bowl  game,  and  win  it.

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The  Student  Trustee  Report 

with  Darren  Newenhouse 


My  name  is  Darren 
Newenhouse.  I am 
the  Student  Trustee 
for  the  2009-2010  academic  year. 
Since  beginning  my  term  last 
April,  I have  found  the  role  to 
be  a lot  of  hard  work — and  very 
rewarding. 

It  takes  quite  a bit  of  energy  to 
represent  students  at  JJC  in  a way 
that  is  effective  and  worthwhile. 


Before  becoming  Student  Trustee, 
I had  extensive  experience 
organizing  volunteer  efforts  and 
grassroots  community  outreach 
projects. 

As  Student  Trustee,  I have 
remained  active  in  similar 
projects,  but  have  taken  on 
concerns  that  affect  JJC  students 
as  well. 

One  of  the  most  pressing 
issues  that  has  come  about  during 
my  term  is  the  Monetary  Award 
Program  (MAP)  Grant  crisis  for 
the  2009-2010  academic  year. 
MAP  Grants  are  funded  by  the 
State  of  Illinois  and  distributed 
by  the  Illinois  Student  Assistance 
Commission  (ISAC). 

The  MAP  Grant  is  an 
important  resource  for  students 


who  require  need-based 
financial  aid.  According  to 
saveillinoismapgrants.org,  a 
website  launched  by  ISAC, 
“Nearly  270,000  eligible  Illinois 
college  students  will  receive 
either  no  Monetary  Award 
Program  (MAP)  grant  money  or 
just  half  of  what  they  are  eligible 
to  receive.” 

The  current  state  budget  has 
provided  some  of  the  funds  for 
the  Fall  semester  MAP  Grant 
awards,  but  does  not  provide 
enough  funding  for  ISAC  to  pay 
any  MAP  Grant  awards  for  Spring 
2010,  regardless  of  eligibility. 

Johnathan  Wilson,  a former 
Student  Trustee  of  JJC,  has  been 
appointed  by  Governor  Quinn  to 
be  the  Student  Commissioner, 


a student  representative  for  the 
entire  state  of  Illinois,  on  ISAC. 

His  recommendations  for 
helping  to  save  the  MAP  Grants 
are  to  write,  email,  call  or  visit 
your  Illinois  lawmakers  in  person; 
or  make  and  sign  petitions  to  show 
the  importance  of  MAP  Grants. 

There  is  also  a student  rally 
for  MAP  Grants  in  Springfield 
on  Oct.  15,  where  students  can 
come  together  and  voice  their 
concerns,  as  well  as  lobby  their 
legislators.  ISAC’s  website, 
www.saveillinoismapgrants.org, 
has  more  details  on  this  and  other 
efforts  that  can  be  made  on  behalf 
of  funding  MAP  Grants. 

The  final  veto  sessions  for 
restoring  funding  to  the  MAP 
Grants  wrap  up  in  October  and 


are  the  last  chance  of  maintaining 
the  funding  in  the  future.  At  JJC, 
nearly  2,000  students  will  be 
affected,  having  to  find  alternate 
funding  for  their  classes. 

Cuts  in  the  MAP  Grants  may 
also  cause  students  at  4-year 
universities  to  search  for  cheaper 
forms  of  education,  and  may 
cause  an  increase  in  enrollment 
at  community  colleges,  including 
JJC.

Move  over  corn, 
miscanthus  might 
be  the  next  biofuel 


For  a number  of  years, 
researchers  at  the 
University  of  Illinois 
have  been  exploring  bioenergy 
sources.  This  includes  field  trials 
where  com,  switchgrass  and 
miscanthus  are  grown  side-by- 
side  for  comparison. 

Of  these  three,  miscanthus 
has  emerged  as  the  obvious 
leader,  generating  enough 
biomass  to  produce  250 
percent  more  ethanol  per  acre 
than  com.  And  the  advantages 
over  com  don’t  stop  there. 
Miscanthus  x giganteus  is  a 
perennial  grass  that  can  reach 
a height  of  14  feet.  By  using  a 
sterile  hybrid,  planted  fields  can 
easily  be  reclaimed  for  other 
crops  such  as  com  and  soybeans. 

It  is  not 
considered 
invasive  in  the 
U.S.  and  Europe, 
where  it  has  been 
grown  extensively. 

Miscanthus  is 
a pretty  tough 
plant.  It  requires 
much  less  input, 
such  as  fertilizers 
and  pesticides,  than 
com  and  tolerates 
poor  soil  well.  This  opens  up  the 
possibilities  for  where  it  could  be 
grown  as  it  doesn’t  necessarily 
have  to  use  land  that  is  already 
being  used  for  crop  production. 
Besides  being  a carbon-neutral 
energy  source,  M.  x giganteus  is 
also  a carbon-sequestering  plant. 

This  is  important  when 
considering  climate  change 
because  miscanthus  takes 
carbon  that  would  otherwise 
be  in  the  atmosphere  and 
releases  it  into  the  soil. 
U of  I is  using  biofuel  to  heat  the 
Fisher  House  at  the  SoyFACE 
facility.  They  estimate  that 
by  replacing  natural  gas  with 
miscanthus  produced  heat  energy, 
they  have  prevented  the  emissions 
of  5 1 tons  of  carbon  per  year. 


Though  it  doesn’t  sound 
like  much,  this  is  based  on 
only  one  home.  Imagine 
how  substantial  that  number 
could  be  if  we  all  switched  to 
miscanthus  to  heat  our  homes! 
Like  any  large-scale  project, 
there  are  still  kinks  that 
need  to  be  worked  out. 
Although  most  of  the  care  for 
M.  x giganteus  can  be  done  with 
equipment  that  farmers  use  now 
for  other  crops,  planting  is  a little 
trickier. 

Because  it  is  a sterile  hybrid, 
M.  x giganteus  can  only  be 
propagated  by  rhizome,  which 
took  the  team  at  U of  I a full  day 
to  plant  15  acres.  In  Europe,  there 
is  a patented  piece  of  equipment 
that  can  plant  50  acres  per  day. 

The  actual 
processing  of 
miscanthus  into 
energy  could  be 
handled  by  our 
current  power 
utilities,  but  a 
thermal- 

conversion 
method  is  likely 
to  be  more 
effective.  This 
process  may  be  able  to  convert 
biomass  into  biodiesel  with  an 
energy  efficiency  of  75  percent. 

The  confidences  of  the  farmer 
and  consumer  as  well  as  the 
creationofmarketsforthisbiomass 
and  further  research  are  necessary 
before  implementation  begins. 
As  for  M.  x giganteus  itself,  it  has 
been  completely  unimproved  for 
the  trials  at  U of  I.  It  is  thought 
that  there  is  potential  to  increase  its 
yield,  similar  to  the  improvements 
made  to  com  over  the  last  50 
years. We’re  still  a long  way  from 
your  average  consumer  being 
able  to  use  miscanthus  produced 
energy,  but  the  evidence  so  far 
shows  a promising  alternative  to 
fossil  fuels.  Find  out  more  at:

During  his  tenure  at  JJC,  King 
has  established  Joliet  as  one  of 
the  most  successful  Division 

III  baseball  programs  in  the 
NJCAA.  Under  his  leadership, 
the  college  has  won  13  Region 

IV  titles  and  two  national 
championships,  including  the 
2008  World  Series  title. 


King  attended  Beaver  Local 
High  School  in  East  Liverpool, 
OH.  He  was  a three-sport  athlete 
there  and  earned  12  varsity 
letters  in  football,  basketball  and 
baseball. 

He  holds  a bachelor’s  and 
master’s  degree  from  Ohio 
University  in  Athens,  OH,  where 
he  was  admitted  with  a baseball 
scholarship  and  was  a four-year 
starting  catcher. 

He  is  a member  of  the  Region 
IV  Hall  of  Fame  as  a Coach/ 
Administrator  as  well  as  the 
Beaver  Local  High  School  (Ohio) 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame. 

On  May  22,  2009,  King  was 
inducted  into  the  NJCAA  Baseball 
Coaches  Hall  of  Fame  at  the 
NJCAA  Division  I World  Series 
in  Grand  Junction,  Colo.  At  50 
years  old.  King  is  the  youngest 
coach  to  ever  to  be  inducted.

Minutes,  which  is  the  multi- 
media version  of  Essen’s  book. 
Essen  has  been  performing  this 
show  at  colleges,  zoos,  museums 
and  other  venues  since  the  release 
of  his  book. 

Cool  Creatures,  Hot  Planet: 
Exploring  the  Seven  Continents  is 
about  the  travel  of  Marty  and  Deb 
Essen  visiting  each  individual 
continent  in  search  of  rare  and 
interesting  wildlife.  After  each 
travel,  Essen  says  that  he  would 
write  a chapter. 

“One  of  my  biggest  fears  was 
that  we  would  have  a boring  trip, 
which  would  lead  to  a boring 
chapter,”  said  Essen.  “Luckily, 
something  magical  happened  on 
every  trip  like  being  surrounded 
by  wolves  in  Canada  or  stalking

By  integrating  a few  of  these 
tools  into  your  daily  life,  you’ll 
find  yourself  feeling  more 
relaxed,  peaceful,  connected 
and  all  around  holistically 
healthy  and  happy. 

1 must  first  begin  by  defining 
holistic.  Although  holistic  has 
many  different  definitions 
depending  on  the  perspective 
it  is  coming  from,  I am  going 
to  define  holistic  in  terms  of 
how  you  can  have  a holistic 
lifestyle. 

To  be  holistic  means  to  be 
well  rounded  biologically, 
psychologically,  socially  and 
spiritually.

Walk  down  the  hall  at 
school.  Take  a glance  around 
the  classroom.  Look  when 
you’re  out  to  eat.  Anywhere 
you  are  and  anywhere  you 
go,  there  is  usually  someone 
on  their  cell  phone  texting.  It 
seems  harmless  to  multi-task 
and  reply  to  a text  message. 
However,  it  becomes  harmful 
when  one  tries  texting  while 
driving. 

It  happens  time  and  time 
again.  A person  believes  that 
they  can  drive,  get  ready 
for  work  and  eat,  without  it 
being  a risk.  It  is  rare  to  find 
a person  who  hasn't  done  one 
of  the  two  in  their  driving 
lifetime. 

Now,  however,  there  is  an 
increasing  amount  of  people 
who  are  texting  while  driving. 
If  a person  thinks  that  this  act 
is  harmless,  then  they 
are  not  thinking  quite 
clearly. 

Texting  requires 
at  least  one  hand  to 
type  and  a glance 


at  the  phone  to  ensure  that  the 
correct  words  are  being  written. 
This  means  that  drivers  who  are 
texting  have  one  hand  off  of  the 
steering  wheel  and  are  more  than 
likely  looking  away  from  the  road 
for  a few  seconds  at  a time.  An 
accident  can  happen  in  a fraction 
of  a second.  Focusing  on  anything 
other  than  the  road  for  even  a 
second  could  have  fatal  results. 

According  to  statistics  from 
Edgarsynder.com,  21%  of  fatal 
car  accidents  every  year  involving 
drivers  between  the  ages  of  16 
and  24  are  due  to  cell  phone 
usage.  Texting  resulted  in  roughly 
1 ,000  car  accidents  in  2007.  The 
Harvard  Center  for  Risk  Analysis 
found  that  2,600  people  die  every 
year  as  a direct  result  of  using  cell 
phones.

'Good 

Hair' 

Chris  Rock 
brings  unique 
documentary  to 
movie  audiences

Comedian-actor  Chris 
Rock  may  be  known 
more  for  his  cutting 
stand-up  comedy  on  race,  politics, 
African-American  culture  and 
relationships,  among  many  other 
topics  of  interest. 

But  hair? 

Sure,  it  may  not  be  a stand-up 
comedy  film,  but  Good  Hair,  a 
documentary  exploring  African- 
American  hairstyles  and  the 
people  and  products  involved, 
Chris  Rock  is  both  star  and 
executive  producer,  carrying  his 
brand  of  the  humor  for  the  ride. 

This  unique  documentary 
subject  has  long  been  a dream 
project  of  sorts  for  Rock,  and  he 
sat  down  to  discuss  it  recently. 

It  all  started  in  1990  while 
Rock  was  in  Atlanta  recording 
an  album  and  was  introduced  to 
the  Bronner  Bros.  International 
Hair  Show,  the  opus  of  hair 
conventions  that  culminates  in  a 
styling  competition. 

“I  tried  talking  to  some  girl, 
and  she  was  a hair  model  at  the 
Bronner  Bros.  Show,”  said  Rock. 
“She  invited  me  to  the  show,  and 
it  just  blew  my  mind.  From  that 
moment  on,  I wanted  to  make  a 
movie  about  the  show." 

Fame  wasn't  something  that 
Rock  had  at  that  moment,  in 
addition  to  a lack  of  such  subjects 
explored  in  documentaries.  It 
wasn’t  until  Rock's  daughter 
began  to  question  her  hair — is  it 
good? 

“Then  you  go  on  1 7 years  later," 
said  Rock.  “I  have  daughters 
talking  about  their  hair  and  I was 
like  ‘Hmm,  maybe  I’ll  pick  up 
that  idea.’" 

When  Rock’s  daughter  first 
brought  up  her  young  concern 
over  her  hair,  Rock  played  sweet 
daddy  to  her. 

“The  more  you  react,  the 
more  it's  an  issue,  so  when  my 
daughter  did  say  the  thing  about 
the  hair  I kind  of  just  played  it  off 
and  said,  ‘Aw,  come  on,  you’ve 
got  good  hair,’”  he  said.  "1  kept 
it  moving  because  if  I would 
have  stopped,  she  would  have  a 
complex  about  her  hair.” 

Rock 
interviews  people  ranging  from 
actress  Nia  Long  and  Raven 
Simone  to  the  Rev.  A1  Sharpton 
and  Maya  Angelou.

Ellen  Hopkins  has  done 
it  again,  with  her 
newest  book  Tricks, 
creating  yet  another  outstanding 
verse-written  book. 

All  of  Hopkins  books 
deal  with  various  issues  that 
numerous  teens  have  to  deal 
with  in  America  today.  Her 
latest  book. 

Tricks,  deals  with 
first-times,  drugs, 
sexual  identities 
and  prostitution 
along  the  main 
characters’  road  to  finding 
themselves. 

Tricks  is  broken  up  into  five 
sections;  one  section  for  each 
of  the  main  characters.  The 
main  characters  include  Eden, 
Seth,  Whitney,  Ginger  and 
Cody,  all  of  which  are  various 
ages  and  have  different  sexual 
preferences,  different  religious 
views,  as  well  as  different  goals 
in  life. 

The  first  character  we  meet 


is  Eden,  a down  to  Earth,  well- 
behaved  Christian.  Eden  is  around 
15-16  years  old,  and  has  always 
been  religious.  She  has  never 
had  the  thought  of  having  sex, 
let  alone  going  against  God,  until 
she  meets  Andrew.  After  Andrew, 
Eden’s  life  goes  from  being 
normal  to  beyond  abnormal. 

Next  we  are  introduced  to 
Seth,  a farm  town  high  school 
senior  from  Indiana.  Seth  is  also 


Christian,  but  after  his  mother’s 
death,  he  finally  begins  to  come 
out  of  the  closet,  and  be  open 
about  being  homosexual. 

Following  Seth  we  meet 
Whitney,  she  is  around  17,  and 
is  the  black  sheep  in  her  family 
living  under  her  sister  Kyra’s 
shadow. 

Whitney  is  just  trying  to  get 
her  mother  to  accept  her,  as  well 
as  find  her  way  in  life.  Although 
guys  like  Lucas  and  Bryn  are 


probably  not  the  answers  to  her 
problems. 

Next  we  encounter  Ginger,  a 
young  freshman  in  high  school 
forced  to  grow  up  far  too  fast. 
Ginger’s  mother  is  a prostitute, 
and  leaves  Ginger  alone  almost 
all  day  to  watch  her  siblings  and 
help  her  grandmother  around  the 
house. 

Ginger  eventually  finds  an 
outlet  for  her  pain  as  well  as  a 


way  to  get  the  love  she  misses 
from  her  mother.  In  some  cases  it 
is  just  better  to  hold  your  pain  in 
rather  than  let  it  out. 

Finally  we  meet  Cody,  a high 
school  student  from  Nevada,  just 
trying  to  deal  with  his  hormones 
and  keep  his  family  together. 
After  a death  in  the  family  and 
an  involvement  in  drugs,  Cody 
turns  to  gambling  to  try  and  make 
ends  meet.  Soon  though  gambling 
takes  over  his  life  and  even  his 


girlfriend  Ronnie  might  not  be 
able  to  save  him. 

By  the  end  of  the  book  all  of 
the  characters  lives  have  become 
intertwined  in  the  darkest  comers 
of  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  At  this  point 
all  of  the  characters  have  dealt 
with  traumas,  drugs,  gambling 
and  even  prostitution. 

The  things  they  have  been 
through  all  become  intertwined, 
as  these  five  teens  struggle 
to  survive, 
growing  up  a 
little  too  fast. 

Hopkins 
will  keep  you 
reading  and 
guessing  until  the  end,  trying  to 
figure  out  how  these  people’s  lives 
will  become  one,  as  well  as  what 
consequences  these  characters 
will  face  or  suffer  through. 

Overall  Tricks  is  yet  another 
amazing  addition  to  Hopkins's 
poetic,  teen-angst  novels.

Angelou,”  said  Rock.  “She  was 
telling  me  stories  about  all  of 
these  old,  black  celebrities  like 
Cab  Callaway,  Sammy  Davis  [Jr.] 
and  all  of  these  people.” 

And  yet,  with  the  fame  and 
notoriety  that 
came  with  the 
interviewees, 
celebrity 
was  never 
a factor, 
according  to 
Rock. 

“The  topic 
is  a topic  in 
which  all  that  other  famous  crap 
goes  out  of  the  window,”  he  said. 
“There  is  just  something  about 
the  topic  that  just  strips  all  of  that 
stuff  away." 

Rock  hopes  what  doesn’t  get 
taken  away  from  the  film  by 
audiences  is  that  he  is  out  to  make 
a huge  expectancy  for  social 


change.

“I  am  absolutely  not  trying  to 
start  a change  of  any  sort,"  he 
continued.  “I  am  trying  to  make 
a funny  movie  that  is  entertaining 
and  thought-provoking.  This 
movie  will  change  hair  the  same 
way  ‘We  Are  the  World’  got  rid 


of  world 
hunger — it’s 
not  going 
to  happen. 

Movies  don’t 
do  that,  music 
doesn’t  do

“The  biggest  struggle  for  us 
has  been  incorporating  a majority 
of  new  players  with  just  a few 
veterans,  and  the  reassigning 
of  positions  due  to  season 
ending  injuries,”  said  head  coach 
Gino  Di  Nardo.

She  has  totaled  139 
saves  for  the  year,  just  1 3 shy  of 
her  school  record  of  152  which 
she  set  last  year. 

On  Sept.  19,  she  scored  the 
Lady  Wolves  lone  goal  on  a 
penalty  kick  in  a 1-1  tie  after  two 
overtimes.

On  Thursday,  Oct.  22, 
from  12:30  p.m.  to  1:30  p.m.. 
Domestic  Violence  Awareness 
celebrated  its  5,h  annual  panel 
meeting.  With  the  conference 
room  filled  with  faculty,  staff, 
and  students  more  people  had 
attended  this  meeting  than  ever 
before. 

Some  of  you  may  not  know. 


but  the  month  of  October  is 
known  as  Domestic  Violence 
Awareness  month.  This  month 
celebrates  survivors  of  domestic 
violence,  honors  those  who  were 
lost  to  domestic  violence  and 
creates  awareness  to  domestic 
violence. 

At  this  panel  meeting,  there 
were  many  speakers  speaking 
against  domestic  violence  and 
what  others  can  do  to  prevent 
it  from  happening.  The  first 


speaker  was  Heather  Meyers, 
Assist.  State’s  Attorney,  who 
was  assisted  by  Kathy  Craven, 
an  advocate,  in  which  they  spoke 
about  “Domestic  Violence  and 
the  Law.” 

Meyers  stated  that  domestic 
violence  was  a crime  known 
as  battery.  It  is  a felony  and 
offenders  are  arrested,  and  when 
arrested,  reports  go  to  the  office. 
There  is  a separate  unit  that  deals 
with  domestic  violence  and  with 


that  separate  unit,  is  a separate 
court  room.  Cases/reports  are 
reviewed  for  charges,  and  when 
charged,  the  offender  is  put  in 
jail. 

This  is  where  Craven  comes 
in  and  is  the  advocate  for  the 
victims,  telling  the  victims  what 
they  should  do  and  helping 
them  through  the  court  process. 
Unfortunately,  90%  of  victims 
of  domestic  violence  become 
uncooperative  and  do  not  follow 


through  with  charges  because 
they  only  want  their  offender  to 
get  help. 

Following  Meyers  speech 
was  Carrie  Clausen.  Clausen 
use  to  work  in  management 
for  domestic  violence,  but 
left  to  work  in  counseling. 
She  gave  her  speech  on  “The 
Cycle  of  Violence,  Perpetrators 
Characteristics”  and  why  it  hasj

1 5th,  students  from 
Joliet  Junior  College, 
including  myself,  went  down 
to  the  capitol  in  Springfield,  111. 
to  attend  the  student  rally  for 
the  Monetary  Award  Program 
(MAP)  Grants,  as  well  as  lobby 
legislators. 

Nicole  Spencer,  Ryan  Gue, 
Allyson  Poljack,  Marla  Harris 
and  Noel  Salazar  accompanied 
me.  Amy  Sims,  the  coordinator 
for  the  Holistic  Wellness  Program 
at  JJC,  served  as  our  advisor 
and  drove  a JJC  van.  Jeff  Julian, 


director  of  communications  and 
external  relations,  also  attended 
and  arranged  for  us  to  meet  JJC’s 
lobbyist,  as  well  as  coordinated 
our  meetings  with  key  legislators 
in  JJC’s  district. 

Over  2000  students  from 
schools  all  across  the  state  of 
Illinois  rallied  in  the  state  capitol 
to  persuade  legislators  to  restore 
funding  to  the  MAP  Grants. 
Times  before  and  after  the  rally 
were  designated  for  students  to 
meet  with  their  legislators  and 
convince  them  of  the  importance 
of  the  grants  to  the  138,000 
students  throughout  the  state  who 
received  them  in  the  fall.  We,  as 
representatives  of  JJC,  met  and 
talked  with  Senator  A.  J.  Wilhelmi, 
Representative  Jack  McGuire  and 
Representative  Renee  Kosel. 

As  a result  of  student  efforts 
across  the  state  of  Illinois,  state

legislators  have  given  Governor 
Quinn  the  authority  to  pay  $205 
million  to  fund  the  grants  for  the 
Spring  2010  semester.  Governor 
Quinn  signed  the  bill  on  Oct.  1 8th, 
allowing  students  and  colleges  to 
plan  for  the  grants  at  that  time. 
However,  the  source  of  funding 
for  the  grants  is  not  exactly  clear, 
and  there  are  no  concrete  plans 
for  being  able  to  continue  funding 
in  future  semesters. 

Although  regaining  the  funding 
for  the  Spring  semester  is  an 
incredible  victory  for  Illinois 
students,  and  for  students  at  JJC, 
continual  efforts  will  need  to 
be  made  to  ensure  the  future  of 
MAP. 

The  best  way  to  provide 
consistent  pressure  on  legislators 
and  the  governor  to  maintain  the 


MAP  Grant  Program  is  to  contact 
them,  visit  them  in  person,  or  send 
them  letters  explaining  your  own 
personal  experiences  in  paying 
for  school  and  letting  them  know 
the  impact  it  will  have  to  lose 
funding  for  MAP. 

I want  to  thank  and

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Dealing  with  anger

Anger  is  an  emotion 
that  we  have  all 
experienced  that  can 
range  from  mild  irritation  to  full 
blown  rage.  Anger  usually  comes 
from  a perception  of  an  attack 
against  our  self  or  our  ideas  and 
we  all  have  different  ways  of 
dealing  with  our  anger. 

Anger  that  is  not  dealt  with 
can  often  have  dire  effects 
on  our  bodies,  minds  and 
relationships.  In  a study  entitled 
“Anger  Management:  A Holistic 
Approach”  from  the  Journal  of 
the  American  Psychiatric  Nurses 
Association, 
it  states  that 
a holistic 
approach 
to  anger 
management 
can  not  only 
give  you 
healthy  ways 
to  deal  with 
anger,  but 
also  teach  you  how  to  change 
your  perceptions  about  anger  so 
that  you  can  better  handle  anger 
provoking  events  in  life. 

According  to  the  study,  the 
most  important  thing  to  remember 
about  anger  is  that  it  is  not  an 
event  that  causes  anger,  but  what 
a person  thinks  about  the  event. 
We  have  all  seen  someone  get 
overtly  angry  about  something 
that  we  think  is  no  big  deal  and 
vice  versa.  Every  individual  has 
a different  perception  about  the 
things  that  make  them  angry  and 
if  we  can  change  our  thoughts,  we 
can  change  our  reactions. 

Often  times,  our  anger  comes 
from  a feeling  of  needing  to  be 
right  or  feeling  that  our  ideas  are 
being  attacked  because  someone 
has  a different  opinion  than  us. 
Practicing  open  mindedness  can 
help  us  to  be  tolerant  of  another’s 
ideas  and  listen  even  if  we  think 
we  might  be  right. 


Having  an  open  mind  can  help 
us  decide  if  a situation,  such  as 
an  argument,  is  really  worth  our 
time  and  energy  or  if  it  should  be 
ignored.  The  study  recommends 
asking  yourself,  “would  I rather 
be  right  or  happy?” 

Anger  also  comes  from  the 
pent  up  stress  of  daily  life.  Often 
we  become  stressed  through  the 
hustle  and  bustle  of  school,  work, 
family,  friends,  etc.  and  do  not  give 
ourselves  anytime  for  relaxation  or 
for  the  release  of  tension  through 
physical  activity.  By  practicing 
relaxation  techniques  daily  such 
as  meditation,  breathing  exercises 
and  visualization,  you  can  train 
your  body  to  remember  what  it 
feels  like  to  be  in 
a relaxed  state. 

Then  when 
you  are  presented 
with  an  anger 
provoking  event, 
you  can  easily 
bring  yourself 
into  a relaxed 
state  and  deal 
with  the  event 
mindfully.  Also,  daily  physical 
activity  can  help  you  to  release 
stored  up  tension  and  cortisol 
(stress  hormone),  and  release 
endorphins  (feel  good  chemicals) 
that  help  you  to  relax  and  get  a 
better  night’s  sleep. 

Two  common  misconceptions 
that  the  study  explains  about 
anger  are  that  anger  is  bad,  and 
that  anger  is  not  our  fault.  In  truth, 
anger  is  not  bad,  it  is  an  emotion, 
and  it  is  how  we  deal  with  our 
anger  that  can  be  labeled  as  bad. 
Ask  yourself  if  how  you  dealt 
with  a situation  was  effective 
or  ineffective  and  do  not  judge 
yourself  in  terms  of  bad  or  good. 

Blaming  others  for  our  anger 
is  also  unhealthy  because  we 
are  not  taking  responsibility  for 
our  emotions.  When  we  take 
responsibility  for  our  emotions 
we  become  more  self  aware, 
more  attuned  to  our  needs  and 
more  forgiving  of  ourselves. 


Every  individual  has 
a different  perception 
about  the  things  that 
make  them  angry, 
and  if  we  can  change 
our  thoughts,  we  can 
change  our  reactions.

JJC  celebrates  National  Day  on  Writing

Writing  is  something  that 
everyone  does,  from  taking  notes 
in  class,  to  sending  your  friend 
a text  message.  The  National 
Council  of  Teachers  of  English 
(NCTE)  acknowledged  this  and 
wanted  to  draw  attention  to  the 
variety  of  writing  we  engage  in  by 
having  Oct.  20'\  2009  declared  as 
the  National  Day  on  Writing. 

NCTE  contacted  English 
professor  and  faculty  advisor  of 
JJC’s  creative  arts  magazine,  the 
Wordeater,  Adam  Heidenreich, 
asking  if  he  would  help  host  the 
first  annual  National  Day  on 
Writing  event  at  JJC.

on  Oct.  20  Heidenreich,  with 
the  assistance  of  other  English 
professors  at  JJC,  set  up  the 
event. 

The  event  included  board 
games  like  Apples  to  Apples, 
Scrabble  and  Funglish,  a board 
game,  that  students  could  openly 
play,  along  with  Ad-Lib,  a writing 
game. 

In  addition,  students  could 
enter  a variety  of  writing  contests, 
such  as  the  Talk  Like  Shakespeare 
Contest  where  students  would 
take  a modem  song  and  translate  a 
verse  or  two  into  a Shakespearean 
language. 

Other  contests  included  die 
Cut-Ups  Poetry,  Haiku,  Open 
Mic,  Postcard  Story  and  Art  Poem 


contests.  The  winners  of  each 
contest  received  $10  gift  cards  to 
Barnes  & Noble. 

“I  really  liked  the  turn-out,” 
said  Heidenreich,  “Especially 
considering  that  this  is  its  first 
year,  next  year  should  be  even 
better!” 

Not  only  was  there  the 
National  Day  on  Writing  event 
on  the  bridge,  but  JJC  students 
and  faculty  were  also  given  the 
chance  to  submit  their  works  of 
poetry  and  prose  to  the  National 
Gallery  of  Writing.

not  stopped.  1/3  of  women  are 
victims  of  domestic  violence  and 
less  than  3%  of  men  are  victims. 
97%  of  women  are  victims  of 
domestic  violence  by  men.  The 
cycle  starts  with  "Attention 
Building  Phase,”  which  means 
the  offender  is  set  off  by  anything 
the  victim  does. 

The  next  is  “Something 
Happens,"  like  an  attack,  physical 
harm,  name  calling  (emotional 
abuse),  or  blaming  her  (yelling). 
With  this  comes  “Disbelief’  and 
leaves  the  victim  asking  herself, 
“What  did  I do”  or  “Did  this  just 
really  happen?” 

Then  it's  “Counseling”  where 
the  offender  says  he’ll  go  and 
get  help  and  become  better,  but 
excuses  come  into  play  such  as 
“I’ll  go  next  week  when  we  have 
more  money”  or  “I’m  too  busy  to 
go  right  now,  but  I’ll  go  as  soon 
as  I’m  not.”  Then  the  relationship 
goes  into  the  “Honeymoon  Phase” 
where  he  is  apologizing  all  the 
time,  saying  he’s  sorry,  that  he 
loves  you  and  it  will  never  happen 
again,  and  he  didn’t  mean  any 
of  it,  and  unfortunately  she  falls 
into  it  and  has  hope  once  more. 
After  this  phase,  the  cycle  starts 
all  over  again  with  the  “Attention 
Building  Phase”  and  will  not  stop 


until  something  is  done. 

Domestic  violence  is  not  only 
battery,  but  also  sexual  violence. 
Samantha  Mosher,  Guardian 
Angel  Convention  Coordinator, 
gave  her  speech  on  the  topic  of 
“Sexual  Violence  as  Domestic 
Violence;  Prevention  of  Domestic 
Violence.”  Sexual  violence  is  also 
known  as  sexual  assault  such  as 
rape  or  sexual  harassment.  With 
this,  follows  the  victims  telling 
themselves,  “I’m 
the  only  one”  or 
“It  won’t  happen 
again.” 

Also  this 
impacts  the 

victims  majorly 
with  constant 
flashbacks,  nightmares,  difficulty 
falling  or  staying  asleep,  anger 
and  rage,  difficulty  concentrating, 
anxiety  and  panic,  self-blame, 
guilt,  shame,  emotional  numbing, 
or  physical  symptoms  and  health 
problems. 

When  a victim  goes  through 
sexual  assault/domestic  violence, 
they  only  want  to  be  alone,  but 
they  should  seek  help  from  an 
advocate  because  no  one  should 
go  through  something  this  horrible 
alone.  Guardian  Angel  offers  free 
counseling  and  advocates  that 
you  can  speak  with  and  help  you 
along  the  way  to  healing  and  the 


process  of  preventing  it  from  ever 
happening  again. 

To  prevent  sexual  assault/ 
domestic  violence,  look  for  the 
warning  signs  like  your  gut 
feeling  telling  you  something  is 
wrong  and  use  something  from 
getting  hurt  like  your  car  keys  or 
pepper  spray.  So  many  people  are 
looking  to  be  in  a relationship  that 
they  want  but  do  not  need,  and 
this  leads  to  domestic  violence 


because  victims  will  “put  up”with 
anything  to  just  have  someone. 

Commander  Melvin  Cornelius 
of  JJC's  Police  Department  is 
doing  his  part  by  speaking  about 
“Domestic  Violence  and  Orders 
of  Protection.”  An  Order  of 
Protection  is  based  on  a twofold 
test.  The  first  is  the  victim’s 
relationship  with  the  defendant 
and  the  second  is  whether  or 
not  a domestic  violence  crime 
has  been  committed.  If  both 
do  not  apply,  then  the  victim 
would  have  the  option  to  file  an 
Injunction  Against  Harassment, 
which  prohibits  the  offender  from 


harassing  or  harming  the  victim 
or  another  person. 

Cornelius  also  stated  that  the 
JJCPD  offers  several  different 
programs  to  help  domestic 
violence  victims  feel  and  stay  safe. 
One  of  the  programs  they  offer  is 
the  “Cell  Phones  Program"  where 
in  verified  cases  of  domestic 
violence,  the  victim  is  given  a 
Nextcl  walkie  talkie  cell  phone 
for  loan  for  a period  of  time. 

Another  program 
is  the  “Student  Escort 
Program"  which  JJCPD 
staff  is  available  to  escort 
anyone  who  requests 
to  be  escorted  to  their 
vehicles.  If  any  victims 
arc  interested  in  getting 
involved  in  any  of  the  domestic 
violence  programs,  all  they  would 
have  to  do  is  visit  campus  police 
and  talk  with  them  because  they 
arc  here  to  help! 

Amy  Sims,  Student  Services 
andHolisticWellnessCoordinator, 
who  put  together  the  Domestic 
Violence  Awareness  Panel  had 
several  comments  when  asked 
how  she  felt  about  domestic 
violence.  “It’s  an  unfortunate 
part  of  our  society.  No  one  likes 
domestic  violence,”  said  Sims. 
“In  the  80’s  everyone  was  talking 
about  HIV-aids,  the  90’s  they 
were  talking  about  cancer,  and 


now  domestic  violence  is  the  huge 
issue  and  we’re  still  not  talking 
about  it  openly.  The  awareness 
needs  to  become  stronger.” 

Sims  was  pleased  with  the 
turnout  at  the  meeting. 

“I  was  very  excited  with  the 
tum  out  because  it  was  such  a 
large  crowd.  I think  we’re  finally 
getting  to  a part  of  our  community 
where  faculty,  staff  and  students 
are  becoming  more  supportive  of 
domestic  violence,”  she  said. 

Sims  put  this  meeting  together 
to  show  faculty,  staff,  students, 
and  even  others  that  domestic 
violence  is  out  there  and 
happening  all  around  us. 

“Holding  these  types  of 
meetings  gives  us  the  opportunity 
to  promote  ourselves  on  campus 
and  allows  students  to  get  the 
proper  help  they  need.  And  soon 
enough  the  abuser  will  catch  on 
and  realize  what  they’re  doing  is 
wrong  and  the  victim  will  realize 
they  can  get  help.” 

She  wants  everyone  to  know 
there  is  help  out  there,  and  for  all 
of  us,  men  and  women,  to  put  an 
end  to  domestic  violence.  Take  a 
stand  by  saying  something  when 
you  sec  someone  hit  another 
person.  Don’t  just  sit  there,  watch 
and  let  it  happen.  Do  something! 
Do  your  part  and  fight  against 
domestic  violence.

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The  New  Generation  of  Facebookers

As  a college  student,  Saturday 
nights  usually  equate  to  one 
thing  - party.  With  the  music 
going,  the  laughs  are  nonstop, 
you'll  have  good  memories  (of 
what  you  can  recall).  However, 
the  next  morning  when  you  log 
into  your  Facebook,  you  have  a 
few  unpleasant  surprises. 

One  - the  pictures  you've 
been  "tagged”  in  are  less  than 
flattering,  possibly  illegal,  and 
two  - a comment  on  your  wall 
that  says,  “We  need  to  talk. 
NOW.”  As  mortifying  as  this 
may  sound,  many  teens  are  now 
experiencing  exactly  this  - the 
life  of  being  friends  with  their 
parents  on  Facebook. 

In  2004,  Mark  Zuckerberg 
launched  the  networking  site 
as  a means  for  college  students 
to  connect  with  one  another. 
The  site  was  so  strictly  focused 
towards  the  college  population 
that  in  order  to  make  a profile, 
one  had  to  have  a legitimate 
college  email  address  just  to  log 

This  changed,  however,  in 
2005  when  the  website  then 
allowed  high  school  students  to 
access  the  network.  Though  this 
drew  some  controversy,  the  true 
media  storm  hit  in  2006  when 
Zuckerberg  made  the  website 
accessible  to  the  general  public 
- now  your  sister  in  7lb  grade, 


your  grandmother  and  your  boss 
could  know  exactly  how  you  spent 
your  Saturday  night. 

With  Facebook 's  new  “open 
door”  policy,  the  website 
flourished  with  a whole  new  age 
group.  As  of  July  2009,  over  70 
thousand  people 
were  accessing 
the  popular 
networking  site, 
according  to 
Inside  Network. 

What’s  even 
more  surprising 
is  that  over  60  percent  of  the  users 
were  age  26  and  over.  With  parents 
logging  on  every  day,  students  are 
beginning  to  wonder  how  this  will 
impede  their  privacy. 

JJC  student  Amanda  Kramer 
sees  the  situation  two  ways. 
With  the  majority  of  her  family 
logging  into  Facebook,  including 
her  grandmothers,  she  feels  both 
connected  and  discouraged  on  the 
networking  site. 

“I  can  talk  to  family  who  are 
out  of  state  more  easily,”  said 
Kramer. 

Not  all  Facebook  users  have 
been  as  amicable.  JJC  student 
Ashten  Circelli  is  glad  her  parents 
do  not  access  the  networking  site. 

“I  wouldn’t  be  able  to  stand 
it,”  said  Circelli.  “Not  only  would 
it  be  an  invasion  of  my  privacy, 
the  last  thing  I need  is  either  of 
my  parents  commenting  on  my 
friends’  walls.”  Following  suite, 
since  2006,  countless  numbers  of 


“Anti-Parent  User”  groups  have 
popped  up  on  Facebook.  One  user 
of  the  group  “Kids  Against  Parents 
With  Facebooks”  writes:  “Why 
would  a parents  want  a Facebook, 
it’s  like  if  they  went  on  your  dates 
with  you.” 


Although  Kramer  isn’t  lobbying 
against  parents,  her  opinion  treads 
the  same  line. 

“I’m  all  for  parents  being  on 
Facebook,”  said  Kramer.  “It’s 
good  for  them  to  reconnect  with 
their  own  friends,  but  I don’t  think 
that  they  should  pressure  their  kids 
to  be  friends  with  them.” 

Kramer  went  on  to  mention  that 
she  kindly  told  her  mother  that 
being  Facebook  friends  would  not 
be  an  option. 

“Sometimes,  you  don’t  want  to 
tell  your  family  everything,”  she 
said. 

With  new  adult  Facebookers 
taking  to  the  net,  one  has  to  wonder 
if  the  use  is  just  to  monitor  their 
teen  or  if  they  are  just  there  for 
the  same  reason  as  everyone  else? 
Joliet  resident  Cheryl  Kacinskas 
is  a mother  of  two,  and  yes,  has  a 
Facebook.  Since  joining  the  ranks 
of  parental  Facebookers,  she  has 
been  able  to  reconnect  with  family 


and  friends  she  hasn’t  spoken  to 
since  high  school. 

“I’m  so  happy  to  reconnect  with 
old  pals,”  said  Kacinskas.  “It’s 
always  a laugh  to  see  what  photos 
from  the  past  someone  will  post 
on  the  site.” 

Although 
Kacinskas’ 
daughters  are 
not  yet  old 
enough  to  access 
the  networking 
site,  she  readily 
agrees  that 
they  will  have  her  permission  to. 
Kacinskas’  daughters  Sara,  8,  and 
Valerie,  10,  don’t  find  issue  with 
their  mom  having  a profile. 

“I  would  be 
friends  with 
my  mom,”  said 
Sara. 

Now  with 
the  sanctity 
of  students’ 
privacy  at 
risk,  one  has 
to  wonder 
whether  the 
popular  social 
network  will 
be  buried  with 
other  techno 
fads  of  the  past 
like  Xanga  and 
Livejournal. 

In  July  alone, 
users  age  1 8- 
25  logging 
decreased 


600  thousand,  but  Kramer  argues 
that  parents  aren’t  the  cause  of 
it. 

“You  don’t  have  to  accept 
your  family  as  friends  - you  can 
always  keep  your  page  private,” 
said  Kramer.  “I  have  even  heard 
that  people  have  two  [profiles] 

- one  for  their  family  and  one  for 
their  friends.” 

Whether  this  new  trend  will 
result  in  students  having  multiple 
profiles,  one  thing  is  certain 

- when  Saturday  night  comes 
around,  behave  as  though  your 
mother  will  see  the  pictures. 
Because,  thanks  to  Facebook, 
chances  are  she  will.

guy  can  strike  a good  argument  even  if  his  methods 
are  questionable. 

Simply  put,  there  is  no  arguing  that  his  latest 
film  Capitalism:  A Love  Story  asks  painful  and 
challenging  questions. 

Being  the  Michael  Moore  enthusiast  that  1 am. 

I have  to  say  that  if  you  are  the  type  of  Moore  fan 
who  goes  in  thinking  this  is  a laugh  out 
loud  comedy  like  his  previous  films;  you 
are  going  to  be  in  for  quite  a shock  as 
this  lilm  has  a more  focused  and  matter 
of  fact  kind  of  tone. 

It's  easily  noticeable  from  the  first 
scene  that  Michael  Moore  has  been 
waiting  20  years  to  make  this  film  since 
his  first  film;  Roger  & Me  was  released  back  in 
1989. 

Capitalism:  A Love  Story  focuses  on  the  financial 
crisis  of  2007-2009  and  the  recovery  stimulus. 
Moore  does  not  say  that  Capitalism  itself  is  evil,  but 
that  what  Capitalism  has  become  is  evil.  As  with 
other  Michael  Moore  documentaries,  the  film  begins 
by  explaining  to  us  what  the  crisis  is.  followed  by 
individual  stories  of  everyday  citizens  (and  yes 
the  melodramatic  music  and  crying  Americans  arc 
here  too)  and  then  a huge  story  as  to  why  the  crisis 
happened,  then  finally,  what  we  can  do  to  solve  the 
problem. 

One  striking  story  that  Moore  tell  us  is  the 
concept  of  “dead  peasant  insurance."  Did  you  know 


that  companies  like  Wal-Mart  can  profit  from  the  life  if  more  kids  were  put  in  the  detention  center,  the  judge 

insurance  policies  of  its  own  employees?  Apparently  would  receive  more  money. 

The  film  shows  Moore  interviewing  the  veiy 
kids  that  were  held  in  that  institution  with  their 
reasoning  behind  why  they  were  put  there  in  the  first 
place.  With  one  such  reason  being  that  a kid  posted 
negative  comments  about  her  principal  on  Facebook. 
Shocking. 

Moore  cares  Jess  about  putting  himself  on  camera 
and  concentrates  more  on  presenting  us  his  case  as  to 
what  is  wrong  with  the  economy  and  what  is  wrong 
vith  Capitalism  in  general.  He  states  also  that  certain 


true  with  a few  such  cases  including  a single 
mom  whose  husband  passed  away  and  was  a fellow' 
employee  of  Wal-Mart  for  many,  many  years.  As 
Moore  claims,  Wal-Mart  collected  over  millions  of 
dollars  from  die  husband's  life  insurance  policy  and 
the  family  received  nothing. 

Anodier  small  point  that  Moore  makes  is  the  fact 
that  die  very  airline  pilots  who  fly  you  city  to  city, 
sometimes  country  to  country,  make  less  money  than 
die  people  who  mess  up  your  taco  order  in  Taco  Bell. 
That’s  right,  an  Airline  Pilot  makes  about  $15,000-

S25.000  a year,  not  a month,  a year. 

Seeing  as  how  I fly  on  airplanes  more  than  1 go  to 
Taco  Bell  (because  it  is  fake  Mexican  food),  the  fact 
that  the  airline  pilots  that  are  flying  me  and  my  family 
safely  to  Brazil  this  winter  break  are  not  receiving  a 
pay  check  that  is  more  than  the  Taco  Bell  employees 
in  Brazil,  just  kind  of  scares  me.

The  story  talks  about  a detention  center  that 
was  housing  children  for  long  periods  of  time  and  most 
of  the  patients  were  not  even  troubled  or  mentally  ill 
in  any  way  at  all. 

The  tw’ist  is  that  the  judge  was  receiving  kick  backs 
to  hold  more  kids  in  the  detention  center.  Basically  put. 


•country,  like  healthcare,  should  contain 
elements  of  socialism  (the  other  -ism  as 
the  film  hilariously  calls  it). 

He  also  shows  us  the  footage  of 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt's  speech 
for  a second  Bill  of  Rights  that  would 
guarantee  all  Americans  “a  Useful  job,  a 
decent  home,  adequate  health  care,  and  a 
good  education.”  Until  nowr,  this  footage 
apparently  was  never  viewed  but  heard  on  the  radio  at 
the  time  it  was  broadcasted. 

I could  go  on  and  on  about  the  topics  that  Michael 
Moore  shows  us  in  this  movie  but  the  point  is  that 
even  with  the  film’s  faults  (It  sometimes  loses  focus 
and  drags;  the  scene  involving  religion  does  not  add 
anything  to  the  film  at  all),  this  is  a film  that  you  need 
to  see  for  yourself  and  debate  with  your  peers.  * 
The  film  ends  with  an  inspirational  message  about 
how  it  is  up  to  us  to  make  the  difference  and  fight 
back.  If  1 would  compare  this  to  his  other  films,  I 
would  say  that  Capitalism:  A Love  Story  is  his  3,d 
best  film,  behind  Roger  & Me  and  Sicko.  Having  said 
all  that,  Capitalism:  A Love  Story  is  an  entertaining 
documentary  from  start  to  finish.

Dan  Brown  follows 
'Da  Vinci  Code' 
hit  success  with 
'The  Lost  Symbol'

Dan  Brown  is  a writer  who 
loves  more  than  just  a good 
mystery.  He  seems  to  love  the 
lore  of  the  unknown  and  the 
possibility  that  it  might  lead  to  an 
earth-shattering  discovery. 

He  is  a writer  who  seamlessly 
writes  about  the  unknown  and 
mysteries  that  have  been  talked 
about  for  years  if  not  centuries, 
while  making  them  seem  like  it 
all  could  be  right  in  front  of  you. 

He  gets  you  involved  with  not 
only  the  characters,  but  also  the 
history  behind  all  the  buildings 
and  artifacts  that  he  genuinely 
intertwines  into  his  novels. 

If  you  have  not  read  a Dan 
Brown  novel,  you  may  think  that 
it’s  funny  how  a reader  could  get 
so  involved  in  the  artifacts  and  the 
meanings  that  they  have  around 
them,  but  it  is  truly  amazing. 

My  sister  and  I were  two  of 
these  so  called  “fanatics”  about 
the  history  behind  the  story.  It’s 
funny  to  think  back  now  on  this, 
for  when  I went  to  Paris,  France; 
all  my  sister  could  say  was  that 
I had  to  make 
it  to  the  Louvre 
so  that  I could 
take  a picture 
of  Mona  Lisa 
for  her  and  that 
I should  go  see 
the  Vatican  just 
because  Robert 
Langdon  went 
there. 

His  new  book, 

The  Lost  Symbol 
is  no  different  in  the  way  that  it 
will  make  you  want  to  get  up  and 
go  to  Washington  D.C.  just  to  take 
a look  at  the  places  that  Langdon 
traveled  to. 

Brown  throws  Robert 
Langdon  of  now  three  novels, 
into  Washington  D.C.  This  time, 
Langdon  is  to  delve  into  the 
ancient  mysteries  of  the  Masonic 
“cult”  and  rescue  not  only  the 
ancient  artifacts,  but  also  his 
friends  from  the  face  of  danger 
and  destruction. 

This  novel  is  consistent  with 
the  rest  of  Brown’s  action/mystery 
novels.  It  contains  severed 
body  parts,  a minor  love  fling,  a 
historical  finding  which  will  help 
solve  the  riddle,  and  of  course,  a 
friend  who  seems  to  know  all  the 
minor  little  details  that  help  fill  in 
the  story. 

Now,  before  I start  to  explain 
my  view  and  opinion  of  Brown’s 
newest  book,  I would  like  to  state 
that  it  was  a very  good  read  and 
that,  if  you  liked  his  previous 
four  books,  this  one  will  be  no 
different. 

Stating  that  though,  I do  believe 
that  this  book  had  very  little 
deviation  from  Brown’s  first  two 
books  in  which  Robert  Langdon 
was  the  main  character.  He  again 
puts  Langdon  into  a situation 


in  which  he  has  to  solve  these 
ancient  mysteries  with  minimal 
help  and  little  time. 

Did  you  ever  notice  that  Robert 
Langdon  has  probably  gone 
through  these  three  adventures  in 
about  one  and  a half  to  two  weeks 
tops?  Amazing,  I believe,  since 
all  of  these  mysteries  that  he  has 
solved  have  been  kept  secret  for 
hundreds  of  years. 

Also,  how  come  there  is  always 
a beautiful  woman  that  he  is  either 
attracted  to  or  about  to  hook  up 
with?  Robert  Langdon ’s  character 
has  taken  on  an  almost  Indiana 
Jones  quality  in  that  he  picks  up  a 
different  woman 
with  every  new 
adventure. 

Maybe  these 
writers  are  trying 
to  tell  us  that 
history  teachers 
who  go  into  an 
ancient  study  get 
all  the  women, 
and  if  we  liked 
their  adventure, 
that  we  should 
follow  close  behind. 

Another  thing  that  kind  of 
irritates  me  is  the  fact  that 
Langdon  seemed  to  have  an  almost 
superhuman  strength  about  him. 
Although  everyone  around  him 
seems  to,  at  one  point  or  another, 
give  in  a little,  he  did  not.  No 
matter  what  trouble  he  got  into  he 
always  seemed  to  get  out  and  get 
one  step  ahead.  And  even  when 
in  trouble,  he  still  seemed  able  to 
function  more  intelligently  than 
most  people  do  in  their  prime. 

The  ending  though  was,  in  my 
opinion,  the  worst  of  his  books 
so  far.  Brown  makes  Langdon 
go  through  so  much  during  the 
story  and  then  suddenly,  he  plops 
him  down  at  the  ending.  It  was 
the  sole  difference  out  of  all  of 
Brown’s  previous  novels  because 
Langdon  never  actually  solved 
the  mystery;  it  was  almost  handed 
to  him.  And  then,  the  story  just 
ends.  It  just  did  not  seem  to  fit  in 
with  the  story  or  with  Brown’s 
style  of  writing  at  all. 

All  in  all,  I liked  the  story. 

I wish  that  it  had  differed  in 
regards  to  his  other  books,  but 
it  was  a novel  which  I could  not 
put  down,  all  the  same.  It  kept  me 
intrigued  and  had  me  guessing  at 
all  the  twists  and  turns  and  in  the 
end,  left  me  wanting  more.

The  Lady  Wolves  would  suffer 
a setback  at  the  hands  of  Madison 
Area  Technical  College  22-25, 
22-25,  18-25  on  Oct.  17.  Despite 


the  loss,  the  Lady  Wolves  were 
much  more  competitive  this  time 
around  after  scoring  less  than  15 
points  in  two  of  three  games  the 
last  time  around  against  Madison.

Parking  tickets 
can  be  appealed

While  the  college  is  focusing 
on  “Building  a better  JJC," 
students  are  trying  to  understand 
the  parking  rules.  People  who 
receive  a ticket  have  two  options 
to  either  pay  the  ticket  or  they 
can  appeal  it. 

In  order  to  appeal  or  pay  the 
ticket,  go  through  the  J door  to 
the  front  window.  If  a student 
pays  a parking  ticket  before  the 
first  15  days  the  fine  is  $10  after 
that  it  is  $ 1 5 for  a regular  parking 
violation,  other  violations  can  go 
up  to  $250. 

In  order  to  appeal  the  fine, 
it  has  to  be  before  the  first  15 
days  and  a student  must  fill  out 
the  appeal  application.  Your 
application  will  be  reviewed 
by  the  campus  police  and  the 
student  will  receive  a letter  in  the 


mail  telling  them  whether  or  not 
their  appeal  has  been  approved. 

If  the  appeal  is  approved  then 
the  student  docs  not  have  to 
pay  the  fine,  but  if  the  appeal 
is  denied,  the  person  will  be 
notified  and  will  have  15  days  to 
pay  the  original  fine  amount  or  it 
will  double. 

Only  certain  situations  call  for 
an  appeal  and  will  be  approved 
by  the  campus  police.  To  ensure

Veterans  service  organizations 
supported  the  idea  and  in  1954  a 
bill  was  passed  which  replaced 
Armistice  Day  with  Veterans  Day 
and  it’s  been  known  that  ever 
since.

Although  you  may  argue 
that  it’s  your  integral  instinct  to 
“spread  your  seed,”  why  don’t 
you  try  to  keep  your  pants  on? 
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Thinking  green 
with  Xeriscaping 


The  term  “green 
gardening"  might 
seem  redundant. 

Isn’t  gardening,  by  definition, 
green?  Not  when  we  consider 
that  some  gardens  require  so 
much  water,  fertilizer  and  various 
fungal  and  insect  sprays  to  keep 
them  alive  that  it  does  more  harm 
than  good  to  our  environment. 
I became  interested  in  “green 
gardening”  and  decided  to  put 
together  a water-wise  garden 
myself  this  year.  I was  inspired 
by  an  article  I had  read  about  the 
benefits  of  Xeriscaping,  a term 
coined  in  Colorado  from  the 
Greek  word  “xeros,”  meaning  dry. 
Not  only  is  Xeriscaping  better  for 
our  environment  by  using  far  less 
resources,  it  also  requires  much 
less  work  and  money  on  our  part. 
It  is  a misconception  that  a xeric 
garden  has  to  be  arid,  sparse 
and  lacking  in 
color.  There 
is  a surprising 
array  of  plants 
that  are  tolerant 
of  drought  and 
require  little  care. 

For  instance,  in 
my  perennial 
xeric  garden, 

I have  several 
varieties  of 
lavender,  allium, 
blue  star  juniper,  dianthus, 
salivia,  beardtongue  and  a variety 
of  sedums. 

Other  low-maintenance 

plants  include  yarrow,  Russian 
sage,  hummingbird  mint, 
artemisia,  tickseed,  gaillardia, 
some  iris  as  well  as  the  usual 
echinacea  and  coneflowers. 
When  planting  your  Xeriscape,  the 
plants  should  be  watered  regularly 
until  established  and  after  that, 
only  as  needed.  In  my  case,  I 
planted  my  garden  in  May  and 
after  the  plants  were  established  I 
did  not  need  to  water  it  even  once. 
A key  to  a successful  xeric  garden 
is  having  well-drained  soil.  I did 
a raised  bed  with  a soil  mixture 
including  sand,  some  pea  gravel 
and  some  organic  material.  It’s 
best  not  to  go  too  heavy  with  the 
organic  material,  as  most  plants 
considered  xeric  do  not  need 
much  fertilizing  and  over-doing  it 


could  shorten  their  lifespan. 

This  fall,  I did  a light  fertilizing 
with  a compost  tea  to  give  my 
green  friends  a boost  as  they  are 
collecting  nutrients  for  next  year. 
Being  water-wise  does  not  have  to 
stop  at  the  garden.  A lush  lawn  is 
beautifultolookatandcomfortable 
to  walk  upon  but  requires  a lot 
of  water  to  keep  it  looking  nice. 
By  keeping  your  standard  grasses 
like  Kentucky  bluegrass  only  in 
the  areas  that  you  use  most  often, 
you  can  save  water  and  time.  In 
the  farther  reaches  of  the  yard, 
replace  traditional  grass  with 
buffalo  grass  or  native  grasses. 

“Legacy”  is  a buffalo  grass 
that  has  been  improved  to  look 
more  like  bluegrass  turf  and  it 
actually  prefers  heavy  clay  soil. 
Another  option  is  to  replace  some 
of  your  lawn  with  water-wise 
groundcovers.  Not  only  does 
this  conserve 
resources  but 
it  adds  interest 
and  texture 
to  areas  that 
are  lacking. 
Replacing  some 
of  your  water- 
loving  lawn 
with  other 
alternatives 
saves  water, 
time,  fertilizer, 
etc . but  by  mowing  less  you  are  also 
reducing  the  pollutants  released 
in  the  atmosphere.  I recently 
read  that  one  hour  of  running 
your  lawnmower  emits  the  same 
amount  of  pollutants  as  driving 
an  average  car  for  twelve  hours 
You  do  not  have  to  sacrifice 
a traditional  lawn  or  even  a 
traditional  garden  to  reap  the 
benefits  of  Xeriscaping.  You 
can  intergrate  your  outdoor 
living  space  to  have  both.  Keep 
your  thirsty  lawn  to  areas  only 
where  you  will  really  enjoy  it 
and  keep  plants  which  require 
maintenance  and  watering 
together  and  closer  to  the  home. 
Even  replacing  a small  percentage 
of  your  yard  with  xeric  plants  will 
save  that  percentage  of  resources 
used.  With  all  the  interesting 
and  even  beautiful  options  in 
Xeriscaping,  there  is  every  reason 
to  go  green  in  the  garden.

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Preventing  hypertrophy 

Since  the  winter  months  are  rapidly  coming.  It's  a good  time  to 
worry  more  about  strength  and  less  about  hypertrophy.  Remember, 
with  strength  programs  comes  hypertrophy  (muscle  gain),  although 
at  a slower  pace.  The  stronger  you  are  the  more  muscle  you  are 
able  to  tear  down  and  rebuild.  One  of  the  better  strength  routines 
I've  read  is  a 4 day  split. 

Bench  press-  6 reps,  3 sets 
Dumbbell  flies  - 8 reps,  3 sets 
Tricep  rows  - 8 reps  3 sets

Tues/Fri: 

Squats  - 6 reps  3 sets 
Calf  raises  75  reps  1 set 
Deadlift-  5 reps  2 sets 
Overhead  press-  6 reps  3 sets 


Lateral  dumbbell  raises-  8 reps  3 sets 
Front  dumbbell  raises-  8 reps  3 sets 


Bent  rows  - 6 reps  3 sets 
Pullups  3 sets 

It's  recommended  this  routine  should  be  done  for  2 months,  and  then  switch  into 
higher  rep  ranges  of  8-12  to  avoid  becoming  stale  in  the  routine  and  plateuing.

The  Milky  Way 
Galaxy 

Our  galaxy  is  a beautiful 
spiral  galaxy,  with  its  spiral 
arms  in  a thin  disk.

that  students  will  not  be  issued  a 
ticket,  the  student  should  park  in 
designated  student  parking  areas, 
not  faculty  parking. 

Also  students  should  not  park 
in  the  handicapped  spots,  if  they 
are  not  handicapped,  or  park  in 
the  15  or  20  minute  parking  spots 
longer  then  indicated. 

As  the  winter  months  near,  it 
will  not  benefit  students  to  park 
in  these  areas  to  avoid  walking 


in  the  cold,  snow  and  slush.  It  is 
suggested  that  students  bundle  up 
and  wear  boots  on  days  when  the 
cold  and  snow  is  terrible.

After  a trip  to  Joliet  in  2008, 
Steve  Hinkle  felt  convinced  that 
God  wanted  him  to  leave  his 
youth  pastor  position  in  Virginia, 
move  his  family  to  Joliet  and  start 
a church  there  that  felt  more  like 
Jesus.

Hinkle  says  that  people  can 
expect  a church  that  focuses  on 
people  not  only  inside  the  church 
but  also  outside  it.

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Cartel  returns  to  their  glory  days 
with  third  album  'Cycles'

I remember  seeing 

Cartel  my  sophomore 
year  of  high  school 
with  The  Starting  Line  for  the 
Screaming  is  For  Babies  Tour 
in  2006.  Back  then,  the  only 
thing  people  knew  about  them 
was  that  they  were  a small 
pop-punk  act  from  Georgia. 

After  the  show,  I,  among 
many  of  my  other  friends,  was 
glued  to  their  debut  album 
Chroma.  About  6 months  later, 

1 heard  “Honestly”  played 
repeatedly  by  radio  stations, 
MTV  and  fellow  high  school 
students.  Cartel  was  making 
a name  for  themselves  as 
Chroma  had  topped  most 
mainstream  acts  and  went 
down  as  a top  album  for  fans 
of  the  pop  punk  scehe. 

Chroma  set  Cartel’s 
standards  very  high,  which 
should  have  been  a great 
advantage  for  them.  But 
as  they  were  featured  on 
MTV’s  “band  in  a box”, 
fans  became  hyped  for 
this  new,  self-titled  Cartel 
album.  But  when  the  album 
debuted  in  spring  2007,  it 
appeared  that  it  did  not  live 
up  to  the  potential  many  were 
expecting. 

Containing  two  decent 
singles,  “Lose  It,”  and  “The 
Fortunate,”  was  not  enough 
for  this  album  to  break  ground 
anywhere.  The  album  did  not 
even  sell  half  the  copies  that 
Chroma  did.  And  for  Cartel, 
all  hell  broke  loose  as  they 
were  dropped  from  their  label 
Epic  Records. 

Now  siding  with  Wind-Up 
Records,  Cartel  has  released 
Cycles.  Trying  to  bounce 


back  from  a sophomore  slump, 
Cartel  starts  it  up  with  “Let’s  Go.” 
This  song  is  a reach  out  for  fans 
to  re-join  them  on  their  journey 
in  Cycles  and  the  celebration  that 
the  song  brings  is  successful. 

Next,  we  hear  “The  Perfect 
Mistake,”  a song  that  I believe 


is  arguably,  the  best  track  on 
Cycles.  It  is  a typical  pop  punk 
song;  simple  and  catchy,  but  it  has 
so  much  energy  that  you  cannot 
afford  to  skip  past  it. 

In  fact,  there  may  be  no 
need  for  skipping  songs  on  this 
album  as  we  hit  the  third  track 
“Faster  Ride,”  an  upbeat  soft 
song  that  features  an  interesting 
beginning  and  verses,  along  with 
a harmonizing  pre-chorus  that 
is  followed  by  a different,  but 
catchy  chorus  from  Cartel. 

“Deep  South,”  which  should  be 
their  next  single,  is  a song  about 


the  band’s  Southern  roots  that  may 
as  well  be  the  next  "Minstrel’s 
Prayer, ’’from  Chroma.  Its  heartfelt 
melodies  should  easily  draw  you 
in  as  should  the  rest  of  Cycles. 

Cycles  somewhat  brings  us 
back  to  the  Chroma-like  sound 
and  it  has  done  so  much  better 


than  their  previous  release. 

Impressed  by  Cycles,  I went  to 
see  Cartel  perform  at  Mojoes  in 
Orland  Park  on  Oct.  4.  Opening 
for  them  were  The  Summer  Set 
and  This  Providence.  Starting 
their  set  with  “Let’s  Go,”  I 
became  a sucker  for  their  live 
performance. 

Will  Pugh,  vocal ist/gui tar i st  of 
Cartel  has  one  of  the  best/unique 
voices  among  anyone  in  the  pop 
punk  scene  today  and  until  you 
experience  seeing  Cartel  live,  you 
are  missing  out.  Equally  playing 
songs  from  Chroma,  Self-Titled, 


and  Cycles,  fans  wanted  more 
after  Cartel  finished  their  set  with 
“A.” 

With  the  band  walking  off 
stage,  Pugh  remained  and  sang  a 
cappella  with  the  crowd  singing 
right  behind  him.  And  while 
Pugh  left  the  stage  for  good,  the 
fans  did  not  leave  the  venue.  In 
a matter  of  seconds,  the  famous 
“one  more  song"  chant  was 
being  yelled  over  and  over  again 
for  two  minutes. 

Cartel  gave  what  their 
fans  wanted,  coming  back 
out  and  playing  “The  Perfect 
Mistake,"  and  closing  it  up  with 
“Honestly.” 

After  a sophomore  slump. 
Cartel  is  back.  While  Pugh  is 
receiving  much  credit,  let’s  lift 
our  hats  off  to  guitarists  Joseph 
Pepper  and  Nic  Hudson  who  have 
shown  that  they  are  able  to  keep 
up  with  Pugh's  talents  as  they 
have  added  duel-layered  guitars 
that  have  added  the  power-pop 
sound  from  Chroma  that  fans 
wished  to  hear  on  Cycles.  So  I 
must  say  this  for  the  final  time;

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After  a long  delay.  Director  Spike  Jonze

This 
is  the  best  performance  given  by 
a child  actor  since  Haley  Joel 
Osment  in  The  Sixth  Sense.

Through  the  events  that  occur 
with  the  wild  things,  Max  learns  a 
lot  about  himself  and  his  troubles 
back  home. 

This  is  a bold  and  ambitious 
move,  and  because  of  this,  most 
little  children  who  go  to  see 
this  movie  will  not  be  able  to 
understand  the  story  that  much.  It 
is  more  of  a movie  for  the  adults 
and  teens  out  there  who  remember 
the  innocence  and  confusion  of 
being  a kid. 

But  those  qualities  separate 
Where  the  Wild  Things  Are  from 
most  films  in  general.  I have  seen 
this  movie  4 times  already  and 
after  my  second 
viewing,  all  my 
1 3 -year-o  Id 
brother  could 
say  after  the 
film  is  that  he  wanted 
^^^to  be  a kid  again. 

I warn  parents  with 
W extreme  caution  that  this  is 
not  your  typical  family  film.  It 
is  quite  dark  and  scary,  and  they 
might  end  up  being  bored.  But 
this  is  ok,  weren't  we  all  scared  at 
one  time  of  the  flying  monkeys  in 
The  Wizard  of  Oz? 

Where  the  Wild  Things  Are 
deserves  to  be  compared  to  that 
film,  as  it  is  a new  timeless  classic 
that  will  be  regarded  as  one  of  the 
most  inventive,  and  imaginative 
films  of  the  last  decade.

lt is  there  that  Max  is  confronted 
by  creatures  who  are  just  as  real  as 
he  is;  with  the  presence  of  adults, 
but  the  personalities  of  children. 

We  have  Carol  (James 
Gandolfini),  Judith  and  Ira 
(Catherine  O’Hara  and  Forest 
Whitaker),  Alexander  (Paul 
Dano),  Douglas  (Chris  Cooper), 
KW  (Lauren  Ambrose),  and  lastly 
The  Bull  (Michael  Bay  Jr.).  All  of 
these  wild  things  contain  different 
types  of  real  life  emotions  that 
make  them  all  likeable  from  the 


popular  UIWL/lu' 

due  to  its 

wonderful  artistic  drawings, 
use  of  “psychoanalytic  anger” 
(Francis  Spufford),  and  the  fact 
that  you  could  read  it  “through 
a Freudian  or  colonialist  prism” 
(New  York  Times  film  critic 
Manohla  Dargis). 

The  story  tells  the  simple  tale 
of  Max  (played  by  Max  Records); 
a lonely  boy  who  is  so  hyper  you 
would  think  the  child  contains  all 
the  signs  of  real  ADD. 

Max’s  life  is  not  working  out 
for  him;  his  teenage  sister  ignores 
him  for  her  friends,  his  mother 
(Catherine  Keener)  does  not 
give  him  much  attention  (due  to 
a new  boyfriend  and  working  so 
much),  and  Max  is  having  trouble 
understanding  the  changing  world 
around  him  (shown  in  a scene  in 
his  classroom  where  his  teacher 
explains  the  unavoidable  death 
of  the  sun). 

Having  enough,  Max  throws  a 
temper  tantrum,  “I’ll  eat  you  up!”, 
then  bites  his  mother  and  runs 
away.

Upon  arrival,  Max  declares 
himself  king  of  the  wild  things, 
and  from  there  on  the  story

Nov.  12  through  the  15, 
Joliet  Junior  College’s  Fine  Arts 
department  will  be  performing 
their  second  show  of  the  year. 
Mother  Courage  and  Her 
Children. 

The  play  is  of  the  anti-war 
genre  and  was  written  in  1 939  by 
German  writer,  Bertolt  Brecht, 
and  is  set  during  the  thirty  years 
war  in  Europe,  following  Mother 
Courage  and  her  children  and  how 
they  survive  through  the  war. 

“I  like  the  fact  that  it  was 
written  in  1939,  yet  it’s  an  anti- 
war play,”  said  director  Zach 
Bloomfield.  “It’s  good  to  see  that 
theatre  has  been  addressing  it  for 
a long  time.” 

Although  a simple  plotline, 
the  play  has  a very  unique  view 
on  things  with  it  being  part  of  the 


Epic  Theatre  movement.  While 
in  most  plays,  scene  changing  is 
done  quickly  by  a running  crew, 
and  costume  changing  is  done 
offstage,  all  of  this  is  going  to 
be  done  onstage  by  the  actors 
themselves. 

The  actors  will  also  be  doing 
all  the  sound  effects  themselves, 
and  unlike  other  plays,  actors 
will  be  constantly  interacting 
with  the  audience  throughout 
the  play  and  even  before  the  play 
and  during  intermission. 

A fairly  large  ensemble, 
there  will  be  26  cast  members, 
which  Bloomfield  was  happy  to 
say,  gave  plenty  of  students  the 
opportunity  to  be  involved  who 
had  been  wanting  to  be  involved 
for  a while. 

All  cast  members  are  JJC 
students  except  for  Mother 
Courage  who  will  be  played 
by  JJC’s  very  own  speech  and 


theatre  professor,  Tammy 
Perkins. 

Also,  with  the  exception 
of  Mother  Courage  and  her 
children,  all  the  characters  are 
called  by  their  title  (Chaplain, 
Cook,  etc.)  as  opposed  to  actual 
names. 

Unlike  the  typical  two  or 
three  act  structured  play,  Mother 
Courage  and  Her  Children 
is  structured  in  12  different 
scenes,  and  also  features  some 
live  music  presented  in  a non- 
musical theatre  sort  of  way. 

The  show  will  be  performed 
Thursday  through  Saturday 
night  at  8 p.m.,  and  Sunday 
afternoon  at  2 p.m. 

Tickets  are  selling  for  $8  for 
the  general  public;  $5  for  JJC 
faculty,  non-JJC  students  and 
senior  citizens;  and  $3  for  JJC 
students.

'Shopaholic' 
author's  new  book 
doesn't  live  up 
to  hype

Sophie  Kinsella,  #1  New 
York  Times  bestselling 
author,  best  known  for 
her  Shopoholic  series  that  was 
turned  into  the  February  movie. 
Confessions  of  a Shopoholic, 
is  still  at  work  writing  novels. 
Among  them  is  Remember  Me?, 
a stand-alone  novel. 

Lexi  Smart,  a 28-year-old 
whose  life  isn’t  going  where  she 
wants  it  to,  takes  a big  turn  in  life 
when  she  wakes  up  in  a hospital 
after  a car  crash  and  doesn’t 
remember  the  last  three  years  of 
her  life.  However,  instead  of  the 
old  Lexi  Smart  with  no  boyfriend, 
crappy  job,  and  who  could  shed 
a few  pounds,  now  she  has 
everything. 

She  has  the  job,  the  husband, 
the  house,  the  body,  the  clothes, 
the  friends.  But  soon,  Lexi 
starts  learning  more  about  what 
happened  in  those  three  years  she 
can’t  remember,  most  of  which, 
isn't  that  positive. 

Kinsella  is  actually  one  of  the 
few  authors  that  I can  say  that  I’ve 
read  every  book 
in  her  collection. 

What  keeps  me 
coming  back?  The 
laughs.  Remember 
Me?,  just  like  her 
past  novels,  is 
hilarious. 

But,  in  my 
opinion,  the  idea 
isn’t  that  original. 

Someone  who  gets 
amnesia  and  it 
turns  out  something 
horrible  happened 
in  the  time  they  can’t  remember 
is  way,  way,  WAY  overused. 

However,  it  is  a very  humorous 
book  that  is  well  written  and 
keeps  you  laughing  until  the  end. 
This  is  a rare  talent  that  not  many 
authors  possess. 

For  movies  it’s  much  easier  to 
make  people  laugh,  but  in  books, 
you  have  to  either  have  some 
great  dialogue  or  some  great 
descriptions  to  make  the  reader 
laugh,  and  Kinsella  accomplishes 
this  with  every  book  she  writes. 

When  comparing  Remember 
Me?  to  her  other  books,  I would 
have  to  say  that  it  is  one  of  the 
better  books. 

Unlike  a lot  of  Kinsella  fans, 
the  Shopaholic  scries  is  my  least 
favorite  because  it  feels  like  every 
book  in  the  series  is  exactly  like 
the  first  book,  Confessions  of  a 
Shopaholic. 

So  I would  definitely  have  to 
place  Remember  Me?  ahead  of  the 
Shopaholic  series.  I don’t  think 
it's  as  good  as  her  previous  stand- 
alone novels  The  Undomestic 
Goddess,  and  Can  You  Keep  a 


Secret?,  because  of  its  lack  of  an 
original  plot. 

I also  really  can’t  get  over  the 
characters  in  this  book.  I’m  pretty 
sure  every  character  in  the  novel 
got  on  my  nerves  at  least  once  or 
twice.  Part  of  me  also  feels  like 
Lexi  could  not,  in  any  way,  shape 
or  form,  have  become  the  person 
she  was  in  the  three  years  she 
couldn’t  remember. 

I won't  spoil  the  secret  that  is 
revealed  in  the  middle  of  book, 
but  the  secret  gets  on  my  nerves 

The  way  that  Kinsella  presented 
it  makes  it  seem  bad  at  first, 
but  then  throughout  the  novel. 
Kinsella  seems  to  make  what 
happened  “okay"  and  I don’t  feel 
like  what  she  did  was  “okay"  at 
all,  no  matter 
what  the 
circumstances 
were  (and 
although  the 
audience  isn't 
children  or 
anything,  1 
don’t  want 
Lexi’s  choices 
to  be  a bad 
influence  to 
people  put 
in  a similar 
situation). 

Looking  at  the  good  aspects  of 
the  novel...  well...  I guess  other 
than  the  fact  that  it’s  pretty  laugh- 
out-loud  funny,  there  are  really 
not  that  many  good  aspects.  Also, 
I feel  like  some  of  the  humor  is 
really  forced. 

Like  when  reading  a poem, 
it  feels  like  the  author  is  trying 
too  hard  for  it  to  rhyme.  I felt 
like  Kinsella  was  trying  way  too 
hard  to  get  the  reader  to  laugh 
sometimes. 

When  looking  at  the  novel  as  a 
whole,  I guess  I really  didn’t  like 
it  that  much.  Weak  plot,  weak 
characters,  weak  humor  - overall 
a pretty  weak  book. 

If  you  want  a Kinsella  novel 
with  a stronger  plot  with  better 
characters  and  good  humor,  I 
would  highly  recommend  Can 
You  Keep  a Secret?  and  The 
Undomestic  Goddess. 

Considering  that  Kinsella  has 
had  some  pretty  good  books  in 
the  past,  I will  be  buying  her  new 
release  Twenties  Girl  in  hopes  of 
it  being  better  than  Remember 
Me?:  1.5/4  stars.

I am  not  going  to  beat 
around  the  bush  and 
just  admit  that  I was 
completely  shaken.  I have 
seen  the  film  twice;  first 
online  (which  was  an  alternate 
version),  and  secondly  in  the 
theaters  (which  is  obviously 
the  version  that  mostly 
everyone  has  seen). 

After  my  first  viewing  of 
Paranormal  Activity,  1 went 
downstairs  to  get  something 
to  drink;  and  1 heard 
noises,  creaks,  strange 
sounds  coming 

from  our  decade  old 
refrigerator.  1 was  over 
thinking  everything 
around  me. 

I could  not  sleep  till 
3,  and  after  that,  I had 
trouble  sleeping  throughout 
the  night.  It  was  pretty 
disorienting;  it  took  the  whole 
night  before  I could  release  all 
the  tension  that  I had  received 
upon  watching  the  film. 

The  internet  phenomenon 
that  is  Paranormal  Activity 
is  an  effective  horror  film 
because  it  takes  the  whole 
"scared  of  the  dark"  motif, 
and  proves  that  when  it  comes 
to  horror,  less  is  more.  It 
shows  that  what  scares  us  the 
most  are  things  that  cannot  be 
explained  or  understood,  and 
gives  us  an  evil  that  feels  real, 
and  makes  us  dread  the  night. 
The  simple  premise,  which 


is  hugely  influenced  by  another 
horror  film  classic.  The  Blair 
Witch  Project,  is  about  a young 
couple  named  Micah  and  Katie. 
Katie  tells  Micah  that  apparently 
an  evil  presence  has  been  haunting 
her  since  about  the  age  of  8. 

And  even  now  it  seems,  the 
presence  has  come  back  to  haunt 
her.  Even  a psychic  tells  her  that 
she  “cannot  run  from  this,  it  will 
follow  you." 

Micah,  bcingthecharmerthathc 
is,  decides  to  buy  a video  camera 
so  he  can  maybe  catch  “whatever 
paranormal  phenomenon  is 
occurring  or  is  not  occurring”  in

the  house  by  putting  the  camera 
in  their  bedroom  to  record  what 
occurs  when  they  are  sleeping. 

First  it  starts  with  footsteps, 
then  footsteps  grow  into  huge 
noises,  and  then  as  the  nights 
go  on,  the  presence  becomes 
stronger  and  stronger  to  the  point 
where  they  start  to  realize  that 
what  they  are  dealing  with  is 
more  dangerous  than  they  were 
originally  expecting. 

It  all  builds  up  to  an  ending 
that  you  will  never  forget,  and 
will  probably  get  underneath 
your  skin,  as  it  did  for  me.  As  I 
have  said  before,  this  is  greatly 
influenced  by  The  Blair  Witch 
Project,  as  there  are  daytime  and 


night  sequences. 

Nighttime  is  where  all  the  big 
scares  come  in  with  the  dayti 
sequences  playing  . out  much 
slower  in  pace  and  has  a lot  of 
what  some  would  call  “nothing” 
going  on  with  the  characters  just 
meandering  around  through  the 
day  just  before  nighttime  falls. 

The  film  has  been  greatly 
criticized  for  those  daytime 
sequences  because  they  are  slow.  I 
would  agree,  up  to  a certain  point, 
but  the  daytime  sequences  are 
fine  with  me  for  a few  reasons. 

It  gives  us  time  to  breathe  after 
the  nighttime  sequences;  they  are 
often  times 
hilarious 
(including  a 
scene  where 
Micah 
suggests 
that  they 
get  “a 
little  extra 
curricular  with  the  camera”),  and 
lastly,  because  it  does  a great  job 
giving  us  ways  to  identify  with  the 
characters  as  well  as  preparing  us 
for  the  nighttime  scenes. 

The  film  has  split  many  people 
because  some  find  these  kinds 
of  “found  footage"  films  boring, 
and  nauseating.  I am  a fan  of 
these  types  of  films  because  I 
personally  think  they  do  a good 
job  making  us  feel  like  we  are 
inside,  experiencing  the  story 
instead  of  just  watching  it  the  way 
most  films  are. 

I mentioned  earlier  that  I saw  2 
slightly  different  versions;  I have 
to  say  that  in  their  own  way,  they 
are  both  equal  and  effective.  The 


original  cut  which  I saw  online 
has  a slower  buildup  but  1 found 
its  ending  more  effective  and 
convincing,  unlike  the  theatrical 
ending  which  has  been  slightly 
revealed  in  the  infamous  teaser 
trailer. 

Some  of  you  out  there  who 
question  why  this  film  scared 
the  heck  out  of  me  may  call  me 
words  like  “weak,  ” “sissy, "or 
other  words  that  I cannot  say  in 
this  review,  but  you  know  what? 
I do  not  care. 

If  you  like  horror  movies  and 
have  been  sick  of  the  gore  fest, 
exploitation  horror  films  that  have 
been  plaguing  us  moviegoers  for 
years,  you  owe  it  to  yourself  to 
give  Paranormal  Activity  a shot.

yards  and  two  touchdowns  and 
running  back  Exzaybion  Jackson 
caught  5 passes  for  1 06  yards. 

In  their  last  match  up,  things 
were  over  before  the  Wolves  got 
started  as  they  fell  behind  28-0 
before  cracking  the  scoreboard. 
Things  were  much  closer  this  time 
around. 

“That  is  a very  good  team," 
head  coach  Jeremy  Richardson 
said.  “There  is  a reason  they  are 
undefeated  and  I give  a lot  of 
credit  to  their  coaching  staff  and 
players.” 

The  Wolves  (6-5)  now  move
